Incident Brief 


At approximately 21:44 hours on the evening of February 26, 2015, Mission Station 
plainclothes officers, Officer Eric Reboli #1651 and Officer Craig Tiffe #1312, 
responded to 24 th and Folsom Streets regarding an A-priority call involving a person 
armed with a k nife. When the officers arrived, they saw one man, later identified as 
Amilcar Perez-Lopez, chasing ^^^^^^|around a car. As the officers attempted to 
detain the men and conduct an investigation, Mr. Perez-Lopez was swinging a large 
kitchen knife, jeopardizing the other man on scene as well as the officers. Officers Tiffe 
and Reboli tired their Department-issued firearms at Mr. Perez-Lopez, mortally 
wounding him.

Incident Overview 

On February 26, 2015, Officers Craig Tiffe #1312 and Eric Reboli #1651, assigned to 
Mission District plainclothes investigations were working together as regular partners 
under the call sign 3D39. The officers’ shift was The officers were 

operating an unmarked, silver police vehicle, near 24 th Street and Harrison Streets. 


Officer Reboli was driving; he was wearing a dark grey hoodie over a black tee shirt, 
khaki pants, and black skate shoes. He is right-handed. 


Officer Tiffe was in the front passenger seat; he was wearing a black flat-billed baseball 
cap with a Bat-man logo, a black wind breaker over a black tee shirt, blue jeans, and 
black skate shoes. Officer Tiffe is right-handed. 


At approximately 21:44 hours, the officers responded with other Mission units to a call of 
a person with a knife on the 2800 block of Folsom Street.

Because the officers were in near the location when the call was dispatched, Officers 
Reboli and Tiffe arrived on scene quickly. They did not activate lights and sirens, 
because of the short distance. Heading west on 25 th Street, the officers made a right turn 
(north) onto Folsom Street. From his driver’s seat, Officer Reboli pointed out two BB 
who matched the description to Officer Tiffe. The two subjects were facing each other 
from opposite sides of a parked and unattended vehicle parked mid-block, against the 
eastern curb of Folsom Street. The flon the driver’s side of the parked vehicle BB 
BBHBBI^Bi was facing ^^^B on the passenger side 
Amilcar Perez-Lopez). 

Officer Reboli stopped and parked the vehicle. The officers got out and separated, each 
approaching one of the subjects. Officer Reboli, from the driver’s side, approached 
Officer Tiffe, from the passenger side, approached the Perez-Lopez. 

As Officer Tiffe approached Perez-Lopez, the subject had his chest positioned toward the 
driver’s side of the car, in the direction of^^B Officer Tiffe could only see the left side 
of Perez-Lopez’s body as he headed toward him. Mr. Perez-Lopez turned his head to look 
directly at the approaching officer; Officer Tiffe’s attention was captured by “a blood- 
lust, crazed look on his face.” Officer Tiffe announced himself as a police officer,

moving past the rear bumper of the parked vehicle, toward Mr. Perez-Lopez. He ordered 
Mr. Perez-Lopez to back away from the car. 

Mr. Perez-Lopez did not move and did not comply with Officer Tiffe’s orders; he 
continued to stare at the approaching officer. Officer Tiffe wanted to make sure that he 
was able to communicate with Mr. Perez-Lopez. He used hand gestures to identify 
himself, holding his star outward to clearly show it to Mr. Perez-Lopez. From his 
experience in the Mission District, such efforts have enabled communication with non- 
English speaking subjects and helped deescalate tense encounters. 

As Officer Tiffe approached, Mr. Perez-Lopez raised his left arm toward the officer. Mr. 
Perez-Lopez kept his right arm lowered along the right side of his body and completely 
out of view of the officer. Officer Tiffe grabbed Mr. Perez-Lopez’s raised left arm with 
his left hand and moved his right hand to the inside area of Mr. Perez-Lopez’s upper right 
shoulder blade. He hoped that contact would break Mr. Perez-Lopez’s focus, and he 
believed that he could transition to a control hold from this position, if necessary. 

Officer Tiffe initially attempted to lead Mr. Perez-Lopez back, away from the car, but 
Perez-Lopez resisted the effort. He could now see that Mr. Perez-Lopez was holding an 
unidentified object in his right hand. Recognizing this, he ordered Mr. Perez-Lopez on 
the ground, to no avail. Officer Tiffe attempted to take Mr. Perez-Lopez to the ground, 
using an arm bar takedown. As he attempted this, Mr. Perez-Lopez swung toward the 
officer, lunging at him with his right hand. Unbeknownst to Officer Tiffe, Mr. Perez- 
Lopez was holding a butcher knife in that hand. 

Officer Tiffe recognized the assaultive action and attempted to disengage from Mr. 
Perez-Lopez, pushing about 3 feet away from the suspect in order to gain some distance. 
As he did so, Mr. Perez-Lopez’s right arm arced upward, travelling inches away from 
Officer Tiffe’s chest, in an upward, crossing motion. In his periphery, Officer Tiffe 
noticed Officer Reboli, moving toward him. Having separated and gained distance, 
Officer Tiffe could see plainly that Perez-Lopez was actually swinging a “very large 
knife” in his right hand in a broad side-to-side sweeping motion. Officer Tiffe drew his 
firearm and ordered Mr. Perez-Lopez to stop and drop his weapon. 

After exiting their car, Officer Reboli had contacted on the driver’s side of the 

parked vehicle, initially intending to detain and investigate the situation. Lie 
approached identified himself, saying “Police,” and began to direct ^^|over to 
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the curb. was cooperative and compliant; he noticed that Officer Tiffe was 

speaking to the other subject, though he did not hear what was being discussed. While he 
was moving with however, Officer Reboli noticed Officer Tiffe now “engaged in a 
struggle” with the other party. Officer Reboli directed ^^|to the sidewalk, and ran over 
to assist his partner. 

Running toward Officer Tiffe, Officer Reboli closed within 5 to 6 feet of the struggle 
when he saw Officer Tiffe lunge backward abruptly, with his hands raised, palms out. 
Officer Reboli then saw the flash of a “very large silver knife.” Officer Reboli believed 
that Officer Tiffe had been slashed by Perez-Lopez, who continuously swept the knife, 
from side to side, across the front of Officer Tiffe. 


Mr. Perez-Lopez then stopped advancing toward Officer Tiffe and pivoted in the 
direction of Officer Reboli. Mr. Perez-Lopez advanced toward Officer Reboli, making 
slashing motions with the knife. Officer Reboli drew his OC spray and his firearm, and 
began issuing commands, to the effect of ‘Police! Drop the knife!’ The suspect continued 
to slash in large arcs as he advanced toward the front end of the parked vehicle, near 
where Officer Reboli had last been in contact with ^^HOfiicer Reboli continued to see 
the flashing silver blade of Perez-Lopez’s knife. 


Officer Reboli stated that he was fearful that his partner had already been injured and was 
in danger of further injury or death. He also stated that he was fearful for his own life, as 
Mr. Perez-Lopez advanced on him waving the deadly weapon. He also stated that he 
knew that HH| 


was “still in very close proximity.” He was fearful that 
life was also in immediate danger. Officer Reboli fired on the advancing suspect. As he 
started to fire, Mr. Perez-Lopez swung away from Officer Reboli and moved toward the 


street, where | 


lhad been. 


Officer Tiffe saw the suspect advancing toward Officer Reboli and feared that his partner 
was about to suffer a deadly assault when he heard gunshots. He saw Mr. Perez-Lopez’s 
knife raised up higher, and Mr. Perez-Lopez turn toward the street, in HHHHI 
direction. He believed that Mr. Perez-Lopez was “going after the other 


Officer Tiffe was fearful that Mr. Perez-Lopez, who had assaulted him and his partner 
with a deadly weapon was about to attack Officer Tiffe fired once at Mr. 

Perez-Lopez. 
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Mr. Perez-Lopez stumbled forward onto the street and collapsed in front of the parked 
vehicle. The officers radioed shots fired, and other officers just arriving on scene— 
having responded to the initial Person with a Knife call—heard the gunfire. 

The first unit to arrive on scene after the shots were fired was 3D14D (Officers Cabillo 
#1014 and Ellis #2189). Officers Cabillo and Ellis approaching the call from 24 th Street 
less than a block away from the intersection with Folsom Street when they heard the 
sound of gunfire. They turned south onto Folsom. Officer Ellis—driving a marked police 
vehicle—stopped, parked the car, and called a “Code 33” (emergency) to broadcast shots 
fired. Then Officer Ellis sprinted south on Folsom Street. She saw one suspect on the 
ground and plainclothes officers were near him. She saw a second suspect, by 

the passenger rear tire of the blue Nissan Rogue. She handcuffed and started to 

pat search a second officer arrived and assumed control of the search. No weapons 
were located on who told Officer Ellis, in English, “I have nothing” while she 

searched 

Officer Reboli handcuffed Mr. Perez-Lopez before crossing to the east side of Folsom 
Street to ensure that there had not been any other injuries. He rejoined Officer Tiffe, 
checking on his well-being, then directing him to radio their location. He then noticed 
other officers were on scene. 

Officer Cabillo, in the front passenger seat, got out as soon as the car stopped, and ran 
along the west sidewalk of Folsom Street. Having heard shots fired in the area, from an 
unknown source and location, he drew his firearm, scanning to identify where the 
shooting may have occurred. He then caught sight of three or four people near the east 
curb line; one subject was face down, and he recognized Mission plainclothes officers. 
As he approached them, he saw a knife on the ground, a few' feet from the prone 
suspect’s head. Officer Cabillo radioed for an ambulance, and Officer Obidi began 
performing CPR on Mr. Perez-Lopez, who had an apparent gunshot wound to his chest. 
Officer Cabillo then went over to ^^^^B who stated that Bwas nearly robbed of B 
bicycle and the officers had saved B life. 


3D74 (Officers Joseph Obidi #2328) and 3D75 (Officer Michael Mayo #2308) arrived on 
scene immediately after 3D14D, heading north on Folsom Street. Officers Obidi and 
Mayo saw Mr. Perez-Lopez face down, partially in Folsom Street. They saw the 3D39’s 
northbound facing silver unmarked Crown Victoria, parked approximately in front of 
IB Folsom Street, as well as the 3D14D’s parked radio car. 
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Officer Mayo, the driver, got out of the car and saw Officer Ellis in the act of detaining 
and went to assist her. After was handcuffed and searched, Officer 

Mayo went over to the area where Mr. Perez-Lopez had collapsed, about 25 feet from 
position. Officer Obidi was performing CPR. Officer Mayo saw the knife 
laying in the roadway and remained with the knife in order to mark and secure the 
evidence, until relieved. 

Officer Obidi, the passenger, got out and saw Mr. Perez-Lopez face down and bleeding. 
Officer Cabillo told Officer Obidi that the suspect was shot. Officer Obidi turned Mr. 
Perez-Lopez over, onto his back. Mr. Perez-Lopez was unresponsive, Officer Obidi could 
not detect a pulse and began CPR until he was relieved by SFFD Medic #71. 

SFFD paramedics had been requested to the scene at 21:48:30, arriving on scene at 
21:52:38. The paramedics determined that Mr. Perez-Lopez was beyond resuscitative 
efforts. The body of Mr. Perez-Lopez was covered with a yellow emergency paramedic 
blanket. 

Sergeant Anthony Montoya #1522 arrived on scene and obtained public safety statements 
from the involved officers. The officers were separately transported to Mission Station 
and monitored. Officer Elia Lewin-Tankel #4343 transported Officer Reboli; Officer 
John Silvestri #4351 transported Officer Tiffe. 

Responding officers cordoned off and secured the crime scene, securing the 2800 block 
of Folsom Street. Officers canvassed the scene attempting to locate and identify any 
witnesses or victims, cameras, and evidence. 

Investigators from the Flomicide Detail arrived and took over the investigation. Sergeant 
Anthony Ravano #929 was the lead criminal investigator, assisted by Sergeants Alan 
Levy #4216, Christopher Canning #269, and Daniel Dedet #101, all of the Homicide 
Detail. District Attorney Lieutenant Carlos Sanchez and Investigators Henry McKenzie 
and Ray Tang, along with Assistant District Attorney Michael Sullivan, responded from 
the District Attorney’s office. Investigators from Internal Affairs (Sergeants John Crudo 
#1694 and Jayme Campbell #759) and the Office of Citizens Complaints (Assistant 
Director Erick Balthazar and Senior Investigator Steve Ball) also responded to the scene. 
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Crime Scene 

The scene of this incident was the 2800 block of Folsom Street, between 24 th and 25 th 
Streets, approximately in front of Folsom Street, on the sidewalk and street (east 
side). This is primarily a residential neighborhood, and this block is largely composed of 
multi-story residential buildings. Folsom Street measures 52’3” in width, accommodating 
two-way vehicle traffic, as well as parallel parking on both sides of the street. Two 
vehicle were parked and unattended in this immediate area, positioned against the eastern 
curbline and facing north: a silver Toyota Camry XLE (^^^^^^^|and a blue Nissan 
Rogue 

The night of February 26, 2015 was cool and breezy, with clear skies. Artificial and 
ambient natural light provided some illumination of the area; a street light located on the 
west side of the street Folsom Street and across from Folsom Street) flickered 
intermittently. 

Mr. Perez-Lopez lay on his back (face-up), with his hands cuffed behind him. He was 
wearing a gray hoodie, gray shirt, blue jeans over blue shorts, and white and gray athletic 
shoes. A grey flat-billed baseball cap lay southwest of the decedent’s head. Blood pooled 
to the south of Mr. Perez-Lopez. 

The Medical Examiner was notified of Mr. Perez-Lopez’s death by DOC at 22:13 hours. 
Office of fhe Medical Exa m i n er investigators Adam Heilman #109 and Kris Macferren 
#123 arrived on scene at 23:10 hours and entered the scene at 23:36 hours, assuming 
custody of the decedent. Assistant Medical Examiner Ellen Moffatt also responded to the 
scene. 

ME investigator Heilman took inventory of the possessions on Mr. Perez-Lopez person. 
A cellphone was located on the remains and seized by Investigator Heilman. Investigator 
Heilman turned over Mr. Perez-Lopez’s phone to Homicide investigators at the scene. 
The Medical Examiner investigators conducted a gunshot residue test at the scene, 
bagging and securing the Mr. Perez-Lopez’s hands thereafter. 

CSI documented, processed, and seized identified evidence at the scene, including: 

• Three (3) .40 caliber casings from the eastern sidewalk, north of Folsom Street; 
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One (1) .40 caliber casing from the sidewalk, near a planted tree, in front of 
Folsom Street; 

One (1) .40 caliber casing from the Folsom street, located underneath the silver 
Toyota; 

One (1) .40 caliber casing from a front step at Folsom Street; 

A 12-inch silver knife (8-inch blade), positioned on the street southwest of Mr. Perez- 
Lopez’s body and west of the front driver’s side wheel of the parked, blue Nissan; 

A bicycle, laying down on the sidewalk in front of Folsom Street; 

A fired bullet from the asphalt in front of Folsom Street. 


CSI also documented the location of two identified bullet strikes to the front of 
Folsom Street. 


Computer assisted Dispatch (DEM) Records and Recordings 


Certified CAD (CAD 150573705 and 150573716) and recorded audio communications 
were obtained from DEM for this investigation. A timeline of events derived from these 
documents is as follows: 


21:44:10 Initial record opened: 222 (“Person with a Knife”) reported at 24 lh and 
Folsom Streets. 


21:44:39 Caller is overheard telling someone, “He’s running with a knife over there.” 

21:45:07 The call is. broadcast by Dispatch. The person with the knife is chasing 

both subjects are described as approximately^^! and 
wearing beanies. 

21:45:37 3D14E begins response as the primary unit (Officers John Silvestri #4357 
and Elia Lewin-Tankel #4343). 

21:45:58 Additional information is broadcast, reporting the subjects possibly

^adults, yelling in HIH 

21:46:16 Officers Reboli and Tiffe (3D39) begin response as a back up to 3D14E. 


21:46:43 Additional information is broadcast, reporting that the suspect’s knife is 
approximately 12-inches long. The suspect has a medium build and light 
jacket; both subjects appear to be in their 30’s. 
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21:47:14 3D14D (Officers Cabillo and Ellis) radios that they are in the area. 

21:47:21 ShotSpotter activates, recording yelling sounds followed by five gunshots. 

The identified address is Folsom Street. Gunfire was recorded in H 
call at approximately 21:47:21-22. 

21:47:24 3D14D clears the air for an emergency, reporting shots fired. 

21:47:49 DEM broadcasts that 4 or 5 consecutive shots over the open line and updates 
the call to a “216” (shots fired). 

21:48:03 3D14D requests a “408” (ambulance) for a^-year male with a gunshot 
wound to the chest and reports that the involved officers are not injured. 

21:48:31 3D14D notifies 3D113 (Sergeant Anthony Montoya) that this is an OIS. 

21:52:38 SFFD Paramedics on scene. 

22:03 Medical Examiner notified of death. 


Approximately 65 seconds elapsed between when Officers Reboli and Tiffe, responding 
from 24 th and Harrison, put themselves on the run to the time shots were fired. 
Approximately 43 seconds after the sound of shots fired at 21:47:21, Officers requested 
an ambulance to the scene. 


Criminal Investigation 

Upon notification of the Officer Involved Shooting, the Homicide Detail of the San 
Francisco Police Department initiated a criminal investigation into the incident. The 
investigation was led by Sergeant Anthony Ravano of the Homicide Detail. Inspector 
Cagney’s investigative summary report and the District Attorney’s findings were 
obtained and reviewed as part of the administrative investigation. 

Members of the SFPD conducted several neighborhood canvasses on the night of the 
shooting; Homicide Detail and District Attorney Investigators conducted repeated follow¬ 
up canvasses in the days following the incident. Numerous witnesses were so identified 
and statements taken. In addition, cameras were identified, and video collected from 
residences, MUNI busses, and businesses. 

Crime Scene Investigations 

CSI responded to the scene to memorialize the scene and collect identified evidence. 
Members from Crime Scene Investigations included Inspector Ronan Shouldice #2054, 
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Officer Deni Nibungco #2390, Officer Imran Shakur #2476, and Officer Dennis Rodelas 
#729. Officer Rodelas prepared a Crime Scene Report documenting the scene and actions 
taken. Measurements, photographs, and video were taken to memorialize the condition 
and location of the scene and the evidence within. 


Officer Tony Gomes #911 (CSI) prepared a scale diagram of the scene using 
measurements taken by Inspector Shouldice at the scene. Crime Scene Investigations 
memorialized the scene and evidence in video, photograph, and diagram, and prepared a 
report regarding the response to the incident. 

Officers Nibungco and Shakur responded to Mission Station, where Officer Tiffe and 
Reboli had been separately transferred and monitored. They were joined by personnel 
from the SFPD Range. Officer Tiffe’s and Officer Reboli’s firearms were separately 
collected by Officers Nibungco and Shakur. Each firearm was inspected, its condition 
photographed and documented, and a round count conducted before being transported to 
the Criminalistics Laboratory. 

During this process, CSI investigators noticed blood stains on equipment Officer Reboli 
was wearing and collected the following as evidence from Officer Reboli’s person: 
holster, belt, pants, Giant’s T-shirt, Hurley hoody, and yawara stick. 


Firearms Examination

Mr. Proia examined the spent .40 caliber S&W cartridge casings recovered from the 
scene. Of the six (6) casings recovered, five (5) casings were determined to be fired from 
Sig Sauer (Officer Reboli) and one casing was fired from Sig Sauer 



Mr. Proia examined additional ballistic evidence forwarded to the Criminalistics Lab, 
including several lead fragments, bullets and bullet cores recovered at the scene as well 
as those subsequently by the Office of the Medical Examiner. Four recovered bullets, and 
one bullet jacket, were positively identified as having been fired from Officer Reboli’s 
weapon. Other evidence either were not suitable for testing or lacked sufficient individual 
characteristics to conclusive determine whether it had been fired by Officer Reboli’s or 
Officer Tiffe’s weapon. 


DNA 


Bode Cellmark Forensics (Lorton, VA) conducted DNA testing on blood and water 
swabs taken at the scene, as well as the handle of the knife seized at the scene. 

In a report dated June 22, 2015, DNA Analyst I Catharine Roller, MSFS determined that 
no DNA samples were obtained from the handle of the knife or the water sample. The 
blood sample was a match for Mr. Perez-Lopez.

Video Evidence 


On the evening of the incident, officers canvassed the area for video cameras, in search of 
any recordings of the events of the incident. In the days following, criminal investigators 
followed up with more canvasses of the area, as well possible mobile sources of video 
data, including San Francisco Municipal Railway (MUNI) buses and taxi services. 
Relevant video was obtained from on the southwest comer of 

Folsom and 24 th Streets 24 th Street), as well as from MUNI. None of the videos 
obtained captured the shooting itself; however, the obtained video evidence provides 
relevant information with respect to timeframes and enables investigators to clarify or 
corroborate reportees accounts of events.

investigators during follow-up interviews conducted with Officers Cabillo and Ellis, and 
it was referenced and reprinted in the DA’s report, Summary of Investigation and Legal 
Analysis of the Fatal Shooting of Amilcar Perez-Lopez. However, District Attorney 
investigators declined to share the original photograph with SFPD investigators and did 
not identify the photographer. 

The photo captures someone apparently administering CPR to Mr. Perez-Lopez from a 
crouching position.

Criminal Investigation Interviews 

Summaries here are based on statements taken by San Francisco Police Department 
criminal investigators and/or information that the District Attorney made available to 
SFPD Homicide Detail investigators. The interviews summarized do not include all 
witnesses interviewed by the District Attorney; refer to the District Attorney’s report. 

Interviews of percipient witnesses for the criminal investigation were conducted by 
Homicide Detail and by investigators from the Office of the District Attorney (handling 
the criminal investigation memorialized in incident report 150-178-555). Although 
requested by the San Francisco Police Department, the Office of the District Attorney 
declined to provide criminal or administrative investigators all of the information 
collected and developed in their investigation.

Sanchez (District Attorney Investigations) conducted this interview on February 27, 

2015. Officer Reboli was represented at this interview by POA attorney Peter Furst. At 
the outset of this interview, Sergeant Dedet reminded Officer Rebo li that the interview 
was voluntary and recorded.

Officer Reboli was appointed to the Police Department in At the time of

On the night of the incident, Officer Reboli was assigned to Mission Station plainclothes 
investigations and was working a 10-hour shift Officer Reboli was 

Officer 
Reboli was driving an unmarked Ford Crown Victoria; Officer Tiffe was in the front 
passenger seat. Officer Reboli had been issued a Sig Sauer P226 with modified grips, and 
he was carrying one extra magazine, fully loaded with 12 cartridges, in his handcuff case. 
He was wearing a dark Hurley hoody over a black SF City tee shirt, beige pants, and 
black shoes. His star was clipped on the right side of his belt, in front of his holster, in a 
visible position. 

The officers began responding as backup to a call of a male in the area of 24 th and 
Folsom, armed with a knife, chasing The officers were a few blocks from 

the location, approximately at 24 th and Harrison Streets. Officer Reboli drove south to 
25 th Street, then west to Folsom Street, as Dispatch broadcast an update that the was 
being chased southbound toward 25 th Street. 

The officers arrived at the intersection of 25 th and Folsom Streets. Officer Reboli noticed 
some type of movement on the east side of Folsom Street, mid-block, in what would be 
the northbound lane of traffic. There appeared to be people running around in the street. 
Officer Reboli told Officer Tiffe of the observation, then turned northbound onto Folsom 
Street. 

As they approached. Officer Reboli saw a 1H roughly mid-block on the east side of the 
street, leaning against a vehicle parked in this area. was visible on the 
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sidewalk. Officer Reboli stopped the car one to two car lengths south of and told 

Officer Tiffe there was a second person on the sidewalk. The officers exited the vehicle 
and approached the two subjects. 

Officer Reboli approached ^^^B leaning on the car. In his peripheral view, he saw 
Officer Tiffe heading toward the subject on the sidewalk. Officer Reboli announced 
himself as a police officer as he approached the subject in the street. It was evident that 
mm was out of breath. Tie placed B ^B' n a control hold and detained ^B he 
noted that “there was no tensing of ^(person. B just.^B seemed to be almost 
exhausted.” Officer Reboli grabbed the subject, pinning B arms back, and began 
walking ^|out of the street. Because they were in a lane of traffic, Officer Reboli told 
the subject that they were going to move onto the sidewalk for their mutual safety, where 
Officer Reboli intended to conduct his investigation. He told the subject something to the 
effect of ‘Let’s get out of the street and figure out what’s going on.” 

Officer Reboli began to guide the detained subject between the two parked cars. Officer 
Reboli had taken between two and four steps when he noticed that Officer Tiffe was 
“verbally engaged” with a shorter subject on the sidewalk. The subject was between 
Officers Tiffe and Reboli, facing Officer Tiffe. Within “a half-second or two” of 
detaining the first subject, Officer Reboli recognized that Officer Tiffe was actually 
engaged in a physical struggle with this subject. 

Officer Tiffe appeared to be attempting to use a control hold and bring the subject to the 
ground. He had a hand on the suspect’s shoulder, while grasping at a wrist, as if to spin 
the suspect and bring him to the ground. 

The subject detained by Officer Reboli was saying something to him, but Officer Reboli 
didn’t understand ^B Officer Reboli “disengaged” from ^^^^B and ran to assist 
Officer Tiffe, while ved back toward the street-side of the parked vehicle. 

As Officer Reboli closed within 5 or 6 feet of the suspect and Officer Tiffe, Officer Tiffe 
jumped backward and threw his hands up in a defensive posture, with his palms up and 
outward. Officer Reboli then saw a flash from a large silver knife that the suspect was 
wielding, in a mid-level, side-to-side slashing motion. The knife was 9 to 12 inches in 
length, shaped like a steak knife, and appeared to have a serrated blade. It was “a very 
large silver knife.” Officer Reboli could not recall whether he saw the knife in the 
suspect’s right or left hand. In the dark conditions, the bright silver blade was flashing 
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frequently, as the suspect made rapid, repeated slashing motions at Officer Tiffe. In 
response to a question about whether the suspect might have been trying to create more 
space to effect an escape, Officer Reboli noted that the suspect continued to press his 
assault, closing the distance on the officer. “I fully believe he was trying to attack Officer 
Tiffe.” 

With Officer Tiffe gaining space from the suspect, and Officer Reboli closing in, the 
suspect turned headed north near the curb line, toward Officer Reboli. Mr. Perez-Lopez 
was still aggressively slashing with his knife. “So now he’s flailing the knife at me as 
he’s moving.” Officer Reboli “lunged myself backwards” to create space, moving toward 
the middle of the sidewalk, in the area of the front bumper of the blue car. 

Officer Reboli believed that Officer Tiffe had been stabbed or cut by the suspect, who 
was advancing toward Officer Reboli. As he moved forward (north), the suspect looked 
back and forth, scanning from Officer Reboli to Officer Tiffe. Officer Reboli was aware 
that the subject he had initially detained was to the suspect’s left, on the other side of the 
car, “in close proximity.” 

The on-coming suspect was holding the blade upward, aggressively waving the knife 
toward Officer Reboli. Officer Reboli could see the flashes of the silver blade flashing in 
the dark. He began to reach for his OC, then changed his mind and transitioned to his 
firearm, drawing it instead of the pepper spray. 

Having drawn his Department-issued firearm, Officer Reboli yelled, “Drop the knife” or 
“Police, drop the knife” at the suspect. The suspect paused his advance, approximately 4 
to 6 feet from Officer Reboli, and approximately 6 to 10 feet from Officer Tiffe to the 
south. 

Officer Reboli saw a flash of the waving knife. He gave a second command to drop the 
knife. Officer Reboli was fearful that the detained subject’s life was endangered, that 
Officer Tiffe was already assaulted and in further danger, and that he himself was in 
danger of death or serious bodily injury from the armed suspect. 

The suspect “lunged” forward, waving his knife. Officer Reboli fired his Department- 
issued firearm an unknown number of times at the suspect. As he started to fire, Officer 
Reboli saw the suspect turning to the west, onto Folsom Street, in the direction of the 
detained subject. 
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The suspect took one or two steps between the two parked cars, westbound onto Folsom 
Street, then collapsed, with his right hand underneath his body. The suspect dropped his 
knife, which was visible on the street. 

Officer Reboli heard a yelling from across the street that someone had been shot. 

Officer Reboli realized that at some time during the incident, he’d dropped his PIC radio. 
He directed Officer Tiffe to put out their exact location. He could hear the engines and 
sirens of responding units, though “it seemed like it took for.. .forever that the.. .before 
anyone got to the scene.” 

Officer Reboli moved forward and handcuffed the suspect, who was bleeding. Officer 
Reboli went across the street to check if there were additional casualties. He found no one 
injured nor any obvious evidence of a bullet strike, such as broken windows or damaged 
vehicles. 

Officer Obidi was with the suspect, rendering first aid. Officer Reboli recovered his radio 
and broadcast the location again. He checked on Officer Tiffe, believing that he’d been 
cut or stabbed, but Officer Tiffe didn’t think he’d been injured.

Numerous units began responding to the scene, and several units were on the air, so 
Officer Tiffe used the vehicle’s mobile data terminal (MDT) to put his unit on the call, 
responding as a backup. Officer Tiffe did not recall if they were traveling on 25 th or 26 th 
Street, but they turned right, heading northbound onto Folsom. 

Officer Reboli told Officer Tiffe that were in the vicinity of a car parked 

nearby. At first, Officer Tiffe only saw one subject “hovering” near the driver’s side 
mir ror. Officer Reboli stopped and parked their vehicle. As he’s getting out of the 
passenger side, Officer Tiffe can now see the second subject, who is “hovering” near the 
side view mirror on the opposite side of the parked car. Officer Tiffe noted that K(B| 
were similar to the broadcast suspect description. 

Officer Reboli moved forward to make contact with the first subject, on the driver’s side.

As he approached, Officer Tiffe held up his star that dangled over his jacket from a chain 
around his neck to identify himself. From his experience working in the Mission, Officer 
Tiffe has found this to be an effective way of communicating his identity, even to those 
with limited or no English proficiency. Officer Tiffe got within a car length of the second 
subject, he was able to the subject’s face. He was taken aback, because “He has this.. .1 
don’t even know how to describe it, other than, like.. .a blood lust-crazed look on his 
face.”

Officer Tiffe announced himself as a police officer and directed him to move away from 
the car. The subject did not say anything and did not comply with the commands. He 
stated 

.. .1 actually believe that maybe he.. .There was no recognition on his face, 
so I...I either believe...! thought, ‘Possibly on something. Possibly so 
enraged with what he was doing that he couldn’t recognize my voice, so at 
that point, I didn’t think verbal command was gonna work. Physical.. .I’m 
gonna have to make physical contact with him. 

Officer Tiffe stated that he was aware that this was a call related to someone with a knife, 
but he didn’t know either, was the subject of the call. He did not see a knife 

at this time and had not identified the roles of either party. 

Approaching from the left side of the subject, Officer Tiffe could not see the right side of 
the second subject. The subject’s right arm was down alongside the right side of his body. 
The subject raised his left hand, presenting an opportunity for Officer Tiffe to get him to 
the ground. Officer Tiffe grabbed the suspect with his left hand and pulled and turned, 
while pushing the subject’s back with a right hand placed below the neck, by the left 
shoulder. He attempted to spin the suspect off balance and use Mr. Perez-Lopez’s 
momentum to get him to the ground and secured. Officer Tiffe ordered the suspect to the 
ground as he initiated the take-down. 

As he began to attempt the take-down, Officer Tiffe could now see that the suspect was 
holding something in his right hand. While Officer Tiffe swung the suspect in his attempt 
to bring him to the ground, the suspect stepped forward into the spin and “lunges up at 
me with his right hand.” Officer Tiffe described this as happening very fast. 

Officer Tiffe pushed the subject away, attempting to disengage and gain distance. The 
suspect swiped again, swinging his right arm laterally around the area of Officer Tiffe’s 
chest. As this was occurring, Officer Tiffe thought he could see Officer Reboli in his 
peripheral vision, coming to assist him from Officer Tiffe’s right. 

Officer Tiffe’s focus, however, was drawn to “a very large knife” that the suspect was 
wielding.

I didn’t 
know if the H was right here, within arm’s reach of him, or he was 
going after but I saw that he was fixated... 
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Seeing the suspect fall, Officer Tiffe perceived that the immediate threat had been 
stopped and did not shoot again. 

After firing, things seemed to move in slow motion; he described the sensation as “kind 
of like out of body experience.” He re-holstered his firearm and grabbed his radio 
microphone and repeated, “Shots fired.” Officer Reboli handcuffed the suspect. 

He didn’t know if his radio was working, and he saw a radio on the ground. He believed 
the handset had disconnected from his radio. He patted himself down and located his 
radio; he realized that it was Officer Reboli’s radio that had fallen to the sidewalk. 

The first officer on the scene, Officer Cabillo, seemed to Officer Tiffe to be there 
immediately. Officer Cabillo located the second subject, who was “cowering down on the 
on the driver’s side, near the driver’s side rear tire.” Officer Cabillo appeared to be 
comforting the subject. 

After the shooting, Officer Tiffe noticed that the knife was on the ground a few feet from 
where the suspect had collapsed, while officers were performing CPR on the suspect. 

Captain Daniel Perea #474 

Captain Perea, the Commanding Officer of Mission Station, was in full uniform at 18 th 
and Castro Streets when he heard units responding to a call of a man armed with a knife 
chasing He then heard a second broadcast reporting shots fired at Folsom 

and 24 th Streets. He responded to the scene. 

At the scene, he observed officers performing CPR on a subject, lying on the street, 
partially between two parked vehicles. He saw a silver bike with black tires on the 
sidewalk.

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Officer Joshua Cahillo #1014 

Officer Cabillo was working uniformed patrol with Officer Domonique Ellis #1614, 
assigned the call sign 3D14D. A call came out about a subject chasing someone with a 
knife. 

The officers proceeded east on 24 th Street to southbound Folsom Street. They were about 
200 feet south of 24 th when he heard about 4 to 5 gunshots from an unknown direction. 

Officer Cabillo got out of the car, drawing his firearm, and scanned the area. He noticed 
three to four subjects standing on the east curb, and recognized Mission plainclothes 
officers. He saw a subject on the ground with his face forward. There was a large knife 
two to three inches from the suspect’s head. Officer Obidi immediately performed CPR 
on the suspect, who had a gunshot wound in the area of his chest. Officer Cabillo 
concluded that the officers had fired at the suspect. He radioed for an ambulance.

turned right onto Folsom Street. She then heard shots fired and put the car in Park. 

Officer Cabillo exited the vehicle and ran south on Folsom Street, while she radioed a 
‘Code 33’ (Clear the Air for an Emergency Transmission) and reported an on-view ‘216’ 
(Shots Fired) or ‘217’ (Person Shot). She then got out of her car and heard Officer 
Cabillo yelling, “Blue on Blue.” 

She saw a suspect proned on the ground. She went to the suspect, handcuffed ^Hand 
searched As she was handcuffing the suspect, Hsaid, “I have nothing.” Another 
officer arrived, pushed her aside, and took control of the suspect.

Sergeants began 
to arrive on the scene. 

She did not recall hearing any units come up for the 222 call. 

Officer Michael Mayo #2308 

Officer Mayo was working in foil uniform as a Housing unit, partnered with Officer 
Obidi #2328 and assigned the call sign 3D74, when they began responding to a report of 
a Hispanic male with a knife chasing adult. While on their way, he heard an 

officer on scene broadcast “Shots fired.” 

As they pulled up, Officer Mayo saw one Hispanic male laying on Folsom Street, 
between two parked vehicles, in front of Folsom Street. When he got out of the car, 
he saw Officer Domonique Ellis #2189 attempting to detain a second subject, about 25 
feet away from the first subject. He moved toward the second subject to assist Officer 
Ellis. 

He then moved over to the first subject, where Officer Obidi was administering CPR. 
Officer Mayo noticed a large, silver butcher knife lying in the road, about 5 feet away 
from this subject and Officer Officer Obidi. Officer Mayo remained with this knife to 
secure and preserve it, until he was relieved by Officer Nicholas Buckley #1537, who 
remained with the knife until CSI arrived. 

Officer Joseph Obidi #2328 

Officer Obidi was working in full uniform as a Housing unit, partnered with Officer 
Mayo #2308 and assigned the call sign 3D74, when he Dispatch broadcast a call of a man 
with a knife chasing Officer Obidi heard a police unit broadcast shots fired, 

as just before their arrival on scene. 

Proceeding northbound on Folsom Street from 25 th Street, Officer Obidi saw an 
unmarked police vehicle stopped in front of ^^|Folsom Street; there was a marked 
police vehicle on scene as well. 

Officer Obidi saw an adult male lying face down, with his legs were in between the two 
parked cars, with his upper body in the street. The subject (Mr. Perez-Lopez) was

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Medical Examiner’s Report 

Assistant Medical Examiner Dr. Ellen Moffatt, M.D. performed an autopsy on Mr. Perez- 
Lopez begi nnin g on February 27, 2015. She prepared a report under the assigned case 
number 2015-0223, signing it on June 12, 2015. 

Dr. Moffatt’s autopsy identified six (6) gunshot wounds to Mr. Perez-Lopez, described in 
her report as 3 penetrating and 3 perforating trajectories. The six gunshot wounds 
identified by Dr. Moffat, described in detail in the Medical Examiner’s report, are 
identified as follows (the numbering is not intended to suggest the order in which the 
injuries occurred): 

1. The entry wound is on the left side of the head (labeled “A” in Medical Examiner 
photographs), and the exit wound is on the right side of the head (identified as 
“H” in Medical Examiner photographs). The trajectory is back to front, left to 
right, and slightly downward. There was no soot, stippling or unbumed 
gunpowder on the skin surrounding the defects. 

2. The entry wound is on the left side of the back (labeled “B” in Medical Examiner 
photographs). The trajectory was back to front, slightly downward, with little 
significant travel either left or right. There was no exit wound; a projectile was 
extracted. There was no soot, stippling or unburned gunpowder on the skin 
surrounding the defect. 

3. The entry wound is on the right side of the back (labeled “C” in Medical 
Examiner photographs). The trajectory is back to front, right to left, and slightly 
downward. There was no exit wound; a projectile was extracted. There was no 
soot, stippling or unbumed gunpowder on the skin surrounding the defect. 

4. The entry wound is on the approximately mid-back, about two inches right of the 
mid-line (labeled “D” in Medical Examiner photographs). The bullet partially 
exited outside the right shoulder area, near the armpit (identified as “G” in 
Medical Examiner photographs). A projectile was extracted. The trajectory is left 
to right, slightly upward, and neither frontward or backward. There was no soot, 
stippling or unbumed gunpowder on the skin surrounding the defects. 

5. The entry wound is near mid-back, below entry wound #4, approximately 1-5/8” 
right of the mid-line (labeled “E” in Medical Examiner photographs). The exit 
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wound is the front-right side of the decedent (labeled “I” in Medical Examiner 
photographs). The trajectory is back to front, left to right, and neither significantly 
upward or downward. There was no soot, stippling or unbumed gunpowder on the 
skin surrounding the defects. 

6. The entry wound is the back of the right upper arm/triceps area (labeled “F” in 
Medical Examiner photographs), and the exit wound is the right upper arm/biceps 
area (labeled “J” in Medical Examiner photographs). The trajectory is back to 
front, and neither significantly upward or downward nor left or right. There was 
no soot, stippling or unbumed gunpowder on the skin surrounding the defects. 


The Medical Examiner’s report included a Toxicology Report by Dr. Nikolas Lemos, 
Ph.D. Testing and analysis of blood samples from Mr. Perez-Lopez HiHHHH 



In conclusion, Dr. Moffatt lists the cause of death as “MULTIPLE GUNSHOT 
WOUNDS.” She identifies 

Findings of the District Attorney 

The Office of the District Attorney was notified of the Officer Involved Shooting and 
initiated an independent investigation on March 15, 2013. Investigators from the Office 
of the District Attorney responded to the scene and participated in the criminal 
interviews. 

The investigative findings of the Homicide Detail were reviewed by the Office of the 
District Attorney—in addition to the findings of their own investigation—for 
consideration of any possible criminal charges. 

On April 12, 2017, District Attorney George Gascon announced that his office had 
declined to press criminal charges against the involved officers in this incident, holding a 
press conference and releasing a 25-page summary report titled, Summary of 
Investigation and Legal Analysis of the Fatal Shooting ofAmilcar Perez-Lopez on 
February 26, 2015. 

In declining to charge Officer Reboli and Officer Tiffe, Mr. Gascon noted that the 
following evidence was compelling in his decision: 
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• Witness statements, particularly: 

o Victim 
o Witnesses 

*> 

o Witness officers 

• Videos obtained from MUNI; 

• Videos obtained from 

• ShotSpotter recording; 

• Scene photos; 

• SFPD Crime Scene Investigations; 

• Autopsy and Toxicology reports. 

The District Attorney devoted significant time and resources to the thorough examination 
of these issues, including analysis by Force Science and Use of Force experts, as well as 
the engagement of reconstruction specialists. In the summary report of his investigation 
of this incident, the District Attorney’s found that “[ojnly two key points were subject to 
dispute.” First, the investigation examined how Mr. Perez-Lopez could be facing Officer 
Reboli when Officer Reboli fired, if the bullets had struck the suspect in the back. 

Second, the investigation examined whether Mr. Perez-Lopez was whether or not Mr. 
Perez-Lopez was holding his knife when the officers fired. 

Review of Statement-Evidence Inconsistencies Identified by the District Attorney 

The summary report of the District Attorney’s comprehensive investigation refers to two 
areas of “dispute” related to the Officer Tiffe’s and Officer Reboli’s accounts. The 
District Attorney noted that “These two areas were subject to intense analysis, including 
close examination by a use of force expert.” 

The first concern raised regards Officer Reboli’s statements that he fired as Mr. Perez- 
Lopez came toward, and as addressed in the prior section of this report. In both the 
criminal and administrative interviews, Officer Reboli, who was northeast of Mr. Perez- 
Lopez, stated that that the suspect stepped forward, swinging his knife, then started to 
turn as he went into the act of firing his weapon. In both interviews, O fficer Reboli 
described the suspect turning to the west, and moving between between the cars. The 
District Attorney’s own Use of Force expert notes that during the shooting process, Mr. 
Perez-Lopez started to turn and that the actions of Officer Reboli were “objectively 
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reasonable and consistent with accepted standards of police polices, practices, and 
training.” 

The second concern raised regards the statements made to investigators by W/ttM 



with respect to when the suspect dropped his knife. 


who stated | was located 90 feet from the location of the shooting, stated that ^could 
not see the shooting, but flheard something that “could be the knife” fall at 
approximately the same time tha^| heard shots fired. ^^^^^^|who stated that U 
was in the same location as ^^^^^^|stated that |could not see the shooting, but H 
heard the sound of a knife falling before | heard gunfire. It must be noted that both H 
mHand ^^^^^^|gave different statements to SFPD investigators at the time of 
the incident; the District Attorney’s interview was conducted months after the incident. 
The resting location of Mr. Perez-Lopez’s weapon—recorded not only by CSI video and 
photography, but in photo taken moments after the shooting— 

supports the officers’ account that the suspect dropped his knife after they fired. Officer 
Reboli’s radio and flashlight had fallen to the ground during the shooting; Officer Reboli 
stated that he considered throwing his radio at the knife-wielding suspect just prior to 
drawing his firearm. The District Attorney report also allows “for the possibility” that the 
sound heard was actually Officer Reboli’s radio. 

With respect to the first matter, the Office of the District Attorney summarized in a 
release: 

According to the use of force expert, this inconsistency can be reconciled by 
reference to studies relating to action versus reaction time and the 
mechanics of shooting accurately. In effect, Officer Reboli may have 
accurately recalled that Perez-Lopez was facing him when he made the 
decision and started shooting, but based on reaction time, Perez-Lopez 
would have been able to turn 90 to 180 degrees by the time the bullets hit 
him. The use of force expert further explained that once Officer Reboli 
decided to shoot, his focus would have tinned to the mechanics of shooting 
accurately. As a result, the shooter’s recollection of the event will be more 
specific to what caused him to shoot, rather than what the target was doing 
after the decision to shoot was made. The use of force expert concluded that 
Officer Reboli would not have had time to note the specific position of 
Perez-Lopez’s body during that firing sequence. 
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With respect to the second matter, the Office of the District Attorney summarized: 


Officer Reboli said he saw the knife in Perez-Lopez’s hand as he fired his 
weapon and then saw the knife fall from Perez-Lopez’s grip and watched as 
it came to rest in the street. Officer Tiffe said that, after hearing the shots 
fired by Officer Reboli, he saw Perez-Lopez raise the knife as he took a step 
between the two parked cars, at which point he fired one shot to prevent 


Perez-Lopez from stabbing 


However, 


■■■both reported hearing the sound of a knife fall, with one of them 
placing the sound the moment before the gunfire and the other placing the 
sound simultaneous with the gunfire. 


After careful analysis, the District Attorney’s Office concluded that the 
weight of the evidence is consistent with the officers’ statements that Perez- 
Lopez was still holding the knife when they discharged their firearms. 
Additionally, even if the knife had been dropped “a moment” before shots 
were fired, the weight of evidence would still support the officers’ 
reasonable belief that Perez-Lopez was still holding the knife when they 
fired their weapons. 

The District attorney cited the location from which the knife was recovered as 
additional evidence to support the officers. Had it been dropped before shots were 
fired, the knife would likely have been located in the area of the sidewalk, rather 
than its actual position of rest, in the northbound lane of traffic. 

In his final report, Summary of Investigation and Legal Analysis of the Fatal Shooting of 
Amilcar Perez-Lopez on February 26, 2015, District Attorney George Gascon arrived at 
the following conclusion: 

Based on the facts, circumstances and applicable law in the matter, there is 
insufficient evidence to file any criminal charges against Officer Reboli or 
Officer Tiffe. 


Homicide Detail’s Investigative Summary 

Sergeant Anthony Ravano prepared a memorandum summarizing his completed criminal 
investigation, dated April 17, 2017. This was approved through the chain of command 
and forwarded to the Internal Affairs Division, received July 11, 2017. 
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Administrative Investigation 


Upon notification of the Officer Involved Shooting, the Internal Affairs Division of the 
San Francisco Police Department initiated an administrative investigation into the 
incident. Sergeants John Crudo #1694 and Jayme Campbell #759 responded to the scene; 
Sergeant Crudo was assigned the administrative investigation. Lt. Robert Yick #1264 
also responded to the scene from IAD. 

Assistant Director Erick Balthazar and Investigator Steve Ball responded to the scene 
from the then-named Office of Citizen Complaints (now the Department of Police 
Accountability or DP A). An independent administrative investigation was subsequently 
initiated and assigned to DPA investigator David Aulet. The status or findings of the 
independent investigation is not known. 

Post-Discharge Actions 

Officers Tiffe and Reboli were placed on administrative assignment immediately 
following the incident, in accordance with Department policy, as set forth in Department 
General Order 8.11.G.4, as follows: 

Officers who discharge a firearm in an officer-involved shooting will be 
reassigned to his or her respective Bureau Headquarters. Officers shall not 
return to regular assignment for a minimum of 10 calendar days. This 
reassignment is administrative only and in no way shall be considered 
punitive. 

While on administrative assignment, Officer Brown completed a mandated Critical 
Incident Response Team (CIRT) debriefing, in accordance with Department General 
Order 8.04. This was conducted at Mission Station on Tuesday, March 3, 2015. 

Officers Reboli and Tiffe responded to the Lake Merced Range on March 5, 2015 for a 
post-discharge weapon debrief. Officer Nicholas Shihadeh #1612 conducted this 
debriefing, reviewing and ensure the proper manipulation and operation of the officers’ 
replacement firearm. Related Department policies and procedures were reviewed. 

On Thursday, March 5, 2013, Deputy Chief Sharon Ferrigno convened a Return to Duty 
panel to consider whether to recommend to Chief Suhr the return of Officer Reboli and 
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Officer Tiffe to their regular assignments. Lieutenant Alexa O’Brien, commanding the 
Homicide Detail, provided a summary of the initial findings of the criminal investigation. 
After consideration of the debriefings and the preliminary investigation, the Return to 
Duty panel recommended to Chief Gregory Suhr that Officer Reboli and Officer Tiffe 
return to their regular duties after each had satisfactorily completed recommended FOS 
and Range debriefings, and after 10 calendar days had elapsed, in accordance with DGO 
8.11 (II)(G)(4). 

Chief Suhr concurred with the Return to Duty panel’s recommendations and forwarded a 
letter, dated March 5, 2015, to Police Commission President Suzy Loftus. The Chiefs 
decision was presented to the Police Commission on March 11, 2015. Thereafter, 

Officers Reboli and Tiffe were permitted to return to their regular assignments. 

Training & Experience 

The work assignment and training records of the involved officers were reviewed as part 
of this investigation.

Internal Affairs Division investigators (handling the administrative investigation of case 
number OIS 2013-003) re-interviewed the involved officers. 
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Officer Reboli 

On March 11, 2015, Sergeant Crudo conducted a compelled administrative interview of 
Officer Reboli. Sergeant Eric Altorfer #151 of the Internal Affairs Division assisted in the 
conduct of this interview. Officer Reboli was represented at this interview by POA 
attorney Peter Furst. With the knowledge and consent of Officer Reboli, Mr. Furst also 
had Ms. Teresa Shumacher, a law student, assisting him during this interview. Ms. 
Shumacher remained present during this interview. Sergeant Crudo conducted a 
compelled interview of Officer Reboli, advising the officer of his peace officer rights and 
provided a Lybarger Admonition. 

Prior to this interview, Officer Reboli had been provided a copy of his interview with 
criminal investigators. In his administrative interview, stated the following: 

Officer Reboli confirmed that he reviewed the recording of his voluntary interview with 
criminal investigators prior to his administrative interview. In a series of questions, 
Officer Reboli then confirmed foundational information provided during the criminal 
interview including his service history, attire at the time of the incident, and equipment in 
his possession. On the night of the incident, Officer Reboli’s star was clipped on his belt, 
next to his holster, and his sweatshirt was tucked in to expose the star. He wore a case 
containing a set of handcuffs and one fully loaded spare magazine on his belt, a 
Department-issued Kubaton (impact weapon) in his rear right pocket, a canister of 
Department-issued oleoresin capsicum (‘O.C.’) spray in his left rear pocket, and his hand 
held PIC radio (also in his back left pocket). His firearm had a .40 caliber cartridge 
chambered in the weapon, and a fully loaded magazine containing twelve (12) more 
rounds in the well. 

Officer Reboli discussed his arrival on scene. He explained that when he first arrived on 
Folsom Street, he saw running mid-block. They first appeared as silhouettes. 

The officers drove toward the As they were stopping the vehicle, Officer Reboli lost 
sight of them. As Officer Reboli got out of the car, stepped between the two 

cars, and leaned against the hood of the blue car, folding ^Jliarids. Officer Reboli said 
that ^^^^M“appeared to be exhausted, breathing quite heavily.” He told Officer Tiffe, 
“There’s one|H,” and moved toward Officer Reboli did not know where the 

second subject, Mr. Perez-Lopez, had gone. As he approached, Officer Reboli could see 
that eyes were darting back and forth from Officer Reboli, approaching on 

the street, to something on the sidewalk. 
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When Officer Reboli closed within five feet of ^^^^^|he identified himself, saying, 
“Police.” Then—because the nature of the call—he grabbed the upper arms of 
and pulled the elbows together, effectively pinning | arms back. Facing south, looking 
over the parked car, Officer Reboli saw Officer Tiffe addressing Mr. Perez-Lopez. He 
saw Officer Tiffe’s mouth moving, but could not hear what he was saying. Mr. Perez- 
Lopez had his back to Officer Reboli. 

Officer Reboli said something to the effect of, ‘Let’s get on the sidewalk.’ was 

compliant and responded to Officer Reboli’s direction, turning left and beginning to walk 
forward to the sidewalk. They had taken two or three steps, when Officer Reboli realized 
Officer Tiffe was engaged in a physical altercation. Officer Tiffe was position on the 
sidewalk, approximately in line with the rear passenger wheel of the parked blue Nissan 
Rogue, and Mr. Perez-Lopez was at the edge of the curb, slightly northwest of Officer 
Tiffe, near the rear passenger door of the vehicle. 

Officer Reboli concluded that ^^^^^vho had appeared fatigued and been compliant, 
“was not appearing to be any type of threat; whereas, [Mr. Perez-Lopez] was resisting 
and struggling with my partner, so he was the physical, immediate threat to my partner’s 
life and safety.” Officer Tiffe and Mr. Perez-Lopez were in a “kind of a swirling or 
circular sort of confrontation,” swinging leverage against one another. 

Officer Reboli disengaged from releasing toward the street, and heading 

directly to assist Officer Tiffe. As he closed within five feet of the physical altercation, 
roughly in the middle of sidewalk, he caught sight of the Mr. Perez-Lopez’s knife for the 
first time. 

I saw Officer Tiffe physically, like, push away...lunge backwards. His 
hands immediately came up to shoulder-face level. Again, 1 described it as 
if you’re doing an HBHBHHHHHBHHBB 
■MMMMHH' had lunged 
backwards, and I saw the suspect slashing in a circular motion with a very 
large silver knife, directly at Craig, and then the knife came up to roughly 
my eye level. 

Officer Reboli later described the knife he saw. “It looked like.. .looked like a miniature 
machete. It was.. .it looked like a foot, if not larger. Silver. Fixed blade, almost like a 
professional kitchen utensil.” 
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As he described the life-threatening assault, Officer Reboli made slashing motions 
mimicking the attack. He drew he swung his arm laterally from side-to-side at waist 
level, then ripped rapidly upward. Officer Reboli confirmed that this was the motion that 
he witnessed, and that the blade of the knife was upward, to the top of Mr. Perez-Lopez’s 
right hand, pointing at Officer Tiffe. 

Officer Reboli stated that Mr. Perez-Lopez pressed his attack, as Officer Tiffe retreated, 
hinging backward and twisting away to avoid being stabbed. 

.. .the best way I can describe it is [Officer Tiffe] was just lunging out of 
the way of the knife that was being swung at him. So he was falling, 
almost...like...I don’t know if you’ve seen the movie The Matrix, that 
movie where the guy falls backwards. That’s almost what it looked like. 

Officer Tiffe retreated to the southeast, near edge of the sidewalk, at the building line, as 
Mr. Perez-Lopez continued to advance, swinging his knife back and forth in the direction 
of Officer Tiffe in a violent slashing motion. 

As Officer Reboli closed in from the north of the suspect, recognizing that Officer Tiffe 
was in a defensive mode against an edged weapon assault. Officer Reboli knew he could 
not tackle the suspect because of the exposed weapon, but he recognized the immediate 
deadly threat to Officer Tiffe. While the suspect was narrowly focused on Officer Tiffe, 
Officer Reboli attempted to close in, intending to use body force, described as a “front 
kick or side kick” to knock the suspect to the ground or at least create some distance 
between Officer Tiffe and the suspect. 

Officer Reboli stated: 

Again, just due to the close proximity during the struggle and the way I 
saw the knife being slashed at him, 1 believed one hundred percent that 
Craig had stabbed.. .had been injured.. .cut in some manner. 

As Officer Reboli closed in to assist Officer Tiffe, however, Mr. Perez-Lopez shifted his 
attention to Officer Reboli. Having completed another swipe of his blade laterally across 
the front of Officer Tiffe, from his right (south) to left (north), then upward, Mr. Perez- 
Lopez “kind of looks and sees me, and then he turns and runs directly at me.” 
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Officer Reboli stated that the blade was held at his eye level as Mr. Perez-Lopez held the 
blade up to the officer’s eye level as he turned north. “The moment I saw that knife, and 
he was turning and running at me, I immediately stopped, and then I lunged backwards 
myself.” 

Officer Reboli yelled commands to the effect of “Police, Drop the knife! Drop the knife!” 
at the advancing suspect, while he hopped backward to the northeast and pivoted, turning 
clockwise. As he first moved backward, Officer Reboli briefly considered drawing his 
O.C.; he even considered throwing his radio at the advancing suspect. By the time his feet 
were set under him, with the armed suspect between 5 and 10 feet away, he drew his 
firearm. He explained that the firearm was now his only reasonable force option. 

Just because of the close proximity to the suspect and myself, the suspect 
having a very large knife. The distance between him and I was so short, 

O.C. wouldn’t have worked even if I had gotten it out of my pocket. I 
don’t t hink I would have had the ability to train it on and strike him in the 
eyes, before he could advance onto me. Or even being able to draw my 
Kubaton or impact weapon it just would have been...because his knife 
was so long, that it would have been pointless. 

In response to questioning, Officer Reboli discussed the reasonable application of each 
permissible force option. Verbal co mm ands were not effective. He elaborated that the use 
of physical controls, the Kubaton or the carotid restraint would have exposed him 
unreasonably to deadly attack. “He could easily be stabbing you in any variety of 
locations that would kill you, if not render you ineffective.” 

Making continuous cross-slashing motions with his knife, Mr. Perez-Lopez maintained a 
roughly face-to-face orientation with the Officer Reboli, who was attempting to retreat 
and twist away in order to create space. 

...as I’m lunging backward, I’m tracking him, you know what I mean? 

I’m keeping my shoulders to him, as he’s doing the same. So, he’s not 
running, like, past me; he’s running with the knife, and he’s keeping me in 
front of him. So he’s almost side-shifting, you know what I mean? Like a 
football-type drill, but he’s keeping the knife in between me and him and 
he’s moving the knife around. 
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In response to questioning, Officer Reboli stated that he was aware that the suspect was 
clear to the north, all the way to the comer, and the suspect had a clear avenue of escape. 
Mr. Perez-Lopez, however, continued to press forward menacingly in a roughly 
northeasterly direction, toward Officer Reboli. Officer Reboli, narrowly focused on the 
deadly threat, did not see either Officer Tiffe or knew that ^^^^^|liad 

last been located on Folsom Street near the front of the Nissan Rogue; he knew that 
Officer Tiffe had been to his south on the sidewalk. 

Mr. Perez-Lopez stopped moving forward, approximately five feet from Officer Reboli, 
facing approximately eastward. He then looked to the right (south), in the general 
direction of Officer Tiffe’s position, before he turned his gaze southwest, in the direction 
of where had been. 

When he stops, he’s facing me with the knife. He then looks in the 
direction that Craig is in, and again. I’m thinking Craig is on the ground 
hurt and then the suspect looks over his right shoulder, across the hood of 
the vehicle, and it looks like he locks in on something or someone. So my 
fleeting thought is that’s where the person that I grabbed was at, 

Mr. Perez-Lopez was holding the knife in his right hand, with the blade pointed upward, 
toward the top of his fist, and his aim was held out at approximately a 45-degree angle. 
Officer Reboli yelled another order to drop the knife. Mr. Perez-Lopez, his eyes locked 
on believed location, raised his right hand to shoulder level, bringing the 

knife higher and cocking it backward in what Officer Reboli compared to “almost like a 
pitching motion.” As he did so, Mr. Perez-Lopez was also rotating to his right 
(clockwise), into what appeared to Officer Reboli to resemble a bladed or canted 
position. 

Officer Reboli described this moment: 

[Mr. Perez-Lopez] doesn’t advance towards me, but he is...again, he’s 
turned, and he raises the knife, and he’s kind of looking at me. And the 
moment the knife comes up, I read it as an act of aggression. Again, I’m 
only five or six feet away from the subject. He’s not listening to my 
command to drop the knife, but instead, he’s done the opposite. So I 
feared for my life and my safety. I feared that if I was in some.. .some way 
incapacitated, Officer Tiffe’s life would be placed in immediate harm, as 
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well as the subject who was the victim in the original incident, just based 
on the close proximity to the.. .to where we were all at. 


Officer Reboli fired his Department-issued handgun at Mr. Perez-Lopez, using point- 
shoot aim, rather than acquiring sights. He stated that “as I was firing, the suspect kind of 
turned.” Mr. Perez-Lopez, moving west, took several steps forward in front of the parked 

|last known position. Officer 


blue Nissan Rogue, toward Folsom Street and 
Reboli fired an unknown number of times at the suspect. Mr. Perez-Lopez fell forward, 
and the knife fell away from him. 


Officer Reboli described his narrow focus on the Mr. Perez-Lopez’s 
weapon, but he stated that when he fired to the west-southwest, his 
backdrop was clear. “Folsom Street was clear. There was no vehicle 
traffic; there appeared to me to be no pedestrian traffic, but this all 
happened with seconds from the time we got out of the vehicle until we 
stopped firing, so. 

Officer Reboli stated that he stopped firing when he saw Mr. Perez-Lopez falling to the 
ground near the front of the Nissan, because the suspect was no longer an immediate 
threat. Officer Reboli stated that he tracked Mr. Perez-Lopez to the ground. His attention 
was then captured by the sound of ^^^H scre aming, seemingly from the west side of 
Folsom Street. 

He headed over to Officer Tiffe, made sure that he was okay. Officer Tiffe was standing 
near Officer Reboli’s radio and flashlight, both of which had fallen to the ground, 
unbeknownst to him. Satisfied that Officer Tiffe had not been physically injured, he 
directed his partner to broadcast the location. Officer Reboli recovered his dropped 
equipment from the sidewalk. 

He crossed the street and conducted a down range search for any additional casualties. As 
he moved across the street, Officer Reboli realized his weapon was unholstered. As he 
attempted to de-cock and holster, he experienced difficulty with his dexterity and had to 
use both hands to decock and holster the handgun. His search on the west side of Folsom 
Street was negative, and he returned to the suspect. 

Officer Reboli recalled that he secured the suspect, handcuffing him, after the shooting. 
Fie stated that he did this “only because the knife was still in close proximity.” He 
believes that he handcuffed Mr. Perez-Lopez after checking for additional casualties, but 
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he could not confidently recall the order. He could hear sirens and saw officers 
responding to the scene. He thought that Officer Cabillo and his partner were the first 
officers he saw on scene. 

Officer Reboli stepped away from Mr. Perez-Lopez, turning in the direction of 




r as now seated by the rear of the blue Nissan Rogue, handcuffed. 


He saw that 



An officer was standing by HI 



Officer Reboli’s attention went back to Mr. Perez-Lopez. He saw that Officer Obidi was 
performing CPR on him. 

Sergeant Anthony Montoya arrived very quickly on scene, with the first few officers. He 
separated Officer Reboli and collected a Public Safety Statement. He was then 
transported by Officer Brent Bradford to Mission Station. Alexandra Medina #1569 
responded to Mission Station to offer CIRT services. He was photographed by CSI at 
Mission Station in the attire that he was wearing at the time of the incident. 

Officer Tiffe 

On March 31, 2015, Sergeant Crudo conducted a compelled administrative interview of 
Officer Tiffe. Sergeant Eric Altorfer #151 of the Internal Affairs Division assisted in the 
conduct of this interview. Officer Tiffe was represented at this interview by POA attorney 
Michael Whelan. Sergeant Crudo conducted a compelled interview of Officer Tiffe, 
advising the officer of his peace officer rights and provided a Lybarger Admonition. 

Prior to this interview. Officer Reboli had been provided a copy of his interview with 
criminal investigators. In his administrative interview, stated the following: 

Officer Tiffe confirmed that he reviewed the recording of his voluntary interview with 
criminal investigators prior to his administrative interview. In a series of questions, 

Officer Tiffe then confirmed foundational information provided during the criminal 
interview including his service history, attire at the time of the incident, and equipment in 
his possession . On the night of the incident, his star was hanging from a chain worn 
outside of his black windbreaker, positioned approximately in front of his sternum. He 
was His PIC radio was 

his back left pocket, with the handset connected to his left front pocket. He carried 
handcuffs in a pocket, because the case he’d been issued was failing. Officer Tiffe also 
brought along two spare magazines, a collapsible baton, and a canister of oleoresin 
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( 


capsicum (‘O.C.’) spray with him; this equipment was stored in a gear bag he kept in his 
vehicle, rather than on his person. His firearm had a .40 caliber cartridge chambered in 
the weapon, and a fully loaded magazine containing twelve (12) more rounds in the well. 

Officer Tiffe stated that he was in the passenger seat responding to a call about a 
Hispanic male armed with a knife chasing He recalled the suspect 

description as approximately ^^^^^^^^^^^|chasing ^H^I^Hi^^BBi: 

north on Folsom Street from 24 th Street. As they approached the location, 
Officer Reboli alerted Officer Tiffe ^^^B near the middle of the 2800 block of 
Folsom Street, on the east side. 

Initially, Officer Tiffe could only see standing in the street, facing 

east. ^|was next to a blue car. Officer Reboli stopped in the northbound .lane of Folsom 
Street, about a carlength south of the blue car. The officers exited, and now Officer 
Reboli could see (Mr. Perez-Lopez). B was on the opposite side of the 

blue car, near the passenger side mirror. The ^^^B appeared to be squared up against 
each other, separated by the car. 


Officer Tiffe stated that Officer Reboli headed toward the driver’s side subject, and he 
headed toward the Mr. Perez-Lopez, whom he described as a ^^B^ Iispanic male, 
IBBBBBHHBHMB repeating, “Police!” 


As he neared the curbline by the rear bumper of the blue car, Mr. Perez-Lopez made eye 
contact with Officer Tiffe. Officer Tiffe stated that Mr. Perez-Lopez made no 
acknowledgement of the officer; there appeared to be no recognition. He explained: 

We were looking at each other in the eyes, and he doesn’t understand me. 

So, one...as I said before. I’ve been in the Mission for a long time. I’ve 
dealt with people that I can’t communicate, because we speak different 
languages. I didn’t really get that sense. I just...I got a sense, 
like...because normally, I think I even said in the Homicide interview, that 
I believe at some point, I grabbed my star, and I’m, like, trying to get him 
to focus. He’s looking me in the eye, and he’s like looking right through 
me, as if I’m talking, and he’s not even hearing what I’m saying. 


Officer Tiffe was aware that Officer Reboli had made contact with the other subject, and 
he appeared to be okay. His focused attention was now drawn almost exclusively to Mr. 
Perez-Lopez. Officer Tiffe was approaching Mr. Perez-Lopez from the south; Mr. Perez- 
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Lopez was facing roughly west, with his right hand down to his side. Officer Tiffe could 
not see Mr. Perez-Lopez’s right hand. Officer Tiffe gave commands to Mr. Perez-Lopez 
to back away from the car. 

Mr. Perez-Lopez raised his left hand up to shoulder height, in the direction of Officer 
Tiffe. Officer Tiffe saw this as an opportunity to safely detain the subject. He explained: 

I can’t see his right hand. I don’t know if he has something there. I need to 
get him away from the car. I need to figure out what his role is. I can’t do 
that comfortably and safely without seeing his hands. So I seized the 
opportunity, when he raises his left hand, so I don’t...you know...my 
instinct is ‘I need to move him away,’ and that’s just how I responded. 

Officer Tiffe attempted to gain physical control of the unresponsive subject. Officer Tiffe 
described his attempt in this interview: 

My left hand grabs his left wrist area. My right hand grabs a hold of his 
upper back. I just grab his outer clothing, and I start to just move him 
away from the car. And I’m telling him what to do as I’m moving him. I 
asked him to do it even before I touched him. At this point, I’m going 
physically, but also verbally, at the same time to tell him what to do. 

As Officer Tiffe gets Mr. Perez-Lopez moving away from the car, the suspect’s right 
hand begins to come into view. Officer Tiffe could see that he appeared to be holding 
something in the right hand, but could not make out what the object was. He stated that 
he was aware that he had responded to a call regarding someone armed with a knife, “but 
my mind is just.. .it’s so fast. I see something, I’m already hands on, so I need to get him 
to the ground.” 

Officer Tiffe stated: 

I almost had an arm bar just naturally, but I just figured: I have, like, six 
inches on [Mr. Perez-Lopez], probably forty pounds. I was just going to, 
like, just lean on him and just use brute strength and guide him to the 
ground. So that’s what I attempted to do. 

Mr. Perez-Lopez lowered his hips and stepped forward, changing the center of gravity 
and countering Officer Tiffe’s attempt to take him to the ground. Officer Tiffe stated: 
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At that point, I.. .he makes a motion to come up at me. So I don’t know if 
it’s a stabbing motion, swinging motion...at that point, I disengage. I 
abandon trying trying to take him to the ground, and I just.. .with my right 
hand, I push. I just let go with my left hand. 

Officer Tiffe stated that Mr. Perez-Lopez’s initial motion with his right hand was upward, 
but as he backed away, the movement swept in front of his chest laterally. Officer Tiffe 
sensed at this time that Officer Reboli was headed toward him, although his focus was on 
the threat. When Mr. Perez-Lopez completed the swing of his arm, Officer Tiffe 
“push[ed] him with all my force.” Officer Tiffe retreated as Mr. Perez-Lopez regained his 
balance. Approximately three to four feet separated Officer Tiffe and Mr. Perez-Lopez. It 
was then that he could see a large knife in Mr. Perez-Lopez’s right hand. It was held in a 
closed right fist, which was raised to approximately Mr. Perez-Lopez’s shoulder area; the 
blade was pointed skyward. 

When asked to describe the weapon, Officer Tiffe stated that the knife reminded him of: 

the first Rambo movie. It was like a Rambo knife. It was like a 
hunting/fishing knife. To me—that’s my first instinct—was, you know, a 
very large blade with a handle. It could have been a kitchen knife, but 
when somebody says it’s a kitchen knife, I don’t think of the knives I use 
to chop up vegetables or fruits. I think of a steak knife. It did not appear to 
be a steak knife. It appeared to be like.. .if it was a kitchen, it was a large 
kitchen knife. 

Officer Tiffe could not recall the color of the knife nor whether it had a straight or 
serrated edge. 

Mr. Perez-Lopez continued to make slashing motions at his shoulder level with the blade 
pointed upward. Officer Tiffe stated that he was narrowly focused on the knife and Mr. 
Perez-Lopez. Mr. Perez-Lopez turned his attention to something to the right (north) of 
Officer Tiffe’s position. He concluded that Mr. Perez-Lopez was turning his attention to 
Officer Reboli; however, limited by the physiological effects of his stress-induced 
selective attention (sometimes referred to as “tunnel vision”), Officer Tiffe did not 
actually see Officer Reboli. He stated: 

I probably do have tunnel vision at this point. I’m only fixated on the knife 
and on the guy. He fixates on something to my right, which I believe at the 
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time is my partner. Like I said, I can’t really depict, even on [photograph] 
number three, where Officer Reboli is, because I don’t see him. 


Officer Tiffe drew his Department-issued firearm and fully extended his arms, yelling 
co mmand s at Mr. Perez-Lopez to drop his knife. Officer Tiffe stated that as he replays 
this encounter in his mind, he recalls a lot of shouting. He heard both himself and Officer 
Reboli yelling commands. He knows he yelled commands to drop the knife, and he 
specifically heard “Drop the knife or I’ll shoot” yelled. He could not recall whether he or 
Officer Reboli yelled this. 


Mr. Perez-Lopez’s point of focus was to the northeast, in the direction of where Officer 
Tiffe believed Officer Reboli was located. Officer Tiffe noticed that Mr. Perez-Lopez’s 
gaze was fixed. Based on his experience, Mr. Perez-Lope did not appear to be looking for 
avenue of escape. Officer Tiffe noted that in his experience, the eyes dart and move when 
a subject intends to run; the subject is scanning for routes. Although Mr. Perez-Lopez had 
available paths of escape, his focus remained fixed on something to approximately 
northeast of him . Mr. Perez-Lopez took a step in that direction. 

Officer Tiffe heard gunshots. At the same time, Mr. Perez-Lopez appeared to change 
course, turning back into Folsom Street. Officer Tiffe saw the suspect raise his knife 
higher and appear to lock on something to his west. 

Officer Tiffe, believed that Mr. Perez-Lopez was in the act of attacking ^^^^^vith a 
deadly weapon. He stated, “When I saw the suspect fixate on something and raise the 
knife, that’s when I pulled the trigger.” Using point-shoot aim (rather than acquiring 
sights), he fired one time at Mr. Perez-Lopez. Believing Mr. Perez-Lopez was moving in 
the direction of ^^^^^^Officer Tiffe explained his the nature of the threat he reacted 
to: 


I believed there was a threat, you know, and that belief was based on: he 
had just tried to stab me. I know now this is the subject the 911 caller 
called on. So he was chasing someone. 


Officer Tiffe recognized that his vision was tunneled, but at the time he fired, he 
observed a clear back drop in his range of vision. He remembers seeing both parked cars 
(the blue Nissan Rogue and the silver Toyota Caxnry) in his field of vision, behind his 
view of Mr. Perez-Lopez. Beyond the cars, he saw that the west sidewalk of Folsom 
Street was empty of people. He saw parked cars; he did not see any cars driving by. 
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Officer Tiffe stated that Mr. Perez-Lopez appeared to collapse almost immediately upon 
his firing. Officer Tiffe did not fire again, because the immediate threat had stopped. 

Officer Tiffe stated that at this time, no other force option would have been reasonable. 
Verbal commands and physical control efforts were ineffective. Officer Tiffe concluded 
that the proximity and the suspect’s weapon rendered the carotid restraint, his O.C. spray, 
and his RCB unreasonable options, because he was facing an immediate assault with a 
deadly weapon. An ineffective deployment of the weapon for any reason would have 
required a transition to his firearm. In addition to the risk posed by the deployment of 
these options, because he and the suspect were separated by significantly less than 21 
feet, Officer Tiffe stated that he would not have had sufficient time to transition from a 
lesser force option to his firearm. 

Officer Tiffe described an out of body sense after recognizing the immediate threat had 
ended. He recalled that he holstered his firearm after firing. He was going to broadcast 
that there had been a shooting, but he noticed a radio on the ground (Officer Reboli’s) 
that he mistakenly believed to be his own. As he moved to retrieve it, he heard someone 
yelling, “Blue on Blue” (an indication to be aware of possible confliction or crossfire), 
which he stated shook him from the fog. 

Officer Tiffe then noticed someone was performing chest compressions on Mr. Perez- 
Lopez. He saw Officer Cabillo moving the driver’s side of the blue Nissan Rogue. He 
explained, “I just kind of.. .1 kind of feel.. .1 snap out and I kind of feel safe, right? I get 
this sense of safe.” 

Officer Tiffe directed another officer to put up crime scene tape. He approached by 
Sergeant Montoya, who separated him and obtained a Public Safety Statement. Officer 
Tiffe was transported to Mission Station and monitored there by a male officer whose 
name he could not recall (he did remember that his last name is hyphenated). He suffered 
no physical injuries. 

Throughout the course of his interview, Officer Tiffe described several indicators of high 
level of stress-induced arousal, including: 

• narrow visual focus; 

• auditory exclusion (Officer Tiffe did not hear the sound of his weapon firing); 
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• intrusive distracting thoughts after drawing his weapon (Officer Tiffe stated that he 
had a conversation with himself, saying, ‘Please, God, just drop the knife. I don’t 
want to have to pull the trigger’); 

• temporal distortion (described as a slow motion sense of time from the moment he 
saw Mr. Perez-Lopez’s knife); and ' 

• his sense of dissociation upon recognizing the immediate threat was over (Officer 
Tiffe described this as “like an out of body experience”). 

Physiological Considerations 

The review of the full investigation, including the District Attorney’s summary report, 
considered aspects of Force Science. 

Force Science Institute has conducted several studies regarding the biomechanics of 
shooting in a law enforcement context, providing data regarding the time an average 
officer, in a clinical environment, requires to process a stimulus, begin to fire, then 
process a stimulus and stop firing. 

The Tempe Study examined the timing required for an officer to open fire then stop firing 
in reaction to a visual stimulus. This involved a series of five tests, conducted with 102 
members of the Tempe, Arizona Police Department. The study determined the mean 
average officer under clinical conditions officers took about 0.254 seconds to perceive, 
process, and begin to react to a simple visual stimuli to begin shooting. 68% of officers in 
this study were between 0.192 and 0.316 seconds. 

The mean average time from initial perception and processing to the first trigger pull 
(from simple stimulus) under these conditions was determined to be 0.5635 seconds, with 
68% of officers measured between 0.4401 and 0.6869 seconds from stimulus to trigger 
pull. 

A typical officer in the process of firing a weapon in response to a stimulus, shifts focus 
to the mechanics of the task itself. In a lethal enco unter, the officer may already be 
experience “tunnel vision,” but as a function of the mechanics of shooting, the officer 
narrowly focuses on the target, limiting other information or stimuli.

Once the officer has reacted to the stimulus and started to fire, an officer will fire 
multiple rounds at an average speed of 0.12-0.18 seconds per round in a laboratory 
environment. 

The study determined the mean average officer under clinical conditions officers took 
about 0.3521 seconds to perceive, process, and react to a simple visual stimuli then stop 
shooting. 

By applying average timing data to the firing of five rounds, the same number fired by 
Officer Reboli, an officer reacting to a perceived threat would fire the first round 
approximately .56 seconds after the stimulus. The next four rounds, on average, would 
take a total time of 0.48 to 1.02 seconds to deliver. An average volley of five rounds, 
then, typically occurs in approximately 1.04 to 1.58 seconds, or roughly one to one and 
half seconds. 

The officer is firing into the past. In other words, in a dynamic situation, the stimulus has 
evolved for an average of .56 seconds before the reaction to the stimulus occurs. During 
that time, the subject may shift or move, and studies have established that the subject may 
make significant movement. Force Science Institute’s studies of movement have 
demonstrated that an average subject is able to complete a 180-degree turn, in 50/100 
(0.50) seconds, or less time than it takes to process the shooting reaction. This 
measurement includes raising a firearm from a hip position and firing at 0-degrees. 

On average, it takes approximately a third of a second (0.3521) before the officer process 
stop-firing stimulus. Given that the average officer fires successive rounds at an average 
rate of 0.12-0.18 seconds, so typically, officer fires two to three rounds before this 
stimulus can be fully processed. 

This data and analysis is consistent with Charles J. Key, Sr.’s expert analysis and findings 
as discussed in the District Attorney’s summary report. In both his interviews, Officer 
Reboli stated that the armed suspect was turning as he began the process of firing. Officer 
Reboli described the movement of Mr. Perez-Lopez westward, between the parked cars 
and toward the last known position of he stopped firing because Mr. Perez- 

Lopez dropped his knife into the street. The evidence appears consistent with Officer 
Reboli’s account. 
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Additional Issues Reviewed 

During the course of this investigation, issues of concern—not directly related to the 
involved members actions, but regarding the investigative process—were publicly raised 
and subsequently reviewed. 

Timely Notification 

The first issue was raised by the Office of the District Attorney regarding their concerns 
about timely notification of their on-call personnel. On February 26, 2015, call outs 
following an OIS were handled through the Department Operation Center (DOC) 
personnel, via phone, using phone numbers provided by on-call personnel. DOC 
personnel attempting to contact investigators from the Office of the District Attorney 
were unable to reach DA personnel directly. Messages were left on answering machines. 
The District Attorney stated in several news accounts that the Department used incorrect 
numbers and that the resulting delayed response time created investigative challenges. 

Available sources, including CAD printouts, DEM recordings, phone logs, crime scene 
logs, reports, investigative chronologicals, were reviewed. This review revealed the 
following sequence of events: 

• The initial call for service was received by DEM at 21:44:00 hours and broadcast at 


21:45:05. 


• ShotSpotter records the time shots are fired as 21:47:21.Several shots can be heard 



(call to 9-1-1 at approximately 21:47:21 or 22; 


during the recording of 



Iconfirmed gunfire. 


• 3D14D broadcasts shot fired at 21:47:24 and calls a “Code 33” at 24 th and Folsom 
Street at 21:47:38. DEM received the first of several calls regarding shots fired at 
21:47:49. 

• The first suggestion that officers were involved was broadcast at 21:48:03; 3D14D 
reported a 20-year old male with a gunshot wound to the chest, adding that the 
officers are okay. 

• At 21:48:31, Sergeant Montoya (3D 113) radioed the 3D14D to ask, “Is this an OIS, 
14-David?” and Officer Cabillo confirms that it is. At 21:55:09, Lieutenant Mark Im 
(3D204) notifies Dispatch that the 3DT13 has obtained the Public Safety Statements. 
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• The Medical Examiner’s report lists 22:03 hours as the time the Office of the 
Medical Examiner received notice of death. 

• DOC initiated a critical incident notification process at 22:03 hours, which is when 
the ME reports receiving notification of the incident. 

• DOC logs memorialize official notification by on-scene personnel at 22:10 hours. 

• DOC logs memorialize that messages were left at 22:12 hours on two phone 
numbers that were identified for the Office of the District Attorney’s on-call 
personnel. The on-call DAI and ADA identified by DOC, however, were not the 
correct on-call DAI and ADA specified in the DA’s callout list for 02/23/15- 
03/02/15 and the numbers called were not the correct numbers. 

• At 22:30 hours, DOC logs record that “Ray Chang” of the District Attorney’s Office 
was confirmed notified of the OIS. DAI Officer-in-Charge Raymond Tang was 
among the personnel from the Office of the District Attorney who responded to the 
scene. 

• Medical Examiner investigators were on scene at 23:17 hours, fourteen minutes after 
receiving notification and within the standard 30-minute expected response time for 
a death investigation, as referenced in DGO 6.05 subsections I.Bl.c and I.D.l.b. 

• The first DA personnel (DAI OIC Tang and Assistant District Attorney Michael 
Sullivan) logged into scene at 23:58 hours. 

• At 23:59, ME personnel logged out of the crime scene, removing the decedent from 
the scene. 

® Eighty-eight (88) minutes (1 hour and 28 minutes) elapsed from the time live 
notification was received by the District Attorney personnel to the time District 
Attorney personnel logged into the scene. 

Crime Scene Protocols 

The second issue of concern examined is related to the first. This issue was first publicly 
raised by members of the public at the July 6, 2016 Police Commission meeting. 
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Francisco)—in conjunction with the group “Justice for Amilcar Perez Lopez,” spoke 
during public comment and alleged that the SFPD had failed to notify the DA and had 
ordered the body of decedent removed before the District Attorney could conduct an 
investigation into misconduct. The covering of the hands for Gunshot Residue testing, the 
removal of property, and the movement and removal of the decedent by the ME prior to 
the DA’s arrival upon the orders of the SFPD were referenced as examples of what E 
referenced as “tampering with evidence.” ^^^^^^|specifically alleged that the 
Department failed to follow protocols, inferred that this was deliberate, and asked that the 
Commission investigate the officers responsible for this and discipline them. 

On July 13, 2016, at the following Police Commission meeting, Interim Chief Toney 
Chaplin addressed the concerns expressed by and the Justice for Amilcar 

Perez Lopez group. Chief Chaplin reported that he had spoken directly to District 
Attorney George Gascon regarding the allegations. Chief Chaplin reported that Mr. 
Gascon told him that had taken out of context some comments made to 

by the District Attorney, and Chief Chaplin reported that Mr. Gascon had not expressed 
concern about the removal of the body. 

A memorandum dated 07/18/16 was prepared by the Justice for Amilcar Perez Lopez 
group in rebuttal and a copy was forwarded to the Department. Titled “Removal of 
Amilcar’s remains prior to District Attorney investigation,” [sic] the memo repeats the 
allegations made by on July 6, 2016, as well as Chief Chaplin’s response on 

July 13. The memorandum states that Chief Chaplin was incorrect in his response, citing 
text messages received by from George Gascon. The memorandum includes 

two images that are purported to be screen dumps of these referenced texts. 

The first text shown, reported to have been received on July 14, 2017, following the July 
13 Police Commission meeting, says: 



Jmicar’s [sic] body was removed from the scene before 


our arrival. Also our off hours on call team was not notified as required. 

Instead the notification was made during off hours to a day time business 
number not staffed during off hours. 

It is unclear the impact these failures to follow protocol have impacted our 
ability to get to the truth. We just don’t know what we don’t know. 
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That’s the reason why we are spending so much time going back to the 
scene, canvassing the area and trying to find additional information before 
concluding our investigation. 

Hope this clears up your questions.

The second message shown is cited as “an earlier text message about this matter” sent by 
DA Gascon to HHHBH 

Hi I believe early assertions made by the chief, removal of 

the deceased prior to our arrival and the failure to notify us all played a 
role in making our work much more difficult and in delaying outcomes. 

It should be noted that the authenticity of these messages is not verified; they lack 
context; and there is reference to “your questions,” but the questions asked were not 
disclosed. However, the content of the shown text messages are similar to comments 
attributed to the District Attorney in contemporaneous media accounts. 

The Justice for Amilcar Perez Lopez group’s memorandum concludes with two 
recommendations: 

• The [Police] Commission and SFPD must enforce the established crime scene 
protocols about notifying the DA when a homicide occurs, and about 
removing a decedent’s remains. Unless SFPD follows established protocols, it 
will continue impeding the DA’s criminal investigations of officer-involved 
shootings. 

• The [Police] Commission must investigate and appropriately discipline the 
officers who directed the Medical Examiner to remove Amilcar’s body from 
the crime scene. 

This investigation reviewed the concerns raised in this memo. This included a review of 
criminal and administrative interviews of members and witnesser; available data, records 
and reports; and CSI crime scene video and photos taken at the scene. In addition, Dr. 
Ellen Moffatt, M.D. the responding Assistant Medical Examiner who responded to the 
scene and conducted the autopsy, was debriefed for this review. Based on a 
preponderance of evidence, the following conclusions were reached: 
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1. With respect to the assertion that the District Attorney was not notified, it is clear 
that DOC personnel erroneously used the wrong number to contact on-call DA 
personnel and left messages at these extensions. The initial use of the wrong 
numbers and voicemail resulted in an 18-minute delay in the live notification of 
District Attorney personnel. 

The first memorialized DA notification was attempted at 22:12, approximately two 
minutes after DOC received on-scene confirmation that this incident was an O.I.S. A 
message was left at the wrong phone number, rather than the one identified on a call¬ 
out list provided by the District Attorney for the week of 02/23/15-03/02/15. 

DOC personnel followed up to confirm notification. Live notification of DA 
personnel was logged at DOC at 22:30 hours, approximately twenty minutes after 
DOC received on-scene confirmation of the O.I.S. 

The error in the notification process resulted in an 18-minute delay. The specific 
allegation as put forth, however—that the Office of the District Attorney was not 
notified—is without foundation. 

Since this incident, the EverBridge notification systems has been tested, adopted , 
implemented and successfully used. The addition of this system significantly 
upgrades the Department’s ability to make timely, accurate notifications Citywide. 

2. The assertion that the SFPD failed to observe protocols by ordering the removal of 
the decedent from the scene before the District Attorney arrived is unfounded. 

In a telephonic interview, Dr. Moffatt stated that there was nothing unusual at this 
scene; that the Medical Examiner conducts its own independent investigation; and 
that remains are removed when the Medical Examiner has completed their on scene 
tasks. Dr. Moffatt explained that on scene criminal investigators are consulted, as a 
courtesy, but the Medical Examiner retains the authority and control of this process. 
Dr. Moffatt also mentioned that their staff, to the degree feasible, strives to maintain 
the dignity of the decedent. 

Dr. Moffatt stated that at this scene Medical Examiner personnel performed a GSR 
test then bagged the decedent’s hands; not SFPD personnel. She stated that during a 
search of the remains, in accordance with protocol, a cell phone was recovered on 
Mr. Perez-Lopez and turned over to SFPD investigators. A review of the CSI video 
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taken at the scene, the ME report and log, and the property receipt issued by the ME 
corroborated Dr. Moffatt’s recollection. 

In addition, it is protocol for first responding officers to render aid to all parties 
requiring same, once it is safe to do so. Mr. Perez-Lopez was handcuffed by Officer 
Reboli. Paramedics were requested to the scene, and Officer Obidi turned the suspect 
onto his back to conduct CPR chest compressions. This is the degree to which 
officers moved or manipulated Mr. Perez-Lopez after he had been shot and 
handcuffed. SFFD paramedics took over emergency first aid. SFFD determined that 
Mr. Perez-Lopez had expired, and the Office of the Medical Examiner was notified 
of the death, in accordance with protocol. The Medical Examiner recorded receiving 
notice of death at 22:03 hours. 

The decedent was covered with a blanket by SFFD, preserving his dignity to the 
degree possible, as well as preserving evidence. The remains of Mr. Perez-Lopez 
were secured by SFPD officers, who stood by to ensure they were not moved, 
touched, or otherwise disturbed, in accordance with DGO 6.05.I.G.l.a. The 
condition of the body, evidence, and scene was measured and documented by CSI, 
including reports, sketches, photography and video. 

Medical Ex a miner investigators arrived on scene and assumed control of the 
remains. The processing, search, and collection of the remains by Medical Examiner 
personnel in accordance with DGO 6.05.1.C and was captured on video by CSI. The 
act of processing the body—including but not limited to their visual assessment, 

GSR testing, and search and inventory—involved the movement and manipulation of 
the decedent from the position in which the Medical Examiner originally found him. 
The Medical Examiner investigators removed the remains from the scene when they 
were satisfied that they had completed their on-scene responsibilities. Dr. Moffat 
checked with the criminal investigators on scene before preparing to leave with the 
remains; unfortunately, nearly an hour and half after DA personnel had been 
notified, DA investigators had not yet arrived on scene to weigh in. Unlike typical 
death investigations, however, the District Attorney had video and documentation to 
accurately determine the condition, position, and location of the body, evidence and 
scene prior to this process. It not uncommon in a death investigation for the body to 
have been moved or manipulated prior to the arrival of investigators, particularly as 
a result of first aid efforts or transportation of a mortally wounded patient. 
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The eighty-eight minute response time to the scene by District Attorney personnel is 
outside the scope of this Departmental investigation. However, the underlying fact is 
that in accordance with protocol, the Medical Examiner investigators were on scene 
within 30 minutes; assumed control of the decedent in accordance with their 
authority in a death investigation in the City and County of San Francisco; and left 
the scene—with the remains—when they had completed their on scene tasks. This 
activity, conducted by the Medical Examiner and publicly represented by third 
parties as “tampering with evidence,” conforms to standard protocol and Department 
policy. 

3. The second message shown in the memorandum, described as an “earlier” text, 

mentions another point of concern regarding: “.. .early assertions made by the chief’ 
Although the context of this message is not provided in the memo, based upon 
contemporaneous media and blog reports, as well as comments at the post-OIS Town 
Hall meeting, it is believed to reference Chief Gregory Suhr’s preliminary 
understanding and representation of events when this incident happened. 

At the time of this incident, Gregory Suhr was the Chief of Police. In this particular 
case, the Chiefs desire to be transparent regarding Officer-Involved incidents may 
have resulted in miscommunication or misunderstanding. 

The initial account reported by the Department was to the effect that officers fired at 
the suspect—the subject of a call regarding a man armed with a knife chasing 



-after he approached them and attempted to assault them with a knife. 


While this may be factually true, it is semantically problematic. As subsequent 
information established that the suspect had been shot in the back, members of the 
public had difficulty reconciling the account they perceived with the evidence 
presented. 

When an officer is involved in an Officer-Involved Shooting, he or she is compelled 
by a supervisor to provide a Public Safety Statement (PSS). The PSS is a series of 
questions are intended to ensure that immediate public safety interests are addressed, 
including the identification and arrest of outstanding suspects, the identification of 
the crime scene, and the preservation of evidence which may be fleeting. Conducted 
without the benefit of representation, the PSS is not a detailed statement by or 
interview of the involved officer. In Ward v. City of Portland (857 F.2d 1373,1988) 
the 9 th Circuit Court found that such limited information may be immediately

“coerced,” without representation, if the need is compelling. The questions may be 
asked of the involved officer without representation, and must be answered under 
threat of discipline. 

In San Francisco, the involved officer should provide a separate PSS. The separated 
officer is then taken to a police facility by an uninvolved officer, who will monitors 
the involved officer. Some evidentiary processing (such as photographs and weapon 
collection) occurs at the police facility. Otherwise the officer remains separated from 
other involved or witness officers. The officer may not to discuss the incident until 
first meeting with his or her attorney, after which the officer is the subject of a 
criminal interview. The monitoring officer is to ensure there is no inappropriate 
communication and that the officer is relatively comfortable. Involved officers are 
typically the last interviews conducted; statements are collected from all other 
identified civilian and sworn witnesses. This means that the involved officer may not 
interviewed until several hours after the incident took place. 

On the other hand, the supervisor taking the PSS, in accordance with the law and 
policy, collects some information from the involved officer, provided under duress. 
The supervisor has access to additional information, which may help form his or her 
understanding of the incident, such as radio traffic, the crime scene, and specific 
evidence. This information is then used by investigators to locate, identify, manage 
and understand the scene and the evidence within it. 

The PSS is frequently a key component in development of the Department’s 
narrative following an OIS. Typically, witnesses, particularly the involved officers, 
have not typically interviewed nor has evidence been processed or analyzed when 
the Department makes an initial statement. However, the PSS is comparable to 
limited hearsay; it is a second-hand account of an officer’s movement and basic acts 
based on a restricted line of questioning of an officer likely to be experiencing shock 
and stress in the aftermath of a lethal force encounter. 

In this particular incident, the original account described by the Department- 
intended to provide illumination and build trust—was based on PSS information and 
arguably imprecise. Even though the information was qualified as “preliminary,” 
contemporaneous press and blog coverage, and the post-OIS Town Flail meeting, 
suggest that this resulted in a perception by some in the community that the 
Department was not forthcoming. 
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Conclusion 

The focus of this ad mini strative investigation is whether Officer Eric Reboli #1651 and 
Officer Craig Tiffe #1312 discharged their Department-issued firearms on February 26, 
2015 in accordance with San Francisco Police Department policy and procedure. 

Criminal investigations were conducted by the San Francisco Police Department 
Flomicide Detail and by the Office of the District Attorney of the City and County of San 
Francisco. The Homicide Detail investigation, led by Sergeant Anthony Ravano, was 
presented to the Office of the District Attorney for consideration its final charging 
decision. 

On May 12, 2017, District Attorney George Gascon released the report, Summary of 
Investigation and Legal Analysis of the Fatal Shooting ofAmilcar Perez-Lopez on 
February 26, 2015. In the his report, the District Attorney concludes, “Based on the facts, 
circumstances and applicable law in this matter, there is insufficient evidence to file any 
criminal charges against Officer Reboli or Officer Tiffe.” DA Gascon announced that 
Officer Reboli and Officer Tiffe would not be charged with a crime by his office. 

The administrative investigation considered the criminal investigative findings, 
statements, and evidence, as well as applicable San Francisco Police Department policies 
and procedure, with particular attention paid to Department General Orders 5.01, Use of 
Force; 5.02, Use of Firearms (revised March 16, 2011); and 10.02, Equipment (revised 
04/04/2007). 

Policy Review 

Department General Order 5.01, Use of Force sets forth the conditions under which force 
may be used by San Francisco Police Officers to protect individuals from injury by 
another person, to prevent the commission of a crime, to overcome resistance, and to 
prevent escape. The use of force must be in accordance with legal standards in effect at 
the time of its use, including California Penal Code Sections 198, 834a, and 835a. 

Section 198 PC 

Section 198 of the California Penal Code states: 

A bare fear of the commission of any of the offenses mentioned in 
subdivisions 2 and 3 of Section 197, to prevent which homicide may be 
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lawfully committed, is not sufficient to justify it. But the circumstances 
must be sufficient to excite the fears of a reasonable person, and the party 
killing must have acted under the influence of such fears alone. 

POST LD 20, Use of Force —which all San Francisco Police Officers are taught during 
their BASIC Academy training—identifies the elements necessary to establish a 
“sufficiency of fear” in regard to the use of deadly force. LD20 (Version 3.3, 20.03 .E02) 
breaks down the necessary elements: 

According to the law, fear alone does not justify the use of deadly force. 

There must be a sufficiency of fear for the use of deadly force to be 
justified. (Penal Code Section 198) 

There are three elements needed to establish a sufficiency of fear. 

• The circumstances must be sufficient to excite the fears of a 
reasonable person in like circumstances. 

• The person must not act under the influence of fear alone. There 
has to be some circumstance or overt act apart from the officer’s 
fear. 

• The decision to use deadly force must be made to save one’s self 
or another from great bodily injury or death. 

Section 834a PC 

Section 834a of the California Penal Code imposes responsibilities on the subject who is 
subject to detention or arrest by a police officer. 

If a person has knowledge, or by the exercise of reasonable care, should 
have knowledge, that he is being arrested by a peace officer, it is the duty 
of such person to refrain from using force or any weapon to resist such 
arrest. 

Section 835a PC 

Section 835a of the California Penal Code authorizes the circumstances in which an 
officer may use reasonable force to detain or arrest a subject. This section states that the 
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officer making the arrest or detention is not legally required to retreat or stop if resistance 
is encountered, and the officer shall not be considered the aggressor if reasonable force is 
used to overcome such resistance. 

Any peace officer who has reasonable cause to believe that the person to 
be arrested has committed a public offense may use reasonable force to 
effect the arrest, to prevent escape or to overcome resistance. 

A peace officer who makes or attempts to make an arrest need not retreat 
or desist from his efforts by reason of the resistance or threatened 
resistance of the person being arrested; nor shall such officer be deemed 
an aggressor or lose his right to self-defense by the use of reasonable force 
to effect the arrest or to prevent escape or to overcome resistance. 

The language of 835a PC is repeated verbatim in Department General Order 5.01, Use of 
Force , subsection I.E.2. 

Objective Reasonable Officer Standard 

Use of Force instances, up to an including the use of deadly force, are evaluated in 
accordance with the “objective reasonable officer” standards established by the United 
States Supreme Court’s Graham-Connor decision (Graham v. Connor, 490 U.S. 386 
(1989)). 

Based on this standard, the amount of force applied shall not exceed what is reasonable to 
overcome the subject’s resistance to gain or maintain control of the subject. Each officer 
must rely on their judgment to employ objectively reasonable force for that specific 
situation. 

The reasonableness of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer. The actions should be examined through the eyes of an officer on the 
scene at the time the force was applied. The officer’s actions are not to be examined with 
the 20/20 vision of hindsight, no matter how compelling the evidence di scovered 
afterward may be. The application of force must be evaluated based on the facts and 
circumstances confronting the officer, without regard to the officer’s underlying intent or 
motivation, and based on the knowledge that the officer acted properly under the 
established law at the time.

The officer is not required to have made the best decision or the same decision the 
reviewer favors; the officer is required to have made a reasonable decision, based on the 
totality of the circumstances, the information known to the officer at the time, and his or 
her training and experience. 

As affirmed in Section of Department General Order 5.01, Use of Force, the use of force 
is judged from the perspective of a reasonable officer, using the test: 

• Would of officer with same or similar training and experience; 

• Facing same or similar circumstances; 

• Act in the same way or use similar judgment? 

Factors that are to be considered in the evaluation are: 

• The severity of the crime at issue; 

• The threat of the suspect to citizens and officers; 

• The level of active resistance or effort to escape. 

Federal courts have repeatedly affirmed this landmark 1989 decision, finding that the 
calculus of reasonableness must make allowance for the fact that police officers are often 
forced to make split-second judgments—in situations that are tense, uncertain, and 
rapidly evolving—about the amount of force applied in a particular situation. 

As affirmed by the 9 th Circuit decision in Scott vs. Hemich (39 F.3d 912 (9 th Circuit. 
1994)), the evaluation of force is whether it is reasonable and justified. Officers are not 
required by law to use the least intrusive force, but a reasonable application of force. 

DGO 5.01. Use of Force (Rev. 10/04/95) 

On December 21, 2016, the Department issued a revised Department General Order 5.01, 
Use of Force. Department General Order 5.02, Use of Firearms was rescinded and its 
topic folded into the revised DGO 5.01. This incident occurred prior to the adoption of 
the new policy, under the policy established by DGO 5.01, Use of Force (revised October 
04,1995) and DGO 5.02, Use of Firearms (revised March 16, 2011). This review is 
based upon the policy and law in place at the time of this incident. 
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Section D of DGO 5.01, Use of Force authorized force options for the San Francisco 
Police Department. 

D. CATEGORIES OF FORCE TO EMPLOY (In ascending order of gravity) 

1. When the use of force is necessary and appropriate, officer shall, to the extent 
possible, utilize an escalating scale of options and not employ more forceful 
measures unless it is determined that a lower level of force would not be 
adequate, or such a level of force is attempted and actually found to be 
inadequate. The scale of options, in order of increasing severity, is set forth 
below: 

a. Verbal Persuasion 

b. Physical Control (e.g, passive resister, bent wrist control, excluding the 
carotid restraint 

c. Liquid Chemical Agent (Mace/Oleoresin Capsicum) 

d. Carotid Restraint 

e. Department Issued Baton 

f. Firearm 

2. It is not the intent of the order to require officers to try each of the options 
before escalating to the next. Clearly, good judgment and the circumstances of 
each situation will dictate the level at which an officer will start. Officers using 
any type of force are accountable for its use. 

Section E of DGO 5.01, Use of Force defined reasonable force and reiterates the right of 
an officer under Section 835a of the California Penal Code to use reasonable force to 
effect and arrest, prevent escape, effect or overcome resistance. 

E. REASONABLE FORCE 

1. Officers must frequently employ the use of force to effect arrests and ensure 
the public safety. It is not intended that any suspect should ever be allowed to 
be the first to exercise force, thus gaining an advantage in a physical 
confrontation. Nothing in this order should be interpreted to mean that an 
officer is required to engage in prolonged hand-to-hand combat with all its 
risks before resorting to use of force that more quickly, humanely, and safely 
brings an arrestee under physical control. 
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2. Penal Code Section 835a provides that, “Any peace officer who has 
reasonable cause to believe that the person to he arrested has committed a 
public offense may use reasonable force to effect the arrest, to prevent escape 
or to overcome resistance. A peace officer who makes or attempts to make an 
arrest need not retreat or desist from his/her efforts by reason of resistance or 
threatened resistance of the person being arrested; nor shall such officer be 
deemed the aggressor or lose his/her right to self defense by the use of 
reasonable force to effect the arrest, or to prevent escape, or to overcome 
resistance .” [Italicized text is the author’s, as in the printed order.] 

Section F of DGO 5.01, Use of Force authorized when and how force may be justifiably 
used by San Francisco Police Officers. 

F. CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING THE USE OF FORCE 

3. Officers may use force in the performance of their duties in the following 
circumstances: 

a. To prevent the commission of a public offense. 

b. To prevent a person from injuring himself/herself. 

c. To effect the lawful arrest/detention of persons resisting or attempting to 
evade that arrest/detention. 

d. In self defense or in the defense of another person. 

4. Before using force, the officer should consider these questions: 

a. What actions on the part of the suspect justify the use of force? 

b. What crime is being or has been committed? 

c. Does the situation require the immediate use of force? 

DGO 5.02. Use of Firearms (Rev. 03/16/11) 

Department General Order 5.02, Use of Firearms, revised March 16, 2011, set forth how 
and when San Francisco Police Officers are permitted to draw and utilize a firearm. 
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Section l.B HANDLING AND DRAWING FIREARMS set forth the conditions under 
which an officer may draw his firearm, as follows: 

1. HANDLING FIREARMS. An officer shall handle and manipulate a firearm in 
accordance with Department-approved firearms training. An officer shall not 
manually cock the h amm er of the Department-issued handgun to defeat the first 
shot double-action feature. 

2. AUTHORIZED CIRCUMSTANCES. An officer may draw or exhibit a firearm in 
the line of duty when the officer has reasonable cause to believe it may be 
necessary for his or her own safety or for the safety of others. When an officer 
determines that the threat is over, the officer shall holster his or her firearm or 
hold the shoulder weapon in port arms position pointed or slung in a manner 
consistent with Department-approved firearms training. If an officer points a 
firearm at a person and the person is not arrested, and if the circumstances permit, 
the officer should tell the individual the reason the officer drew the firearm. 

3. DRAWING OTHERWISE PROHIBITED. An officer shall not draw a 
Department-issued firearm except as authorized by this order, for inspection by a 
superior, maintenance, safekeeping, or Department-approved training. 

Department General Order 5.02, Use of Firearms, Section I.C.l PERMISSIBLE 
CIRCUMSTANCES enumerated the circumstances in which an officer is permitted to 
fire his weapon. 

C. Discharge of Firearms 

1. PERMISSIBLE CIRCUMSTANCES. Except as limited by sections C.4 and C.5, 
an officer may discharge a firearm in any of the following circumstances: 

a. In self-defense when the officer has reasonable cause to believe that he or she is 
in imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury. 

b. In defense of another person when the officer has reasonable cause to believe 
that the person is in imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury. However, 
an officer may not discharge a firearm at a person who presents a danger only to 
him or herself, and there is no reasonable cause to believe that the person poses an 
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imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury to the officer or any other 
person. 

c. To apprehend a person when both of the following circumstances exist: 

(1) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that the person has 
committed or has attempted to commit a violent felony involving the use 
or threatened use of deadly force; and 

(2) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that a substantial risk exists 
that the person will cause death or serious bodily injury to officers or 
others if the person’s apprehension is delayed. 

d. To kill a dangerous animal. To kill an animal that is so badly injured that 
humanity requires its removal from further suffering where other alternatives are 
impractical and the owner, if present, gives permission. 

e. To signal for help for an urgent purpose when no other reasonable means can 
be used. 

2. VERBAL WARNING. If feasible, and if doing so would not increase the danger 
to the officers or others, an officer shall give a verbal warning to submit to the 
authority of the officer before discharging a firearm. 

3. REASONABLE CARE. To the extent practical, an officer shall take reasonable 
care when discharging his or her firearm so as not to jeopardize the safety of 
innocent members of the public. 

DGO 10.02. Equipment (Rev. 04/04/07) 

Department General Order 10.02, Equipment specifies required and optional equipment 
for uniformed and non-uniformed officers. Subsection I.E, REQUIRED EQUIPMENT 
enumerates the requirements of plainclothes officers in subsection I.E.2, ON-DUTY 
OFFICERS/CIVILIAN DRESS, as follows: 

2. Officers of all ranks, while on duty in civilian dress, shall be equipped with the 
following equipment: 

a. Star. 
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b. Department identification card. 

c. Department issued firearm fully loaded with Department-issued ammunition. 

d. One extra magazine for the Department-issued firearm, fully loaded with 
Department-issued ammunition in a Department-issued magazine pouch. 

e. Handcuffs and key. 

f. Call box key. 

g. Whistle. 

h. Miranda warning card. 

i. Combination magazine/handcuff case. 

j. Department-issued holster. 

k. Department-issued chemical agent. 

l. Department-issued impact weapon. 

m. Department-issued radio. 

3. EXCEPTION: Commissioned Officers and Officers performing investigative on 
non-investigative, non-patrol, or specialized function can be exempted from the 
requirements previously listed in E-l and E-2 with their commanding officer’s 
approval. If the amended equipment includes a firearm, the officer must comply 
with the provisions concerning secondary firearms 

Investigative Conclusions 

After examination of the totality of this incident, the relevant policy, the investigative 
conclusions, and other considerations described in this report, the following conclusions 
have been derived, based on a preponderance of evidence: 

• Plainclothes Officers Reboli and Tiffe responded as backup to the 2800 block of 

Folsom Street regarding a 5*5” Hispanic male dressed in black and armed with a 
knife chasing th a similar description north on Folsom Street. 

• First on the scene, the officers saw circling each other on the east side of 

the middle of the block, stopped their vehicle about two car lengths away and 
approached on foot. 
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• Officer Reboli approached

position. Officer Tiffe approached Mr. Perez-Lopez, who was on the sidewalk, 
from the passenger position. 



• Officer Reboli could see both hands of 


who looked fatigued and 



appeared to acknowledge his commands. He closed in and detained the 

• As Officer Tiffe approached Mr. Perez-Lopez from his left side, the officer 
continuously identified himself and gave co mm ands to back away from the car. 
Officer Tiffe could see that Mr. Perez-Lopez’s left hand was free, but he could not 
see Mr. Perez-Lopez’s right hand. Officer Tiffe received no acknowledgement 
from Mr. Perez Lopez. When Officer Tiffe closed within a few feet of the suspect, 
Mr. Perez-Lopez glared at Officer Tiffe in a way that suggested to him that Mr. 
Perez-Lopez was in an altered mental state. 

Officer Tiffe stated that as approached Mr. Perez-Lopez, he could not see Mr. 
Perez-Lopez’s hand, although he was aware that he was at a call regarding a man 
with a knife chasing Officer Tiffe also the expression of the suspect 

led him to believe that the subject may be in an altered mental state. Although he 
had handled numerous similar calls during his career, Officer Tiffe sensed that 
this was not a routine stop, in large part due to Mr. Perez-Lopez’s absence of 
response. 

• As he approached. Officer Tiffe did not have his O.C. spray canister, impact 
weapon, or spare magazines on his person. They were in a duty bag inside his 
vehicle, in violation of DGO 10.02.I.D.2.d, k and 1. 

In a few seconds, this encounter rapidly transitioned from verbal commands and 
physical control to deadly force. Having closed within a few feet of Mr. Perez- 
Lopez, Officer Tiffe attempted to physical guide him when Mr. Perez-Lopez 
presented the opportunity., given that Mr. Perez-Lopez had made no overt act of 
physical resistance. Once the physical struggle was rapidly initiated, Mr. Perez- 
Lopez almost immediately revealed himself to be a deadly threat. Transition at to 
a force option other than his firearm in the circumstances faced by Officer Tiffe 
would have placed Officer Tiffe at unnecessary risk. Nonetheless, had the suspect 
been disarmed or the situation other became static, Officer Tiffe denied himself 
the ability to transition to a lesser force option, should it have become opportune. 
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• Mr. Perez-Lopez threw his left hand up toward Officer Tiffe, who had closed 
within a few feet. Taking ad vantage of this presentation, Officer Tiffe grabbed 
Mr. Perez-Lopez’s left wrist with his left hand and pulled at the shoulder/neck 
area of Mr. Perez-Lopez’s clothing, intending to pull him from the curb toward 
the property line. 

Officer Tiffe articulated reasonable explanations regarding this attempt to 
physically control Mr. Perez-Lopez once he had approached within range and Mr. 
Perez-Lopez presented an opportunity to him. 

• Mr. Perez-Lopez resisted Officer Tiffe’s effort, bending forward and down, 
before pushing upward. 

• Officer Tiffe, unaware at this moment that Mr. Perez-Lopez was wielding a knife 
against him, recognized that his own hands were nearly position for an arm-bar 
take-down. He did not attempt to transition to the arm-bar, instead he 
unsuccessfully attempted to use direct strength to push the suspect to the ground. 

• Mr. Perez-Lopez countered Officer Tiffe’s effort; he lunged upward, then swept 
his right across the front of Officer Tiffe. When he completed his swing, Officer 
Tiffe realized Mr. Perez-Lopez was holding a large knife in his right hand. 

• Officer Tiffe pushed away, retreated southeast, and drew his firearm. Mr. Perez- 
Lopez was swinging the knife menacingly at Officer Tiffe, who was twisting out 
of its path. Officer Tiffe’s drawing of his firearm was in accordance with DGO 
5.02.I.B.2, AUTHORIZED CIRCUMSTANCES. 

• Officer Reboli released ^^^^Hto the west and headed to assist his partner. 
Officer Reboli believed that his partner had been stabbed by Mr. Perez-Lopez. 

• Mr. Perez-Lopez turned his attention to the advancing Officer Reboli. Moving 
toward the officer, Mr. Perez-Lopez made continuous slashing motions. Officer 
Reboli retreated and drew his firearm. Officer Reboli’s drawing of his firearm 

was in accordance with DGO 5.02.I.B.2, AUTHORIZED 
CIRCUMSTANCES. 

• As heard by numerous witnesses, the officers repeatedly ordered the suspect to 
drop his weapon. One or both officers warned him that he would be shot if he did 
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not comply with their order. Their warnings were in accordance with DGO 
5.02.LC.2, VERBAL WARNING. 

• Mr. Perez-Lopez stepped toward Officer Reboli, then pivoted back in the 
direction of 

• Officer Reboli fired five rounds from his Department-issued at Mr. Perez-Lopez, 

believing that there was an immediate threat of deadly assault on himself and |. 
mile believed Officer Tiffe was stabbed and down, and that he had already 
suffered serious injury and was in imminent threat of deadly assault if the threat 
posed by Mr. Perez-Lopez was not stopped. Officer Reboli’s firing in defense of 
himself, his partner, and in accordance DGO 5.02, Sections I.C.l.a 

and b. 

• Officer Tiffe fired one round at Mr. Perez-Lopez, believing the suspect was 

moving to assault ^^^^|and represented an immediate threat of death or 
serious bodily injury. Officer Tiffe’s firing in defense in 

accordance with DGO 5.02, Section I.C.l.b. 

• Officer Reboli or Officer Tiffe had witnessed Mr. Perez-Lopez attempt violent, 

felonious assaults against them and had reason to believe he had similarly 
assaulted The officers were aware that Mr. Perez-Lopez was likely to 

injure the officers, or someone else if his apprehension was delayed. 

The officers’ use of their firearms to apprehend Mr. Perez-Lopez under these 
circumstances is in accordance with DGO 5.02, Section LC.l.c. 

• Despite the tense, uncertain, and rapidly unfolding nature of this dynamic 
encounter, Officer Tiffe and Officer Reboli were each aware of his respective 
background when he fired. Both officers weighed available force options before 
firing, including unconventional options (such as Officer Reboli considering using 
his radio as a projectile). Each officer fired only when he believed the threat 
necessitated the use of lethal force. Each officer stopped firing as soon as he 
recognized the immediate threat was over. Despite the effects high stress arousal 
and shock, Officer Reboli had the presence of mind to sweep the west side of 
Folsom Street for possible unintended injuries. To the extent practical, the officers 
exercised reasonable care to avoid jeopardizing the safety of innocent members of 
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the public, in accordance with DGO 5.02, Section I.C.3, REASONABLE 
CARE. 

• Back up officers arrived on scene as shots were fired. Supervisors were notified as 
soon as feasible, enabling a coordinated response to preserve the scene and 
evidence, satisfying the requirements of DGO 5.02, Section I.D, 

REPORTING DISCHARGE OF FIREARMS. 

Recommendations 


Based on the investigations summarized above, the following recommendations are 
hereby made: 

It is recommended that Officer Eric Reboli’s use of his Department-issued firearm 
February 26,2015 be deemed In Policy. 

It is recommended that Officer Craig Tiffe’s use of his Department-issued firearm 
February 26, 2015 be deemed In Policy. 

It is recommended that Officer Craig Tiffe’s failure to carry his O.C. canister, 
impact weapon, and spare magazine on his person on February 26,2015 be deemed 
Not In Policy/Neglect of Duty. 

It is recommended that Officer Craig Tiffe be referred to the Academy for a 
training assessment, in order to identify and provide appropriate internal and/or 
outside training to address: 

• Equipment requirements of plainclothes San Francisco Police officers, as 
specified in Department General Order 10.02; 

• Tactical and officer safety considerations in high risk and violent crime stops. 

Since this incident, the Department has addressed problematic notifications, adopting the 
EverBridge notification system. EverBridge has been tested, implemented, and utilized 
since this incident. This is an automated notification service that pushes notifications over 
multiple platforms (e.g., phone, texts, email, etc.) in the event of a critical incident. 
Partner agencies enroll their personnel, including multiple contact points, to ensure 
prompt and accurate notice. Notifications are sent simultaneously through specified 
platforms, and the notices are repeated until on-call personnel individuals acknowledge 
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their receipt. This system addresses issues that contributed to the 18-minute delay in the 
notification of the D.A. personnel in this incident. 

Based on this case, as well as other recent investigations by this unit, the following 
recommendations are made with respect to Departmental communications in the course 
of Officer-Involved Shootings investigations (as well as In-Custody Deaths): 

• If it has not already done so, the Department should ensure that clear guidelines are 
enacted, in writing, regarding its release of information at the outset of an Officer- 
Involved Shooting or In-Custody Death. Such guidelines must take into 
consideration the fact that that the investigation evolves dramatically throughout the 
first twelve to twenty-four hours, and information gathered at the scene includes 
substantial hearsay and conjecture. 

While balancing the public’s right to be informed and the Department’s desire to be 
transparent with the investigative integrity and deliberative process of the 
investigation, the Department must understand that it “cannot put toothpaste back in 
the tube.” Initial information must be understood to be partial, if not suspect, and 
“preliminary” statements or release of information by the Department at the outset 
of an investigation must be carefully vetted for accuracy and appropriateness. 

• Department Bulletin 17-149, Release of Information to the News Media and/or 
Public Regarding Homicide Detail Investigations was re-issued on July 5, 2017. 
This bulletin places clear restrictions on what may be said to the press and public 
about a case being investigated by Homicide Detail and establishes a process for 
releasing information. This bulletin applies to O.I.S. cases, because they are 
criminally investigated by the Homicide Detail, whether or not a death is involved. 

Should the criminal investigation of O.I.S. cases be handled by another unit, this 
policy should be revised to cover those circumstances. 
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It is respectfully recommended that if discipline is deemed appropriate, based on the 
findings of this investigation, that it is consistent with the SFPD schedule of discipline. 


It is respectfully recommended that this case be forwarded to the Firearm Discharge 
Review Board for review per Department General Order 8.11.

and (S) Amilcar Perez-Lopez, who matched the broadcast description. 


• Ofc. Reboli approached and detained

• The officers drew their firearms and yelled warnings to drop the knife to Perez-Lopez.

Purpose : 

Inspector Shouldice #2054, Officer Nibungco #2390, Officer Shakur #2476 
and I responded to 24 th and Folsom Street to process the scene of an 
Officer involved Shooting. Upon arrival, Sergeant Montoya #1522 provided 
us with a walkthrough of the scene. Sergeant Dedet #101 of the Homicide 
Detail arrived at the scene as well. 

Scene Description : 

The scene was located on the 2800 block Folsom Street between 24 th and 
25 th Streets. Folsom Street was a two way roadway which extended in the 
north and south directions. 24 th and 25 th Streets were two way roadways 
which extended in the east and west directions. The odd numbered 
addresses of Folsom Street were on the east side of the roadway and the 
even numbered addresses were on the west side. 

Numerous Officers from Mission and Bayview Stations were present and 
secured the scene at the 2800 block of Folsom Street with yellow tape 
which prevented all vehicle and pedestrian traffic from entering. The area 
was comprised primarily of multi story residential dwellings. The weather 
conditions were cold and windy with clear skies. 

Observations : 

^^^olsom Street was located on the east side of the street. There were 
two vehiclesparkedinthenorthboundpaddnalanesfacingnorthonth^^ 
street. ^ 
parked 

street between both vehicles, there was a deceased subject who appeared 
to be in the supine position covered with a yellow blanket. There was 
blood pooling by the deceased subject. There was a large kitchen knife on 
the street a few feet away from the deceased. There was a cartridge casing 
on the street under the parked silver Toyota. 

On the sidewalk adjacent the parked vehicles, there were c artridge casings. 
One was located on the first step of the front gate of ^^|Folsom Street. 
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The other two cartridge casings were located on the sidewalk and tree 
planter area of the sidewalk. 

In front of ^^|Folsom Street , there were two other cartridge casings on 
the sidewalk. In front of^^|Folsom Street, there was a silver mountain 
bike on the sidewalk. The mountain bike was on its side. 

Directly across from^^HFolsom Street was a three story multi unit 
residential house(B^f : olsom Street). On the front side of this property, 
there were two defects on the tiled wall that appeared to be possible bullet 
strikes{see attached diagram, photos). One strike was located just above 
the garage door and the other was by the second story window. Directly 
below this particular strike, there was a small concrete area in front of the 
property. In this area, there was a fired bullet on the ground. 

In front ^^B^olsom Street, Inspector Shouldice later located a fired bullet 
on the asphalt in the southbound parking lane of the street. On the 
sidewalk in front of this address, there was a street lamp post. It should be 
noted that this lamp post was functioning on and off intermittently. 

Evidence : 

I marked all six cartridge casings, silver mountain bike, fired bullet and 
kitchen knife with num bered cones as evidence. The additional fired bullet 
on the street in front of^^|Folsom Street was not marked with a 
numbered cone, but considered evidence. Officer Nibungco took 
photographs of the scene and evidence. Officer Shakur videotaped the 
scene and evidence. 

Dr Investigator^^^^^^^l a nd Inves tigatorthe 

SFME’s Office arrived at the scene. Dr H^Hrequested the handcuffs 
removed from the deceased. Inspector Shouldice unlocked and removed 
the handcuffs from the deceased. I placed th ese handc uffs in an envelope 
and secured them in my vehicle. Investigator^^^^Bremoved a cell 
phone from the front right pants p ocket of th e deceased. S took possession 
of the cell phone from Investigator delivered it directly to 

-Sergeant Dedet at the scene._ 

Officer Nibungco and Officer Shakur responded to Mission Police Station 
for photographs of the Officers involved and collection of their duty 
weapons(see attached reports). 

I collected all marked evidence at the scene. I also collected the fired bullet 
on the asphalt and the handcuffs from the deceased as evidence. All 
evidence was transported to CSI for processing and booked into evidence 
accordingly.

CSI responded to document the scene of an Officer-Involved shooting incident on the 
block of Folsom Street on the evening of 26 February, 2015. 

Among other duties we carefully measured the scene and locations of all pertinent features and 
items of evidence therein. These measurements are diligently recorded for subsequent 
preparation of crime scene diagrams which represent, as accurately as possible, the positions 
and inter-relationships of relevant components within the scene as we find it. 

These diagrams become an important record of the scene documentation and are linked in turn 
to CSI evidence lists, narratives, and supplemental reports. They historically fulfill a critical 
function of the investigative process and are relied upon by the many and varied disciplines 
that typically become involved in subsequent investigations, and indeed in any future litigation 
that may arise. 

I wish to register my dismay at discovering a diagrammatic representation of part of this crime 
scene which was prepared by an unknown party, and at unknown direction. It purports to 
represent a section of the 2800 block of Folsom Street central to the incident in question, and 
though it is marked "Preliminary", it is inaccurate and at odds with the scene as we found it. 
Furthermore, it is posted online and now becomes an unofficial part of the record which can be 
seen to be at odds with the actual scene diagrams prepared by CSI. It is unsigned, undated, and 
unattributed, yet it exists and is wholly discoverable. 

It would appear that this drawing was generated by an individual who was not present at the 
scene, and it is unclear to me what information was used by the author in the preparation of 
this image. It is reckless, in my opinion, to prepare such a document for publication absent 
salient facts and regardless of conflict with professionally prepared records. 

I object in the strongest professional terms to this pre-emptive and inaccurate representation of 
a crime scene where our Department, and especially the Officers involved in this incident, will 
naturally be under scrutiny for some time to come.

Purpose : 

Inspector Shouldice #2054, Officer Nibungco #2390, Officer Shakur #2476 
and I responded to 24 th and Folsom Street to process the scene of an 
Officer Involved Shooting. Upon arrival, Sergeant Montoya #1522 provided 
us with a walkthrough of the scene. Sergeant Dedet #101 of the Homicide 
Detail arrived at the scene as well. 

Scene Description : 

The scene was located on the 2800 block Folsom Street between 24 th and 
25 th Streets. Folsom Street was a two way roadway which extended in the 
north and south directions. 24 th and 25 th Streets were two way roadways 
which extended in the east and west directions. The odd numbered 
addresses of Folsom Street were on the east side of the roadway and the 
even numbered addresses were on the west side. 

Numerous Officers from Mission and Bayview Stations were present and 
secured the scene at the 2800 block of Folsom Street with yellow tape 
which prevented all vehicle and pedestrian traffic from entering. The area 
was comprised primarily of multi story residential dwellings. The weather 
conditions were cold and windy with clear skies. 

Observations : 

^^^olsom Street was located on the east side of the street. There were 
two vehicles parked in the northbound parkincHanes facing north on the 
street. One vehicle was a silver Toyota^J^B^^^^B^Ui^other vehicle 
parked directly behind it was a blue Nissan^^^^^^^^^^^^|. On the 
street between both vehicles, there was a deceased subject who appeared 
to be in the supine position covered with a, yellow blanket. There was 
blood pooling by the deceased subject. There was a large kitchen knife on 
the street a few feet away from the deceased. There was a cartridge casing 
on the street under the parked silver Toyota. 

On the sidewalk adjacent the parked vehicles, there were cartridge casings. 
One was located on the first step of the front gate of Folsom Street.

The other two cartridge casings were located on the sidewalk and tree 
planter area of the sidewalk. 



In front of ^^^olsom Street, there were two other cartridge casings on 
the sidewalk. In front of Folsom Street, there was a silver mountain 
bike on the sidewalk. The mountain bike was on its side. 




there were two defects on the tiled wall that appeared to be possible bullet 
strikes(see attached diagram, photos). One strike was located just above 
the garage door and the other was by the second story window. Directly 
below this particular strike, there was a small concrete area in front of the 
property. In this area, there was a fired bullet on the ground. 

In front^^^olsom Street, Inspector Shouldice later located a fired bullet 
on the asphalt in the southbound parking lane of the street. On the 
sidewalk in front of this address, there was a street lamp post. It should be 
noted that this lamp post was functioning on and off intermittently. 

Evidence : 

I marked all six cartridge casings, silver mountain bike, fired bullet and 
kitchen knife with numbered cones as evidence. The additional fired bullet 
on the street in front of^^|Folsom Street was not marked with a 
numbered cone, but considered evidence. Officer Nibungco took 
photographs of the scene and evidence. Officer Shakur videotaped the 
scene and evidence. 

Dr ^^^^^^Handlnvestigator of the 

SFME’s Office arrived at the scene. Dr l^^^^quested the handcuffs 
removed from the deceased. Inspector Shouldice unlocked and removed 
the handcuffs from the deceased. I placed these handcuffs in an envelope 
and secured them in my vehicle. Investigator Heilman removed a cell 
phone from the front right pants pocke^Hhe deceased, I took possession 
of the ceil phone from Investigator delivered it directly to 

Sergeant Dedet at the scene. 

Officer Nibungco and Officer Shakur responded to Mission Police Station 
for photographs of the Officers involved and collection of their duty 
weapons(see attached reports). 

I collected all marked evidence at the scene. I also collected the fired bullet 
on the asphalt and the handcuffs from the deceased as evidence. All 
evidence was transported to CSi for processing and booked into evidence 
accordingly.

CASE HISTORY 

The subject, a +|^|ear old male, has no known place of residence or identity at the time of this 
investigation. In some manner the subject received a gunshot wound to the head after engaging 
police officers with a knife. 

According to information from San Francisco Police Officer Cota #357, filing Incident Report 
#150-178-555, on 2/26/2015 at approximately 2149 hours, San F rancisco Police Officers were 
dispatched upon receiving report of a man chasing a knife. Once officers arrived 

on scene, the subject was noted with a knife in his hand. The subject then in some manner 
approached the officers wielding the knife. The subject was then in some manner shot by police 
officers. For officer's safety, the subject was then handcuffed on scene consistent with following 
standard procedures. Emergency services were then summoned with San Francisco Fire 
Department paramedics responding. Once on scene, the subject was determined by paramedics 
to be beyond resuscitative efforts at that time. Death was confirmed at 2154 hours, on 2/26/ 2015 . 
This office was notified of this death at 2203 hours, same date. Chief Medical Examiner Drjpj 

■ was contacted and notified of this death. In addition, Assistant Medical Examiner Dr. Mi 
Hwas contacted and responded to the scene. 

Inv estigation at the scene revealed the subject lying supine on the ground located in front of 
H^Folsom Street. The remains were clad in street attire and covered with a yellow emergency 
paramedic blanket. The subject’s hands were noted to be handcuffed at this time. Noted next to

the subject was a knife on the ground. 

External examination revealed the subject to be warm and flaccid. The subject was noted to 
have a circular defect about his head. A gunshot residue kit was taken on scene and the hands 
were then secured in brown paper bags. The remains were then placed in a pouch which was 
sealed with pouch seal #21883. The remains were then transported to this office for further 
investigation.

PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION: The body is received in a plastic pouch sealed with 
bag seal number 21833 and is identified by an appropriately labeled Medical Examiner’s tag 
affixed to the pouch which is moved to the right great toe and identifies the decedent as 
“John Doe #27” The "When first viewed, 

the decedent is clad in a green shirt, gray shirt, black fabric’belt, denim blue jeans, a pair of 
black/white shoes, a pair of ankle socks and a blue hooded pullover. A gray cap is in the 
pouch The clothing is retained as evidence. 

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION: The body is of a well-developed, well-nourished, adult 
man whose appearance is consistent with the reported age of Hy ears - 

The face is symmetric. The head is s ymm etric. The scalp hair is black, straight and measures 
approximately 10-1/2 inches in length over the crown. The mustache and beard areas are 
covered by a small amount of hair below the lower lip. The eyelids are intact, and 
unremarkable. The conjunctivae are clear without petechial hemorrhages, pallor, or icterus. 
The sclerae are white without petechial hemorrhages or icterus. The hides are brown and the 
pupils are equally dilated at 5 millimeters. The nose is symmetric, and unremarkable. The 
nasal septum is intact. The mouth has native dentition in fair repair. The oral mucosa is tan, 
moist, and unremarkable. The frenula are intact. The external ears are normally formed, 
sy mm etric, intact, and unremarkable. 

The neck is normally formed, intact, and symmetric. The trachea is palpable in the midline. 
The chest is symmetric. The abdomen is symmetric, soft, flat, and tympanic to percussion. 
The external genitalia are those of a normally developed, adult male. The scrotum is intact, 
and unremarkable. The anus is patent. 

The forearms and upper arms axe normally formed, symmetric, and intact. The ventral wrists 
have no scars. The hands, fingers, fingernails, feet, toes, and toenails are normally formed, 
intact, and unremarkable. The lower extremities are free of edema. The lower extremities 
are normally formed, symmetric, intact, and unremarkable. 

The posterior body surfaces have fixed dependent lividity. 

EVIDENCE OF MEDICAL THERAPY: Evidence of medical therapy includes three 
electrocardiogram pads (one on the left upper chest and the'other two- on the lower abdomen). 

IDENTIFYING MARKS AND SCARS: On the left lateral shoulder are irregular shaped 
slightly hyperpigmented scars ranging in size from 1/8 inch to 1-1/4 inch. A 5/8 inch linear 
well-healed scar is on the left elbow. Small well-healed scar axe around the left elbow. On 
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the left medial dorsal forearm near the elbow is a A inch well-healed linear scar. On the left 
dorsal hand are three linear well-healed scars ranging in size from 3/16 inch to 9/16 inch. A 
faint well-healed scar is on the right lateral shoulder measuring 4 inches by 2 inches. An 
irregular shaped 6-1/2 inch well-healed scar is on the right volar forearm. On the right 
posterior shoulder is a A inch by % inch well-healed scar. A Z A inch linear well-healed scar is 
on the right lateral elbow with a l A inch well-healed scar on the right dorsal forearm. A A 
inch horizontal well-healed scar is on the right knee. 



EVIDENCE OF INJURY: On the body are 3 penetrating and 3 perforating trajectories. 
These wounds are labeled “A-J” for correlation with diagrams and photographs without 
inference as to order of occurrence. All measurements are with the body horizontal on the 
autopsy table and all directions are with the body in anatomic position. 

GUNSHOT WOUNDS, HEAD AND NECK: 

GUNSHOT WOUND TRAJECTORY #1 (WOUNDS A AND H): 

ENTRANCE: On the left posterior scalp 1-1/4 inches inferior and neither anterior nor posterior 
to the vertex of the head and 2-1/2 inches leftward of the posterior midline is an entrance 
gunshot wound (wound A), consisting of a 3/8 inch by A inch defect with a circumferential 
marginal abrasion ring measuring 1/16 inch. No soot, stippling or unbumed gunpowder 
particles are on the skin surrounding the defect. 

PATH: The wound path sequentially perforates the scalp, left parietal/occipital skull leaving a 
% inch by A inch defect with internal beveling, left parietal brain, bilateral basal ganglia, 
right frontal/parietal brain, right frontal/parietal skull leaving a A inch by A inch defect with 
external beveling and exits. 

The skull has multiple fractures and the brain is disrupted. 

EXIT: On the right lateral forehead, 3-1/2 inches inferior and 2-1/8 inch anterior to the vertex 
of the head and 2 inches rightward of the anterior midline is an exit wound (wound H) 
consisting of a 15/16 inch by A inch stellate laceration. 

TRAJECTORY: The wound track travels from the decedent’s back to front, left to right and 
slightly downward 

CLOTHING: On the left back of the cap is a 5/16 inch by 5/16 inch frayed defect with “bullet 
wipe”. On the left hack of the hood of the hooded sweatshirt is a 3/16 inch by 3/16 inch 
Rayed defect. These defects may represent entrance wound “A”. On the right front of the 
hood of the hooded sweatshirt is a % inch by 5/16 inch frayed defect. These defects may 
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represent exit wound “H”. No soot or unbumed gunpowder particles are on the fabric 
surrounding the defects. 

GUNSHOT WOUNDS, CHEST, ABDOMEN AND BACK: 

GUNSHOT WOUND TRAJECTORY #2 (WOUNDS B AND PROJECTILE #5): 

ENTRANCE: On the left back, 16-1/2 inches inferior to the vertex of the head and 2-1/2 inches 
leftward of the posterior midline is an entrance wound (wound B) consisting of a 7/16 inch 
by Vi inch defect with a circumferential marginal abrasion ring which is widest from the 7 to 
3 o’clock positions where it measures 1/8 inch. No soot, stippling or unbumed gunpowder 
particles are on the skin surrounding the defect. 

PATH: The wound track sequentially perforates the skin, left posterior eighth intercostal 
space leaving a 1.0 centimeter by 1.0 centimeter defect, left lateral lower lobe of the lung 
leaving a 1-1/4 inch by 1 inch defect, left medial lower lobe of the lung leaving a 14 inch by 3 A 
inch defect, pericardium, inferior/posterior heart, left anterior fifth intercostal space leaving a 
1 inch by 7/8 inch defect, fractures the left fifth rib and lodges in the soft tissue of the left 
anterior chest. 

In the left chest is approximately 425 milliliters of blood and clot. 

Recovered in the soft tissue of the left chest, 18 inches inferior to the vertex of the head and 
2-1/2 inch leftward of the anterior rmdline'with an overlying 1-1/2 inch by 1-1/2 inch blue- 
red contusion is a bullet (projectile #5). 

There is no exit. ... 

TRAJECTORY: The wound track travels from the decedent’s back to front, slightly downward 
and neither significantly rightward nor leftward. 

CLOTHING: On the left back of the green shirt is a 7/16 inch by 3/8 inch frayed defect. On the 
left back of the gray shirt is a Va inch by Va inch fray defect. These defects may represent 
entrance wound “B”. No soot or unbumed gunpowder particles are on the fabric surrounding 
the defect, 

GUNSHOT WOUND TRAJECTORY #3 (WOUND C AND PROJECTILE #4): 

ENTRANCE: On the right upper back, 13-5/8 inches inferior to the vertex of the head and 3- 
3/4'inches rightward of the posterior midline is an entrance wound (wound C) consisting of a 
3/8 inch by 5/16 inch defect with a circumferential marginal ring measuring 1/16 inch. No 
soot, stippling or unbumed gunpowder particles axe on the skin surrounding the defect. 

PATH: The wound track sequentially perforates the skin, right posterior fourth intercostal 
space leaving a 1-1/2 inch by 1 inch defect and fractures the right posterior fifth rib, posterior 
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right hilum of the lung leaving a 1 inch by 1 inch defect, right anterior hilum of the lung 
leaving a 54 inch by Vz inch defect, posterior right atrium leaving a Vz inch by 14 inch defect, 
right anterior ventricle at the septal atrio-ventricular junction leaving a 4 inches by 14 inch 
defect, left- third intercostal space at the sternum leaving a 3/8 inch by 54 inch defect and 
lodges in the soft tissue of the left chest. 

In the right chest is approximately 350 milliliters of blood and clot. 

Recovered in the soft tissue of the left chest, 16 inches inferior to the vertex of the head and 
2-1/2 inches leftward of the anterior midline with an overlying 2 inch by 2 inch blue-red 
contusion is a bullet (projectile #4). 

TRAJECTORY : The wound track travels from the back to front, right to left and slightly 
downward. 

CLOTHING: On the right back of the hooded sweatshirt is a 54 inch by 54 inch frayed defect. 
On the right back of the gray shirt is a 54 inch by 5/16 inch frayed defect. On the right back 
of the green shirt is a 5/1 6inch by 54 inch frayed defect. These defects may represent 
entrance wound “C”. No soot or unbumed gunpowder particles axe on the skin surrounding 
the defect. 

GUNSHOT WOUND TRAJECTORY #4 (WOUND D, WOUND G AND PROJECTILE #3): 

ENTRANCE: On the right back, 18-1/2 inches inferior and 2 inches rightward of the posterior 
midline is an entrance wound (wound D) consisting of a 54 inch by 54 inch defect with a 
circumferential marginal abrasion ring which is widest from the 6-11 o’clock position where 
it measures 54 inch and a 5/8 inch red linear abrasion at the 1 o’clock position and a 3/16 inch 
red linear abrasion at the 3 o’clock position. No soot, stippling or unbumed gunpowder 
particles are on the skin surrounding the defect. 

PATH: The wound track sequentially perforated the right posterior sixth posterior intercostal 
space leaving a 1 inch by 54 inch defect and soft tissue of the right back. 

PARTIAL EXIT: On the right posterior arm at a point 5 inches inferior to the right shoulder tip 
in the right posterior axillary line is a partial exit wound (wound G) consisting of a 54 inch 
laceration with a partially visible bullet (proj ectile #3) 

Recovered in the soft tissue of the right lateral back/right posterior shoulder, 15-1/8 inch 
inf erior to the vertex of the head and 7-1/2 inches rightward of the posterior midline is a 
bullet (projectile #3) 

TRAJECTORY: The wound track travels from the decedent’s left to right, slightly upward and 
neither frontward nor backward. 
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CLOTHING: On the right back of the hooded sweatshirt is a % inch by 14 inch hayed defect. 
On the back of the green shirt is a 7/8 inch by % inch frayed defect. On the right back of the 
gray shirt is a % inch by 5/8 inch frayed defect. These defects may represent entrance wound 
“D”. No soot or unbumed gunpowder particles are on the skin surrounding the defect. 

GUNSHOT WOUND TRAJECTORY #5 (WOUNDS E AND I): 

ENTRANCE: On the right back, 19-5/8 inches inferior to the vertex of the head and 1-5/8 inch 
rightward of the posterior midline is an entrance wound (wound E) consisting of a 5/16 inch 
by 14 inch defect with a circumferential marginal abrasion ring. No soot, stippling or 
unbumed gunpowder particles are on the skin surrounding the defect. 

PATH: The wound track sequentially perforates the skin, right ninth posterior intercostal 
space leaving a !4 inch by 14 inch defect, fight posterior diaphragm leaving a leaving a 3/8 
inch by 3/8 inch defect, right posterior liver leaving a 2 inch by 1 inch defect, right anterior 
liver leaving a 4 inch by 3. inch defect, right anterior diaphragm leaving a 1 inch by 14 inch 
defect, right lower lobe of the lung leaving a 3/8 inch by 3/8 inch defect in a 1 inch by 1 inch 
red-purple contusion and exits. 

EXIT: On the right inferior chest, 19-1/2 inches inferior to the vertex of the head and 4-1/2 
inches rightward of the anterior midline is an exit wound (wound I) consisting of a 5/8 inch 
by 5/8 inch laceration. 

TRAJECTORY: the wound track travels from the decedent’s back to front, left to right and 
neither significantly upward nor downward, 

CLOTHING: On the right front of the hooded sweatshirt is a 1 inch by 14 inch frayed defect. 
On the right front of the green shirt is a 2-1/8 inch by 1-1/8 inch frayed defect. On the right 
front of the gray shirt is a 1-3/4 inch by 1 inch frayed defect. These defects may represent 
exit wound “I”. No soot or unbumed gunpowder particles are on the skin surrounding the 
defect. 

GUNSHOT WOUNDS, EXTREMITIES 

GUNSHOT WOUND TRAJECTORY #6 (WOUNDS F AND J): 

ENTRANCE: On the right dorsal arm, 9 inches inferior to the right shoulder tip is an entrance 
wound (wound F) consisting of a 7/16 inch by 14 inch with a circumferential marginal 
abrasion ring. No soot, stippling or unbumed gunpowder- particles are on the skin 
surrounding the defect. 

PATH: The wound track perforates the soft tissue. 
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EXIT: On the right medial arm, 8-1/2 inches inferior to the right shoulder tip in the mid 
axillary line is an exit wound (wound J) consisting of a 7/8 inch by % inch laceration. 

TRAJECTORY: The wound path travels from the decedent’s back to front and neither 
significantly rightward nor leftward and neither upward nor downward. 

CLOTHING: On the back of the right sleeve of the hooded sweatshirt is a 3/8 inch by 5/16 
inch defect. On the back of the right sleeve of the green shirt is a 5/16 inch by 3/8 inch 
frayed defect. These defects may represent entrance wound “F”. On the front of the right 
sleeve of the hooded sweatshirt is a 14 inch by 14 inch hayed defect. On the front of the right 
sleeve of the green shirt is a 14 inch by 14 inch frayed defect and a 1 inch by 3/8 inch fray 
defect. These defects may represent exit wound “J”. No soot or unbumed gunpowder 
particles are on the skin surrounding the defect. 

OTHER PROJECTILES: In the clothing is a bullet fragment (projectile #1) and a bullet 
(projectile #2). In the soft tissue of the left chest, 17-1/2 inches inferior to the vertex of the 
head and 2-1/4 inches leftward of the anterior midline is a copper fragment (projectile #6). In 
the soft tissue of the right posterior back, 14 inches inferior and 2 inches rightward of the 
anterior midline is a copper fragment (projectile #7), and another fragment (projectile #8) at a 
point 13 inches inferior of the vertex of the head and 1 inch rightward of the posterior 
midline. Another copper fragment (projectile #9) is also in the soft tissue of the right 
posterior back at a point 14 inches inferior and 4 inches rightward of the posterior midline. 
In the right back, 13 inches inferior to the vertex of the head and 4 inches rightward of the 
anterior midline is a lead fragment (projectile #10). 

OTHER INJURIES: On the forehead are multiple small red abrasions ranging in size from 
14 inch to 3/8 inch. A 14 inch by 1/8 inch red-yellow abrasion is on the right side of the nose. 
On the right chest inferior wo wound “I” is a red-yellow abrasion measuring 2-1/4 inch by 
5/16 inch. A14 inch by 14 inch red abrasion is on the dorsal left fourth finger. 

OTHER CLOTHING DEFECTS: Other frayed defects are on the hood of the hooded 
sweatshirt. On the right front of the hooded sweatshirt is a 14 inch by 1/8 inch fray defect. A 
3/8 inch by 3/16 inch fray defect and a 14 inch by 3/16 inch frayed defect is on the front of the 
green shirt. On the front of the gray shirt is a 14 inch by 5/16 inch frayed defect. No soot or 
unbumed gunpowder particles are on the skin surrounding the defect. 

INTERNAL EXAMINATION: The subcutaneous fat is approximately 1.3 centimeters in 
its maximum thickness at the mid-abdomen. The pleural, cavities are free adhesions. The 
visceral and parietal pleurae have a smooth, glistening serosa. The abdominal cavity is 
without adhesions. The thoracoabdominal organs are in their usual positions and have 
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smooth glistening surfaces. The diaphragms are normally elevated. The body cavities have 
no peculiar or aromatic odor. 

■ NECK: The neck is dissected in a layer-wise fashion after the thoracoabdominal and cranial 
contents are removed. The superficial and deep muscles of the neck are firm, red-brown, 
intact, and unremarkable without hemorrhage or laceration. The soft, red-thrown tongue is 
unremarkable without intramuscular hemorrhage, laceration, or infiltrate. The hyoid bone is 
intact without fracture or periosseous soft tissue hemorrhage. The thyroid and cricoid 
cartilages are intact without fracture or adjacent soft tissue hemorrhage. The mucosa of the 
larynx and trachea are unremarkable without intraluminal obstructive lesion, ulceration, 
laceration, or fistula. There are no prevertebral fascial hemorrhages or underlying cervical 
vertebral fractures. 

CARDIOVASCULAR SYSTEM: The 225 gram heart has a smooth, glistening, 
epicardium. The cardiac contour is unremarkable. The coronary arteries arise from the aorta 
in a normal fashion and follow their usual anatomic pathways with no significant 
atherosclerotic disease. The coronary ostia axe patent. The posterior interventricular septum 
receives its blood,supply from the right coronary artery. The coronary arteries are patent and 
have no atherosclerosis. There is no occlusive thrombus of the epicardial vessels. The right 
and left ventricular myocardium is red-brown and firm without discoloration, infarct, 
muscular bulges or focal lesion. The left ventricular free wall is 1.0 centimeters and the 
septal wall is 1.0 centimeters thick. The right ventricular wall is 0.3 centimeter thick. The 
valve cusps and leaflets are translucent, pliable, and free of vegetations or fenestrations. The 
chordae tendineae axe thin and delicate. The papillary muscles are intact. The cardiac 
chambers are normally dilated. The foramen ovale is closed. The endocardium is'' 
unremarkable without thickening ox fibrosis. The aorta and its major branches have normal 
pathways and are unremarkable without atherosclerosis or aneurysm. The venae cavae and 
major veins are all patent, intact, and unremarkable with smooth, yellow-tan intimae. The , 
periaortic lymph nodes in the abdomen and mediastinum axe inconspicuous. 

RESPIRATORY SYSTEM: The right- and left lungs are 200 grams and 190 grams, 
respectively. Both lungs have smooth pleural surfaces and a dark red-blue, subcrepitant, 
congested, and moderately edematous parenchyma without palpable induration, visible 
suppuration, granuloma, consolidation, hemorrhage, neoplasm, or emphysema. The 
tracheobronchial tree has a pink-tan, unremarkable mucosa and is patent without intraluminal 
obstructive lesion. The pulmonary vessels axe patent and have a yellow-tan, smooth intima 
without tbromboemboli. The pulmonary and hilar lymph, nodes are soft, black, and 
inconspicuous. 

HEPATOBILIARY SYSTEM: The 1110 gram liver has a smooth capsule with a sharp 
anterior margin. The hepatic parenchyma is firm, dark red-brown, and uniform without mass 
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lesion. The hepatoduodenal ligament is free of lymphadenopathy. The hepatic artery and 
portal vein are patent and intact. 

The gallbladder is intact and contains approximately 7 milliliters of yellow-orange, viscid 
bile and no calculi. The gallbladder wall is 0.1 centimeter thick with a yellow, velvety 
mucosa. The cystic, common, and hepatic bile ducts are normal in course and caliber and 
free of calculi. 

HEMATOPOIETIC SYSTEM: The 80 gram spleen is intact and has a smooth, grey, 
translucent capsule. The splenic pulp is moderately firm, purple-red, and unremarkable with 
conspicuous corpuscles. The gastrosplenic ligament is free of lymphadenopathy. The 
thymus has been replaced by adipose tissue and is unremarkable. The thoracoabdominal and 
cervical lymph nodes are not enlarged. The visible bone marrow is unremarkable. 

ENDOCRINE SYSTEM: The pituitary gland is intact, normally developed, and is 
unremarkable without laceration, hemorrhage, or mass lesion. The thyroid gland is 
symmetric and unremarkable with a firm, red-brown, granular parenchyma and no cyst, 
hemorrhage, fibrosis, or mass lesion. The adrenal glands are normally situated and have soft, 
yellow cortices and soft, grey-brown medullae. The pancreas has a soft, tan parenchyma with 
a normal lobular architecture and no saponification, psendocyst, neoplasm, fibrosis, 
hemorrhage, or. mineralization. 

GASTROINTESTINAL SYSTEM: The oropharynx has a tan, smooth, unremarkable 
mucosa. The esophagus has a smooth, gray-white mucosa. The stomach has a smooth, tan 
serosa and a smooth, tan mucosa with slightly flattened rugal folds.; The gastric wall is not 
thickened or indurated. The gastric contents consist of approximately 200 milliliters of tan, 
turbid fluid without identifiable food material. The stomach does not contain identifiable 
tablets, capsules, or pill fragments. The duodenum has a smooth, bile-stained mucosa 
without ulcers. The small intestine has a smooth, tan serosa and is not dilated or obstructed. 
The mesenteric lymph nodes are inconspicuous. The large intestine has normal haustral 
markings and a vermiform appendix without descending or sigmoid colonic diverticula. The 
rectum has a smooth, tan mucosa. 

GENITOURINARY SYSTEM: The right and left kidneys are 80 grams and 75 grams, 
respectively. The renal capsules are intact and strip with ease from the underlying cortices. 
Both kidneys have sm ooth cortical surfaces without persistent fetal lobulations. The renal 
parenchyma is firm, dark red-brown, and has a good corticomedullary definition with an 
average cortical thickness of 7 millimeters on the left and 9 millimeters on the right. The 
pyramids and papillae are unremarkable. The pelvicalyceal systems axe normal without 
dilatation or obstruction. The ureters are patent and normal in course and caliber to the 
urinary bladder. The renal arteries and veins are patent without atherosclerosis or stenosis. 
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The urinary bladder is intact with a smooth, tan mucosa without erythema, hemorrhage, ulcer, 
or mass lesion. The urinary bladder contains approximately 270 milliliters of slightly cloudy 
light yellow urine, 

The. soft, tan prostate gland is not enlarged and has a soft, tan parenchyma without 
discoloration, induration, or necrosis. The seminal vesicles are normal. The right and left 
testes are normally situated in the scrotum and have a soft, tan, homogeneous parenchyma 
without hemorrhage, cyst, or mass lesion. 

MUSCULOSKELETAL SYSTEM: The firm, red-brown muscles are well hydrated and 
free of focal lesions, except for what is described under Evidence of Injury. The skeleton is 
well developed and without fracture, deformity, or osteoporosis, except for what is described 
under Evidence of Injury. The cervical spinal column is stable on internal palpation. 

HEAD AND CENTRAL NERVOUS SYSTEM: The reflected scalp is fiee of trauma, 
except for what is described under Evidence of Injury. The galeal soft tissues and .temporalis 
muscles are intact, normal, and unremarkable. The calvarium is intact without fracture, 
except for what is described under Evidence of Injury. The dura mater is intact, except for 
what is described under Evidence of Injury. The epidural and subdural spaces are fiee of 
blood. The dural sinuses are intact and unremarkable. The 1175 gram brain has symmetric 
cerebral and cerebellar hemispheres covered .by thin, transparent leptomeninges without 
subarachnoid hemorrhage. The cerebral cortex is tan, uniform, and fiee of contusion foci, 
except for what is described under Evidence of Injury. The cerebral white matter is uniform 
throughout except for what is described under Evidence of Injury. The caudate nuclei, basal 
ganglia, and thalami are tan, uniform, and symmetric except for what is described under 
Evidence of Injury. The ventricles are normal in caliber and contain congested choroid 
plexus. The midbrain, cerebellum, pons, and medulla oblongata are fiee of internal or 
external abnormalities. The Sylvian aqueduct and fourth ventricle are normal. The locus 
ceruleus and substantia nigra are normally pigmented. The cranial nerves and mammillary 
bodies are symmetric and normal. The cerebral vasculature including the Circle of Willis are 
translucent, patent, and fiee of atherosclerosis or aneurysm. The anterior, middle, and 
posterior cranial fossae are fiee of fractures, except for what is described under Evidence of 
Injury. The proximal cervical spinal cord is firm, symmetric, and grossly normal.

The operation of ShotSpotter is understandably subject 
to the laws of physics and acoustic propagation. 

The source of a pulse (a sound that goes bang, boom, or pop) is located using a mathematical 
process called trilateration. Triiateration requires a minimum of three sensors that surround the 
source of the sound to accurately measure the time when the sound was detected by each 
sensor. When three or more sensors participate in the detection, an automatic calculation will 
find a location solution which minimizes the error to the greatest extent possible. 

ShotSpotter detects and properly geo-locates (provides latitude and longitude) over 80% of 
incidents within the coverage area, accurate to within a circle whose radius is 25 meters. 


SST, Inc. does not guarantee 100% detection because real world, urban environments may 
contain intervening buildings, topography, foliage, periods of increased traffic or construction 
noise, and other urban acoustic noises that may mask, muffle, or entirely prevent the sound of a 
weapon discharge from reaching the sensor(s) thereby preventing a sufficient number of 
sensors from detecting the sound of the discharge to generate an alert. 


These same obstructions may also alter or modify the audio characteristics of the discharge 
significantly enough so that it no longer fits within the sensor's programmed detection 
parameters causing it to be disregarded by the sensor(s) as not impulsive. 

Other factors, such as obstructed or attenuated muzzle blast, weapon discharge in an enclosed 
space, or if the weapon discharged is of .22 or smaller caliber, may also prevent the sensor(s) 
from not detecting all, or some shots fired. 

Acoustical data analysis of a gunfire incident is complex and not comprehensive. The data and 
conclusions above should be corroborated with other evidentiary sources such as recovered 
shell casings, and witness statements.

INSP. DEDET: [OVERLAPPING] [UNINTELLIGIBLE] 

OFFICER TIFFE: I know he's right there. Um. 

When I get about, um, the distance between, um, I 
don't know. Sergeant Ravano and I, maybe 3 feet? 

INSP. DEDET: That's how far you've pulled 

back. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. I can see that—this guy 
is holding a—a very large knife. Um. It's—it's 
in the air. He's, um, um, I had--I can't remember 
what direction he's facing when I first see the 
knife but he's waving it—he initially, um, you 
know, takes a step in my partner's direction. I 
pull my firearm out. Um. I yell at him to drop 
the knife down. Um. I don't remember exactly what 
I said. Uh, I—I definitely said, uh, "Put down 
the knife." Um. I believe that I said, "Put down 
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the knife or I'll shoot." 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. At this point, um, I hear 
my partner yelling things. I can't make out what 
he's saying. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um—I'm focused on the guy, um, 
he—the knife's flowing in the air. I hear shots. 

Um. I remember hearing shots. I don't know how 
many. And then I see like 1 —the knife go in the air 
again and I remember thinking like—where is the 
other guy? He's going after the Um - 1 

pull the trigger. Um. I believe I shoot one time. 

Um. And I—I see the suspect fall to the ground. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. At that point I—I look—I 
look over. Suspect's not moving. Um. And then 
from that point it's kind of like--kind of like out 
of body experience. Um. I just--I remember re- 
holstering my weapon and just like--I felt like 
everything's moving in slow motion. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I re-holster my weapon. I 
grab my radio. My radio is in my back pocket. And 

I have, uh, I keep the cord with it, with the mike. . 
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And I grab the mike. And—I remember yelling, 

"Shots fired." I don't know how many times I said 
it. But I just felt as though my radio didn't 
work. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um, the next weird thing was 
Eric's in the street. He yells at me, "Put it out. 

Put it out." So I look--I look at the address. 

I'm trying to find the address. Um. I—I feel 
like I'm keying my mike. But I just feel it like 
radio's not working. Uh, I look at the ground. I 
see a radio on the ground. And I—I think that 
somehow my mike has been disconnected from my 
radio. That's the—my thought process. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um, it takes me a good, I don't 
know how long because everything moved in slow 
motion. It could have been seconds but it felt 
like minutes to me. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I patted myself down and I 

realized, "No, this is my radio." And I--that's . 

when I realized that's Eric's radio 'cause Eric 

doesn't have a mike attached to his. He keys his 

manually from the side. So at some point Eric had 
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dropped his radio. But then that weird experience, 

I felt as though my mike was disconnected from my-- 
it's--I'm not transmitting. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I hear units come on scene. 

And, uh, I hear, you know, blue-on-blue. Um. 

That's pretty much the extent, other than, um, I 
remember giving instructions, the some responding 
officer, uh--uh, I didn't remember this last night 
but I gave instructions to one of the responding 
officers-- 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: To close down 20--I think, 
whatever intersection was right there. I said, 

"Put a crime scene tape." And then 
[UNINTELLIGIBLE]— 

INSP. DEDET: [OVERLAPPING] Okay. What 

happened after that? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I saw an officer giving, 
um, CPR or, you know, pumping the chest, doin' 
somethin' like that. Uh. From that point I was, 
uh, Sergeant Montoya came to me and, you know, 
asked me if I was okay. Asked me if I shot. Um. 

I told him I shot. And he just asked me what 

direction- I shot. I told him what direction I shot. 
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INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. And then they--I was 
escorted, uh, to Mission Station. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I don't remember the officer's 
name. Urn. That drove me there. They got so many 
new faces at Mission, uh, I don't--he's a midnight 
guy. I don't remember his name. I know he had 
like a hyphenated name. I tried to--I tried to get 
it but— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. 

INSP. DEDET: All right. So let me just go 

over, uh, a couple of the details and please bear 
with me. Uh, I'm going to try to elicit as much 
detail as you can remember, okay? Uh--you and your 
partner were getting coffee near 24th Street, I 
believe. You said, right? When a call came in? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. We—we--well, we had had- 
-we had got coffee around 9:30. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn, on 24th and Noe. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And then we drove, uh, down 
24th Street, uh, 24th and Noe is in the Mission 2 
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car. 


INSP. DEDET: 

' OFFICER TIFFE: 
Mission 4 car. 

INSP. DEDET: 
OFFICER TIFFE: 
INSP. DEDET: 
approximately where 
heard the call? 


Hm-hmm. 

We drove down, urn, into the 

Okay. 

Uh— 

Do you recall where you were-- 
you were at when you first 


OFFICER TIFFE: I know we were east of Folsom 


Street. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. I want to say we were on 
24th but I don't exactly remember. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And the cross street 

would have been approximately what, if you recall? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. It would have been like— 
Alabama but I--I'm not sure. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: We were some—somewhere like 
really close. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Okay. Very good. And, 

uh, put yourself out on the computer as responding. 
There was other-other units responding to the 
scene as well. And I—I believe you said that the 
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call was one man chasing 
OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 


with a knife, 


INSP. DEDET: Correct? Okay. Uh. I just 

want to clarify a point. When you guys got to 
Folsom, you went--you turned northbound on Folsom 
so that means you would have been on 25th at some 
point, or what was it? 26th? From when you turned 
onto Folsom north-- 


OFFICER TIFFE: Yes, I don't remember what, uh, 
whether it was 25th or 26th. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: That we drove up. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And, uh, as you were 

approaching the scene, your partner is Reboli. Uh, 
what's his first name? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Eric. 

INSP. DEDET: Eric? Okay. So Eric alerts 

you that there's some commotion going on, on your 
side of the street. And-- 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: And you're the front passenger. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And you look up and you 

see a person, uh, near the driver's mirror of a 
parked vehicle. 
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OFFICER TIFFE: That's correct. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Uh, initially you didn't 

see the second person? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Initially I did not see. 

INSP. DEDET: No, okay. How far from that 

parked vehicle did you guys stop your, uh, unmarked 
car? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 

Um—it was a—it was at least a 

full car length's. 


INSP. DEDET: 

Full car. 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

Yeah. 

INSP. DEDET: 

At least that, huh? 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

Yeah. 

INSP. DEDET: 

Okay. What was the lighting 

like? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 

Um. It--you know, it was dark. 

INSP. DEDET: 

Hm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

There's a—street lamps. Um. 


You know, 24th is well-illuminated but Folsom 
Street, there are some dark spots and I don't 


recall where-- 


INSP. DEDET: 

Hm-hmm. 


OFFICER TIFFE: The street lamp was 
INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um-- 
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INSP. DEDET: Well, let me ask you this. Did 

you have any problem identifying what you were 
looking at? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And, uh, I believe you 

stated that, uh, Eric approached in the 

street. You were out of it far enough and you 
realized that there was somebody on the sidewalk, a 
second individual on the sidewalk, directly across 
the guy on the dri—on the driver's side, correct, 
huh? That gets a little confusing, I know. I'm 
confusing myself right now. [LAUGH] 

Q: We'll strike that from the record. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

Q: Motion granted. 

INSP. DEDET: Thank you, sir. Uh. So both 

of you and Eric get out of the car. Eric 
approaches the individual who's standing in the 
street. Correct? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. You see that there's a - 

second individual standing on the sidewalk and at 
the side of the vehicle. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: And that's when you begin to 
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approach him. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Uh, were you—were you 

able to maintain visual of Eric where he--to see 
what he was doing with as you were 

engaging the individual on the sidewalk? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um—no. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. You were focused on the 

guy that was in front of you. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And, uh, do you recall 

if in the broadcast, uh, they gave a description of 
who, uh, the—the aggressor was or who—the victim 
was? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, no, I don't remember a 
clothing description. I remember, um, just 

30s, about 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

Q: Their position was consistent with the 

way your partner--you found them in an area that 
was consistent with where your partner was? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: And were the two individuals 

that, uh, you contacted, did they, uh, resemble the 

description that was broadcast? 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Yes, they—they were both, um, 
and they were short. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And so was there any 

doubt in your mind that you had identified, uh, the 
two individuals for which the call was placed? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah, I--I totally believe 
these two were involved. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Uh. As you began your 

approach on the guy that was standing on the 
sidewalk, I believe you described that he was 
facing a parked vehicle, uh, looking in the 
direction of the street. Is that correct? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Or—or facing the—but actually 

looking over his--looking towards you, as you 
approached. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. That would have been 

looking over his left shoulder, I presume? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And, uh, what were you 

wearing? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I had a black baseball cap on. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I had a black, um, like a 
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Nike zip-up hooded jacket. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. Black t-shirt. Uh, dark 
jean pants and—black Nike shoes. 

Q: And your star is where now? Describe it 

[UNINTELLIGIBLE]. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. My star was, um, affixed 
to a--a silver chain. Um. It was--located about, 
um, right here, which—middle of my--middle of my 
chest. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. And it was--out of my 
outermost--outer--most outer garment. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

Q: It was displayed. It wasn't covered. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Correct. It was not covered. 

INSP. DEDET: Did, uh--do you typically wear 

it like that or did you produce it--for this 
contact? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I always wear it out. The 
only time I ever conceal it is when, um, I'm doing 
an operation that would need me to, if I needed to 
conceal myself in a crowd. 

INSP. DEDET: Uh— 

OFFICER TIFFE: I would obviously conceal it. 
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INSP. DEDET: Okay. So for this event it was 

already out. 

OFFICER TIFFE: It was already out. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And, uh, in your radio, 

do you wear the earpiece or—or—is the microphone 
open for others to—to listen to? 

OFFICER TIFFE: The microphone is open for 
others to hear. 

INSP. DEDET: Do you recall if there was any 

chatter going on, on the microphone? During your 
approach? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I don't recall. 

INSP. DEDET: So when you first encountered 

this individual, you could see his left but not his 
right hand? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Correct. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And you gave him 

commands to step away from the car? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Did he comply? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Do you recall how—how 

many commands you had to give him before you 
actually had to move in on him? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. The whole time I was— 
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closing the gap-- 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I believe I just told him one 

time. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And when you got to one- 

-uh, I believe you indicated you grabbed it—his 
left arm and you put your hand on his back? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And it—was that an 

effort for you to control any—any aggressive 
movements [UNINTELLIGIBLE]-- 

OFFICER TIFFE: [OVERLAPPING] Yes, and I—I 
did that, urn, I actually believe that maybe—he— 
there was no recognition in his face. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn, so I—I either believe—I ■ 
thought possibly on something-- 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Possibly so enraged with what 
he.was doing that he couldn't recognize my voice 
so, urn, at that point I didn't think verbal command 
was gonna work. I decided that, um— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Physical—I'm gonna have to 
make physical contact with him. 
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INSP. DEDET: Okay. Uh, and—and—I don't 

know if--you will be able to answer this or not but 
do you recall if at that moment you—you still had 
in your mind, you were still thinking about the 
call, there was a knife involved? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I was—I was thinking— 
there was possibly a knife involved. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: But I didn't know who had it. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And you hadn't identified one 
as of yet.

: Okay. Okay, very good. 

Q: And you grabbed him--his left arm with 

your left hand. And right arm around his back? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

Q: Okay. And when you did that, did you 

give him any additional commands? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um—happened really fast. 

Q: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um, I moved him away from the 

car. 

Q: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And at some point really 
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quickly I--I saw his right hand-- 

Q: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So— 

Q: As he started moving away from the car? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. And that's when I saw he 
had something in his hand. 

Q: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So—I — I'm so close, all I can 
think was--my first reaction was to take him to the 
ground. 

Q: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So I told him to get on the 
ground. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: While I attempted to force him 
to the ground. 

INSP. DEDET: Like guying him or tripping him 

or--do you recall? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh—I wish I could trip him. 

I'm not very good at that— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I—yeah, I just tried— 

INSP. DEDET: Try to off-balance him— 

OFFICER TIFFE: Off-balance him and force—use- 
-just use my weight to force him down. 
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INSP. DEDET: Okay. And, uh, how did he 

respond to your efforts? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 

Urn. We kind of--we kind of 

moved, urn, I'm kind 

of moving to my left-- 

INSP. DEDET: 

Hm-hmm. 


OFFICER TIFFE: And he came with me. And I--I 


just saw his--right 

hand come up. 

INSP. DEDET: 

Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

Urn— 

INSP. DEDET: 

In front of him? 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

Yeah, come up towards me. 

INSP. DEDET: 

Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

He came up towards me. I just- 


-at that point, I just disengaged. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I pushed him away and then he 
swipes at with me--what--whatever he had in his 
hand. 


INSP. DEDET: 

Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

And-- 

INSP. DEDET: 

Did you recognize it at that 

point in time, what 

that-- 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

Uh-- 

INSP. DEDET: 

The object was? 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

It was so fast and I--I was 
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gettin' out of the way. I didn't see until he 
completed his swipe and then he—he took a stance, 
urn, like this. 


INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So he— 

INSP. DEDET: With the knife pointing down or 


up? 


OFFICER TIFFE: The knife was pointed up. 
INSP. DEDET: Pointed up? Okay, so this is 

the knife. 


OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: In his right hand? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. He was--he was turned 
around. I didn't even— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Uh, so is it safe to say 

that as you attempted to off-balance him, that he 
must have somehow stepped to—to maintain his 
balance and he [spun] with you? 


OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And you were controlling 


his left shoulder? 


OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: All right. And trying take him 
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down on that side? And as he started to turn 
toward you, his [UNINTELLIGIBLE] left shoulder, 
that you were able to push off? So did he actually 
face you before he swiped at your? I mean, that 
you--you saw the knife? Or was he kind of sideways 
tryin' to-- 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn, yeah, I—I don't recall 
and--and I don't think he was--kind of bent over— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: When he swiped at me. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: That's why I don't—um, I don’t 
really think he—I think I was lucky in that sense. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Because he was bent over, he 
didn't have full-- 

INSP. DEDET: The range. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Full range. 

INSP. DEDET: To reach you. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And he couldn't, you know, 
stab. It had to be a swipe. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And not to mention as I'm--he 
may have been trying to stab and because I'm 
pushing away at the same time, the stab motion 
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ended up being like a swipe. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: It's—it's hard to— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. I understand. And I 

realize that everything happened like that. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: You know. I'm just trying to 

slow it down to see if—how much information, uh, 
you know, you [UNINTELLIGIBLE] and how much 
information, you know, how [UNINTELLIGIBLE] you can 
remember. You know, by—by doing this. Uh. That- 
-so—you pushed him. off and he stood there with the 
knife blade pointing it up. Uh, we're not really 
clear if it was in his left hand or right hand. 

Uh, how far away was he from you at that instant? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. Really—really close. Urn. 

INSP. DEDET: Closer than you and I? 

OFFICER TIFFE: About—about this— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: It could be a foot or two more 
distance-- 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: But no more than that. 

INSP. DEDET: But very close, uh, had he 

lunged at you, he would have reached you. 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Uh. All right. And 

what was your immediate response when you saw him 
standing there in an offensive position with a 
knife in the hand? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. I pulled my gun out. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And did you say anything 

to him? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. I--I told him, "Put down 
the knife." 

INSP. DEDET: And how did he respond to that 

command? 


OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. He--he didn't—he, uh, 
continued to wave the knife. 

INSP. DEDET: How'd he wave it? 

OFFICER TIFFE: It was just-just like —just, I 


don't even know. 

INSP. DEDET: Kind of like a—X? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah, kind of like moving it 


all like this. 


INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. I know he took a step. 

Um. He initially took a step—onto the sidewalk. 
Well, he was on the sidewalk but more—it's a very 
large sidewalk. Um. He kind of took a step 
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towards my partner's direction. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And then, urn, I know I had my 
gun out. I heard my partner yelling at him. I 
don't know what was said. Um. 

INSP. DEDET: This is simultaneous as you're- 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: As he's waving the knife and 

you're telling him to drop the knife? Your 
partner's also giving him commands? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And your partner by that 

time, uh, had he made it to the sidewalk? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And how far away from 

you was he? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. 

Q: If you know. 

INSP. DEDET: If—if you— 

Q: Don't guess. 

INSP. DEDET: Yeah. 

OFFICER TIFFE: He was also in close proximity. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: He was a little bit farther-- 
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INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, away from me than the 
suspect Was to me. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And, uh, was he to your 

left or to your right? 

OFFICER TIFFE: My partner was to my right. 

INSP. DEDET: To your right? Okay. And 

would it be a fair representation to say that you 
guys had triangulated? Your position's 
triangulated with position with, uh, .this person 
with the knife? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. We had blocked off two 
avenues so he had a couple areas he could have 
moved to. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: One which would have been to 
the rear of the car. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Or another would be to the 
front of the car. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: If he was to move away from us. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Which he did. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. So had he moved to the 

front of the car, that would have been going north 
towards 24th. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. All right. And, uh, you 

said at some point you saw this individual step 
towards your--towards your partner? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Was he still waving or 

motioning with the knife in similar fashion-- 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn— 

INSP. DEDET: As he was [UNINTELLIGIBLE]— 

OFFICER TIFFE: [OVERLAPPING] I just know—I 
just know the knife was raised. I don't— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Remember like— 

INSP. DEDET: You say "raised", uh, was it 

raised above his head or, uh, raised that high 
level, if you recall? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah, I don't recall. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Okay. Uh, and then you 

heard shots? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, he then--then he moved 
into—in between two cars. 
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INSP. DEDET: Hm-hrran. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So in front of the parked car, 
the very original parked car that we— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: We made contact with 


Um. 


at 


INSP. DEDET: And where was 

that point? If you know? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah, I don't know. Um. So to 
the best of my knowledge, that^^^was still, um, in 
the general area, really close. 

INSP. DEDET: And we're talking about the 

other individual that-- 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Had been involved in the 


conflict with him? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

UliSE^-DEUET: Was there another parked 

vehicle in front of the one that we've been 
referencing? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Uh, and just to clarify 

the question that the counselor just asked you, uh, 
did you know where the other individual was? As— 

as this person moved to the front of the original 
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parked vehicle? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I did not know for certain. 

INSP. DEDET: All right. And at what point 

did you hear, uh, weapons being discharged? Or 
your weapon being discharged? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. When the guy with the 
knife was in front of the original parked vehicle. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And who was it in 

proximity of this location, if you recall? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. I can just see him-- 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So I can see, urn, my partner to 
my right. I can see the guy with the knife. And 
then there's me. I don't—I don't see anybody 
else. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. How close was this 

individual to you guys? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. 

INSP. DEDET: When you heard the shots? 

OFFICER TIFFE: He was—um— 

INSP. DEDET: If you recall? 

OFFICER TIFFE: He was a little farther— 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: From me at this point so he was 

probably from here to the wall? Maybe 5 or 6 feet. 
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INSP. DEDET: Okay. And was he facing? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um-- 

INSP. DEDET: [UNINTELLIGIBLE] 

OFFICER TIFFE: He was--he was kind of moving 
in different directions. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So at some point he was facing- 
-at some point he was turning away. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. When he's moving in 
different directions, I see him start to move 
actually, um, it appeared that he focused on 
something. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: He gets to in the street. Um. 
What area of the car would that be, like, um— 

INSP. DEDET: Between the two parked cars? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Well, if this is the front of 
the car, like the driver's side? This is the front 
bumper. He's in this general area. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. He—he looks like he 
focuses in on something. At this point I've 
already heard shots. I see him raise the knife. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, and it—it—it's above his 

head. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I believe it to be above his 
head or it's--or it's extended out. 

INSP. DEDET: In a stabbing motion? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: At that point, that's when I 

fire. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And--and did you see 

what--what he had fixated on or who he had fixated 
on? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um, in the moment? 

INSP. DEDET: Yeah. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I didn't not. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And--and--what did you 

perceive was happening in that very moment? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um--I believe that he was going 

for 


INSP. 

DEDET: 

Okay. 

Is that 

why you fired? 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

Yes. 



INSP. 

DEDET: 

Okay. 

And, uh. 

I believe you 


said that you discharged your weapon twice, or 
once? And I don't remember— 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Um— 

INSP. DEDET: You said it once. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I believe it was one shot. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I would be surprised but 
not shocked if it was two. 

INSP. DEDET: When was the next incidence 

that you became aware of--of the other individual 
that you thought was being pursued? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um, it was really close. Um. 

As I explained in my brief narrative, um, I had the 
experience with my radio. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. The first uniform officer 
I see on scene is Officer [Cabio]. Um, he 
immediately finds 

was, um, I believe like cowering down on the 
driver's side--near the driver's side, uh, rear 
tire. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So I—I just--I have visions of 
[Cabio] like comforting 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And--you know, I--I don't hear 
what is exchanged. 
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INSP. DEDET: Okay. Very good. Uh, when you 

discharge your weapon, do—do you—do you know 
which direction this individual was facing? In 


[UNINTELLIGIBLE]? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh— 

INSP. DEDET: Was he--I'm sorry. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I believe him to be facing— 
what direction would that be? I believe him to be 
facing southbound. 


INSP. DEDET: Southbound. Towards 25th? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And--and the knife was 

raised? 


OFFICER.TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. [INAUDIBLE] Did you 

have an occasion to see the knife after the 
shooting? 


OFFICER TIFFE: Um, I did see the knife after 
the shooting. [NOISE] Just--just by chance, 
actually. Um. 

INSP. DEDET: And where was it in proximity 

to where, uh, this person was? [UNINTELLIGIBLE] 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. A few feet. 

INSP. DEDET: Few feet? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 
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Q: When--when did you see it? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh— 

Q: Was it before you got brought back to the 

station and we all later went out to the scene or 
did you see the knife at the scene before you were 
taken? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I saw the knife at the scene 
before I was taken. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um—and it was—after I gave 
instructions to another officer to put up crime 
scene tape and close the intersection. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: That's when I looked and I saw 
somebody--they were giving medical assistance to 
the guy who was shot. And I saw the knife in the 
street. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Do you have any idea who 

handcuffed that person? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. And—and I don't even 
remember who was in the CPR. I remember that 
thinking of who it was but—uh, I--I don't know. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Actually, now that you asked 
that-- 
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INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, I believe Eric handcuffed 

him. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. You're talking about 

Eric your partner, right? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Your, uh, firearm, after you 

holstered your firearm and, uh, you were taken to 
Mission Station, what happened to that weapon? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. That was taken by, urn, CSI 
and range personnel. 

INSP. DEDET: Were you given another one? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I was, yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Did you, uh, retain it in a 

holster, uh, from the time that you discharged your 
weapon up until the time that it was collected by 
CSI? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Had you ever seen either 

of these two individuals prior to this event? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. No. 

INSP. DEDET: Never had any contacts with 

them, correct? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 
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OFFICER TIFFE: And I—I say that--um, with a 
mindset that I still don't know who they are so— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um, there would be a 
possibility, you know. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Because I've been in the 
Mission so long, I've contacted so many people. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I've made so many arrests that 
I could-- 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: But because it wasn't time to 
even find out the name or even be close enough to— 
see their face-- 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: You know? Um, the encounter— 
the guy that I had the encounter with, like I said, 
his face was something out of the movies. It 
seemed—seemed distorted. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, the best way I can describe 
it is like blood lust, so I don't even know if I 
had had contact with him-- 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 
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OFFICER TIFFE: In the moment, would I even 
recognize him. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. So neither one was 

recognizable to you. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Correct. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Now--his crazed look, in 

your--your training and your experience, what do 
you attribute that to? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, one--one of two things. 

Urn. Either drug use. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And, you know, some type of 
heavy, um, drug that would alter your mental state. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Not just like a-~you know, a 
depressant or something but something that would 
alter your mental state, or, um— 

Q: As opposed to alcohol intoxication. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. Um. Or like a blood¬ 
thirsty, uh, focus, like if their intent on doing 
somethin', um, violent that's not really in a, uh-- 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: You know, some type of violent 
felony where your normal person just can't do. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 
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Q: So drug-induced or mental illness. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Okay, and, uh, uh, is it 

safe to say that when you first became aware of 
this person's demeanor, for lack of a better term, 
that it, uh, raised a lot of flags in your mind? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. Yes, it--it raised flags. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. Uh, concerns as to how 

he may respond? Whether cooperative or not? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. My--my first concern was 
he—he doesn't recognize, um, he doesn't 
acknowledge anything that's goin' on. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: There's no like--normally I 
say--I police--I say, "Police," they have some kind 
of response, whether it's--they tell me to F-off 
or— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: They tell me, "Hey, I'm glad 
you're here." But whatever it is, it's some kind 
of like recognition— 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: There's nothing. 

INSP. DEDET: This guy's kind of looking 

right through you then, huh? 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. So to reiterate, uh, and 

in your assessment, is it safe to say that he was 
of altered state of mind? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Okay. And I believe we 

established either because of mental illness or 
drug use? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

INSP. DEDET: Is your assessment? Okay. 

Q: Yeah, excuse me. Uh, regarding just, uh, 

you say--you say you been shot once or twice. Do 
you remember topping off your mag and having one of 
the--one of the chambers you normally carry a full 
magazine and one of the chamber. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I do, yes. 

Q: You do. And you recall seeing a 

magazine, full mag, and essentially, uh, putting 
your firearm battery so you have, uh, 13 shots in 
there. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I had 13 shots in there, yes. 

Q: Okay. When you said initially, you know, 

"Put the knife down," uh, after, uh, the initial 
swipe, right? I mean, that was a loud, clear 
command, were you yelling that at that point? Or 
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was it--was it very audible to others around? Even 
if they were not in regular conversation or 
earshot? 


OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I believe if someone was 
on that street, they would have heard that, yes. 

Q: When he had that knife--knife up, when he 

stepped towards your partner, he had the knife 
raised, right? And he moved in between the two 
cars. You said you possibly believe that he was 


actually going for 


Was that ever 


something that obviously went through your mind 
that this blood-thirsty person may be going for 
that, uh, the other individual who at that point 
you knew was there but you didn't necessarily know 
m proximity? 


OFFICER TIFFE: Yes, the—the last time I had 
saw^^H was on that side of the car. Um. Where my 
partner had made contact. So, um, I believed m 
was still there. 

Q: Yeah. And that was of paramount concern 

at that point because you've seen this person 
exhibit, uh, certain behavior that you describe 
blood-thirsty, blood lust, you know, and obviously 
there's something chemically wrong with this person 
or, you know, mentally imbalanced. Uh. When you 
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first said, "police" and you said there are two 
types of people. The ones who will tell you to go 
F off or the ones who are glad you're here. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

Q: Uh, was this one of those people that-- 

that you initially took to be someone who was gonna 
tell you to F-off just based on their actions and-- 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, I didn't, um, I don't—I 
wouldn't say that I--I made that judgment in my 
mind. Um. My concern was, he doesn't recognize. 

And I don't mean that in a sense like he doesn't 
recognize I'm police. That didn't cross my mind. 

It's just a fact that he's not acknowledging what's 
goin' on. 

Q: He didn't care who you were. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

Q: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So I was uncertain if he--I was 
police--if he thought I was police at that--at that 
point--it--it didn't matter. 

Q: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: You know? So it's—it just 
became like a safety issue. A safety for myself, 
my partner, this--^^^^^^^^^^^|, at that point, 
uh, what's really going on in my mind is--this is 
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probably the guy that was chasing. But I don't—I 
did--I don't see the knife. So, you know, I 
respond to a bunch of calls and sometimes there's a 
knife. Sometimes there's not. Sometimes he's 
chasin' him with a stick. So, and his--you know, 
it is night time so I don't see a weapon but I 
believed he was the chaser. And my partner 

has is the chase. So I'm thinkin' this guy is, you 
know, totally not acknowledging me. He's looking 
right through me. 

Q: When you guys first got on the scene—I'm 

sorry I'm going back there a little bit. Did you— 
illuminate anyone with your flashlight or did your 
partner illuminate anyone with flashlights? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. 

Q: If you can recall? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No, I don't —I did not—I know 
that I did not. Um, I don't recall if my partner 
did. I could definitely see very well that 

was in the street. So I don't know where the—the 
street lamp was but was—I can se^^^^| Now I 
could not see their hands 'cause like I don't know 
if I described it well enough, they are both 
hovering over the vehicle. So they're like- 
leaning on—on it. 
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Q: On the front of the vehicle. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah, so they're not just like- 

-if this is the vehicle, they're not just like away 

from it. Uh, they're like on it. And I just 

thought it was odd. So. 

Q: In terms of your mindset at--at the point 

where you initially saw the--saw the knife and then 

the subsequent actions, almost emotionally, like 

what kind of--what were you feeling at that point 

or like, hey, this guy gonna kill someone? Is this 

guy gonna run away? Or--[INAUDIBLE] but-- 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. It's—it's a very 

interesting question I've asked myself over hand 

over. Urn. My—my instinct was he's—he's gonna 

attack someone. He just attacked me. Um. He is 

focused on his goal. And his goal, which I come to 

learn, was—and when I say "I come to learn", is 

the call is man chasing with a knife. 

Um. Okay. As I already established, sometimes I 

go to calls that may or may not be the case. In 

this case because my initial actions with this guy, 

I believe he is intent on using that knife on 

And I say that because I announce myself as a 

police officer. He--he doesn't drop the knife. I 

grab--if--I grab him, tell him to get on the floor. 
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Instead of dropping the knife, he swipes at me. 
Um. So these things—I don't want to say they're 
going through my head but that's—these are the 
quick decisions I'm making in the moment. You 



know, he swipes at me. I tell him to put down ray 
knife. I don't know if I said it, "Put down the 
knife or—or I shoot" because I hear that. I play 
this over in my head. And I hear it. So I heard 
it. So either I said that or my partner said that. 
He still doesn't put down the knife. He's in—he's 
intent on something—even with—I hear at least one 
shot. I still see him raise the knife. And I 
remember one thing I said to myself right before I 
pulled the trigger, I said, "Oh, my God." And I 
pulled the trigger. And I said that because I 
thought he--was—gonna harm this I 

didn't know if was 

looking at The knife comes up. Though it 

wasn't blade-down. It was blade up. Um. I didn't 
know ifwas right here within arm's reach 
of him or he was going after ^^^^ut I saw that he 
was fixated so to answer your question, these are 
the quick things--this is out of like 10 seconds. 
These are the things going through my head. I 
didn't have the opportunity to like say, "Oh, shit. 
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This guy's gonna kill someone." It's just like- 
no, these actions are developing, my instinct--my 
instinct is responding this way. Therefore I 
believe he's gonna try to kill 

Q: Thank you. Urn. And you said, you just 

mentioned 10 seconds. Um, did you recall from the 
time you guys came 97 and you got out your call, 
how long this, uh, event took? 

ATTY. WHELAN: I want to remind you of our 
discussion about time. And the zone that you were 
in at which time was from your experience point of 
view. So don't be guessing. I you have a real 
honest sense of it, that's fine but I think it's 
really clear you were in a focused zone where it 
might be difficult to estimate time. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. Um. 

INSP. DEDET: And to illustrate that for you, 

I'm going to play 10 seconds for you just so—now 
that you're not under stress, see how long 10 
seconds really is in a controlled environment. 

Here we go. [PAUSE] 

ATTY. WHELAN: Yeah. 

INSP. DEDET: Seems like a long time. 

OFFICER TIFFE: It is a long time. So, um, it 

could have happened a lot faster. As—as I think I 
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described, like, uh, especially after I pulled the 
trigger, things, uh, really, really slowed down. 

And I would say, you know, even before I pulled the 
trigger. But after pulling the trigger, it was 
almost as if I was watching myself so things were 
going so slow. 

INSP. DEDET: Have you ever been involved in, 

urn, any other--events that have affected you in 
similar fashion? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I've—I've experienced, 
uh, a lot of traumatic events, even before I became 
a police officer. 

INSP. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I can't recall if I've 
ever experienced quite like that. 

INSP. DEDET: Very good. Thank you. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Um, yeah, [UNINTELLIGIBLE] 

Carlos Sanchez again. Uh, Officer 
[UNINTELLIGIBLE], thank you for being here again. 

Um, glad you're—you're well and healthy and--and 
that you didn't get hurt. Uh. I just want to 
clarify a few things that, uh, [Officer] Dedet and, 
uh, [UNINTELLIGIBLE] most of it. Uh, 
[UNINTELLIGIBLE] you had one bullet in your chamber 

when you said you topped off your mag so you had 13 
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total. 


OFFICER TIFFE: That is correct. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Did you have [NOISE] 

[UNINTELLIGIBLE] with you? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um, I did. Not on my person. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay, so were those magazines 

given to the range [UNINTELLIGIBLE] person? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. How many of those? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I had two other, um, magazines. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And at the time when you 

got out of the car, you only had, uh, just your 
weapon. No spare magazines on you. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. All right. Sir, now at 

the time that you arrived, you heard the descript-- 
any description was put out on the air, other than 
what you—man chasing ^^^^^^|with a knife? 


OFFICER TIFFE: Um, it was 
both 5'5", uh, 30s. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I don't—I 



don't remember a 


clothing description. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. But you did get Hi 

Uh, description over the radio. 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And upon arriving or 

maybe en route, uh, did you and your partner make 
any type of plan or, uh, who was going where or 
even when you arrived and you saw the first person 
at the, uh, on the street by the car--by the 
driver's car window. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, no, we—we did not 
formulate a plan. Um. I think as I previously 
stated, we—we—we've been partners since 2006, 
even before we arrived at Mission Station. Um, we 
feed off one another. We've had countless 
discussions of how we're gonna handle situations. 
We've been in a lot of tight situations, uh, over 
the years. Um. So I knew it just--though it was 
not a car stop, but they were positioned as if it 
was a car stop. One's on the driver's side. One's 
on the passenger. And as we do with car stops, 
whoever the driver is, they go to the driver side. 
Passenger goes passenger. So it was just like 
natural. We just—we didn't discuss it. The only 
thing discussed was, um, my partner Eric Reboli is 
the one that's spotting. He said something to the 
effect, "There they are. Right there." And I 
said, "Where? Oh." And I said, "Oh." And that 
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was it. That was the only thing really discussed. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. So it's fair to say 

instinctively you went towards the street, and 
approached the vehicle from the passenger's side. 
Your partner went to the driver's side to approach 
the person he already saw by the mirror. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And did you see anyone 

in the vehicle? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No, I didn't see anyone in the 
vehicle. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Did you look in the vehicle at 

all? 


OFFICER TIFFE: I looked in the vehicle, uh, 
initially, and I didn't see anyone inside. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And so as you 

approached, uh, now on the passenger side, could 
you have described the, uh, subject with the knife 
against the--the--the car. Did you see both hands 
on the car? 


OFFICER TIFFE: I could not see his right hand. 
DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And, um, I was, to be honest, I 

was so taken back by looking at his face, uh, I 

didn't initially even see his left hand. My--when 
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I first saw him, 'cause I looked at his face, and I 
was kind of taken aback by what I saw. So as I got 
closer, his left hand came up and I saw it. And I 
still didn't see his right hand. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Could you describe, and I know- 

-just kind of slow it down a little bit in your 
mind, could you describe what you saw initially? 

Was the subject initially facing you? Was he 
facing the other side? Was he crouched down? Was 
he standing up? Was he—what you saw in your head. 

Where was his head? Was his body--was he— 
kneeling, standing? 

OFFICER TIFFE: He—he was standing. Um. Kind 
of leaning on the car. Um. His body was facing 
the street so that'd be westbound. Uh, he's facing 
the other individual. Um. He--he just turns his 
head to look at me as I'm coming up on him. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And we look at each other in 
the face. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Were you making any type of 

command as you were walking or as you approached 
him? 

OFFICER TIFFE: As I'm—as I got to the vehicle 
of my—uh, and we look at each other in the face, 
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um, I say, "Police." And, urn, I'm almost 100 
percent, uh, positive because he, um, I get this 
sense that he doesn't un--he doesn't recognize so 
I—even point to my star, which is right here. Um. 

DAI SANCHEZ: And at this point you had not 

taken out your weapon, correct? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I had not taken out my weapon. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Did you have anything in your 

hand? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I had nothing in my hand. 

DAI SANCHEZ: . Okay. And you're motioning 
with your right hand that you're pointing towards 
your star? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And you did that why? 

What did you perceive? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. Just in case he doesn't 
understand what I'm saying, you know? So he at 

least he has something to look at that I can be 

/ 

identified in because I know I'm in plainclothes. 

You know. Um. So I'm motioning to my star so 
maybe he can focus on—on that. You know, and 
though—you know. Even people that might not be 
able to read English know that that's police. In 
my experience, in the Mission, so that's at least 
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the best I do. I'm like--I'm almost positive I--I 
went like this. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Did you recognize him, did he-- 

acknowledging your star in any way or looking at 
it? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I never—no. Um. I can't tell 
if he looked at it. I can't-~like I've said, 
there's no--right, I can't even say he acknowledged 
anything. It's like he looked right through me. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Is that when you saw 

that he had that intent look, as you describe? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I saw that immediately. So, 
but, you know, even before I said, "Police." You 
know. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Did he say anything? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. Never once. 

DAI SANCHEZ: So he didn't--he hadn't said 

anything at all. I--now you said he looked very 
focused on his face. And when he looked through 
you, did you see--that he looked very focused or 
was he focused across as he was looking westbound? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. When I first saw him, um, 

I don't even recall if I saw him looking westbound. 
'Cause when I came up on him, we—we immediately 
looked at each other in the face. And I 
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immediately had this in my mind, like, taken aback, 
like, wow. He's looking right through me. 

DAI SANCHEZ: When you first saw him, about 

how far were you--you came in on the same car that 
he was on? Or were you a couple cars behind? When 
you first saw him? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. We were about a car length 
behind. So, uh, I approached from the rear. We 
parked in the street. Um. In that first lane 
right there. He's on—on the sidewalk. So I 
approached from the rear. Uh, once we made eye 
contact, I'm close to the sidewalk and I'm close to 
the rear bumper. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Rear bumper that he is 

on. That--that—the same car that he is-- 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Hugging, let's say. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And you said he did turn 

to you. Did he turn toward you when you first made 
the initial command, uh, to get on the ground or 
what were you--when did he turn toward you? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. 

DAI SANCHEZ: You remember, I don't 

[INAUDIBLE]. 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. I tell him, "Police." 

He—he doesn't acknowledge it. I'm--the whole 
time, I don't stop moving towards him. Uh, I'm 
moving--at some point, um, he turns towards me. 

And I see that he has an object in his hand. At 
this point I'm really close. So I never stopped 
and talked to him. I--because he never—he looked 
through me. So, um, I decided at that—well, I'm 
just—I'm not gonna stop. If he would acknowledge 
me, I would have stopped and talked to him. You 
know, and—but he didn't acknowledge so I--I moved. 
I, you know, I understand the severity of the call 
I was going to so I didn't know what he intended to 
do. Uh, he wasn't responding to me. I moved in. 

Um, at some point, um, he started to open up to me. 
But I—um, I was closer than I am to Sergeant 
Ravano at the time he opens up. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: And, uh, I think that he—he 
takes a step towards me but I--I could be mixed up. 
It could be I'm actually grabbing him at that 
point. 

DAI SANCHEZ: And tactically you're moving at 

a high speed. And you're walking fast or are you 
running? 
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OFFICER TIFFE: I am not running. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I'm walking. And I—I don't 
know if I'm walking fast. I don't know if I'm 
walking slow. 

DAI SANCHEZ: At—at a certain point you, uh, 

you're placing your partner, you believe he's on 
the--to the right of you. Could you expand on 
that? Was this when you were on the sidewalk? Is 
your partner on the sidewalk? To—to the right of 
where? In what direction are you standing when you 
feel he's on the right of you? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Oh, okay. Um. I am--I'm on 
the sidewalk. Um, like I said, it's a very large 
sidewalk. Um. I'm probably in the middle somewhat 
between the building line and the curb line. Um. 

There is a--tree that was north of the parked 
vehicle that we've been discussing. There's a 
parked vehicle in front of the parked vehicle. Um. 

My partner is north of me on the sidewalk to my 
right. Some way near that tree. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Great. Thank you. Uh, 
did you hear your partner talking to you or making 
any kind of commands to the subject? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I just—I don't —I don't 
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acknowledge what's said. I know I'm yelling. And 
I know my partner—I'm—I'm hearing my partner yell 
something. But I don't know what he says. Like I- 
-like I said, I--I know I said, "Drop the knife." 

I hear "Or I'll shoot." That might have been me. 

I don't know. So. But I hear, you know, "Or I'll 
shoot." It might have been me. It might have been 
my partner. But I do—like I said, I do hear him 
say stuff. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay, want to back you up just 

a sec. When you first acknowledge that your 
partner to your right, this before or after you 
were trying to take the subject down? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um, as I go hands on, I—not 
only do I sense my partner come towards me. I 
catch him out the corner of my eye. But I don't--I 
don't, uh, recognize where he's at because I'm 
gettin' twisted around in the same process. It's 
not until, um, I focus on the guy in question. I 
see the knife as I'm pulling my gun out. I 
actually see my partner to my— 

ATTY. WHELAN: After you disengaged with this 

guy. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: All right, so you see the 
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knife, then you disengage. You pull your gun out 
and by this time you already saw your partner to 
the right of you? So-- 

ATTY. WHELAN: No, he disengages when there's 
a motion towards your chest. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

ATTY. WHELAN: You don't see the knife until 
after you disengage. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. I see he's holding an 
object. He makes a motion towards my chest. I 
disengage. During that struggle, I see my partner 
coming to my aid. But to be specific with your 
answer, at what point do I know that he's on my 
right? North of me? It's as I'm pulling out my 
weapon. I'm already disengaged from this--the 
subject with the knife. Right. And then I know my 
partner's right there. I see him just north of me 
on the sidewalk. 

DAI SANCHEZ: What are you feeling right 

there at that time? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I think this guy is gonna 
kill me. And I--to be honest, I feel a sense of 
relief that I--I didn't get stabbed. Um. And, you 
know, um, I'm praying he drops the knife. I--I 
don't want to shoot. You know, I--I--you know, I 
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took the job understanding what I had to do in the 
line of duty, but I never prayed for this. So--you 
know, that's why I said, my thought might have--my 
words to myself was, oh, my God. So I wanted him 
to drop the knife and he didn't. Urn. So. I 
believe he was gonna kill me, if given the 
opportunity. And get—kill anybody in his way. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Now when you said he swung at 

you, made a motion, he had it with his right hand. 
Correct? And--was that correct? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And he had it upward, 

right? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn, he—when I first saw the 
knife, it is how you have it described, yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: But that is after he already 
took a swing at me. 

DAI SANCHEZ: That was after. 

OFFICER TIFFE: When I first saw his right 
hand, I--it was so close, it was—he had it held 
down by his side. I didn't see what was in his 
hand. Um. Even when he swung at me, and I'm 
moving away, I didn't see what he had. It wasn't 
until I was a--about myself and Sergeant Ravano's 
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distance, about 3 feet, and it was in his hand. I 
see that it was a very, you know, a large knife. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Now when you saw that was he 

facing you, was his body to the side of you? So is 
his left side towards you or was he facing--facing 
you? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I don't—I don't recall 
what--yeah. I don't recall. 

DAI SANCHEZ: So right after that you—you 

pulled—you pulled your gun out. Was he 
continually moving or—was the subject moving 
around? You mentioned something that he was 
turning. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes-- 

DAI SANCHEZ: If you could elaborate. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So our—our struggle, we were 
spinning around. So as I disengage, um, I don't 
see how he recovers. Uh, I know the disengagement 
did not knock me back physically. I just had taken 
a step back and I moved him away. Um. As I also 
described, he was—because I had my weight on him, 
I'm bigger than him. Um. He's—down. I'm bending 
his body down. And he swipes that way, towards my 
chest. And I--I spin him around. He's moving 
around. At this point, everything's so slow 
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motion. Um. I can't tell, like, I can't really 
describe his movements. I know he--he has the 
knife in his hand. And the knife is moving. 
Everything's going so slow. He moves towards my 
partner. My partner's screaming. I'm screaming. 
And even he moves into the street. 

DAI SANCHEZ: At what point did you hear the 

shots fired? As you're describing the way you just 
did. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um, I know he's--um, in between 
the two cars, is when I—when I hear the shots. 

Um. Yeah. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Did those shots make you think 

there was another threat, additional threat to 
anyone else or that--that it might have triggered 
you to fire? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um, no. I don't think those 
shots, um, um, in--I can Monday Morning 
Quarterback, but in the moment, I just--I just 
believe that, uh, this guy is tryin' to kill 
someone. And-- 

ATTY. WHELAN: And he raised the knife. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. 

ATTY. WHELAN: After you shot, he's got the 
knife out. 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. After I hear the shot, 
I--I see the knife go up. And that's when I shoot. 
The knife goes up, which compels me to shoot. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And when the knife went 

up, was he facing towards your partner? Was he 
facing towards you? Was he facing towards the 
street or the car, if you can recall? 

OFFICER TIFFE: He was facing, urn, southbound 
Folsom. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So he had--he had—it—it 
seemed to me he had fixated on something, even when 
the shots are goin' and the knife goes up. 

DAI SANCHEZ: And when you had the gun in 

your hand, again, if you slowed it down, uh, where 
was--where was the gun? In front of you? Were— 
were you holding it with both hands? Where were 
you shooting at? 

OFFICER TIFFE: The gun was in both hands. Um. 
It was raised. Um. Pointing. From the instant I 
pulled my gun out, um, my gun was on the guy with 
the knife. 

DAI SANCHEZ: And were you aiming--body mass, 

head shot, what were you thinking or if you were? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. I don't--I don't say I was 
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aiming because for example I can describe it this 
way. I'm kind of a weird, uh, when I--when I—go 
to the range. They'll tell you within a certain 
distance, you know, just shoot. You don't need to 
like close one eye. I always like to close one 
eye. Urn. At this point, I just--I had it raised. 

I didn't like close one eye to target a specific 
spot. I raised it, pointed, it's close proximity. 
Urn. And I believe that if I shot, I would have 
hit. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Now it was right after 

you fired your shot that you noticed the subject go 
down. Did you see your partner, where he was at 
that point? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Um. No. Um. I know he was to 
my right. 'Cause I can—I can just feel him and 
then, um, but when I see him go down and everything 
really slowed down. It's already slow enough. But 
it really slowed down. Um. I just remember 
looking to see if the guy with the knife is still a 
threat. I see he's not moving. Um. And I just 
remember just—kind of almost like watching myself 
re-holster my weapon. And then that's when I got 
to—I got to put it out and I start putting it out 
and I see my partner, uh, go to the subject with 
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the knife. And I believe at that point that's when 


he handcuffs him. 


DAI SANCHEZ: 

You were still on the sidewalk 


at that point, seeing the subject between cars? Is 
that fair to say? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 

Uh, no. He--he's in the 


street 


DAI SANCHEZ: 

He's in the street? 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

Yeah. 

DAI SANCHEZ: 

Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

Near the^-the front bumper. 

ATTY. WHELAN: 

Left. 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

Left front bumper, yeah. 

DAI SANCHEZ: 

And you remained on the 


sidewalk. Were other units arriving or were you 
hearing any—sense--any units arriving? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. I could and not--to--step 
by step, I--my first thing is I get shut--I go, 
"Shot." I got on, I said, "Shots fired." I have 
my little experience with the radio. Um. Then I 
hear units coming on. 


ATTY. WHELAN: 

You broadcast on your radio or 

was it, uh, Reboli 

s that you picked up and 


broadcast-- 


OFFICER TIFFE 

I did not pick up Reboli's 
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radio. Yeah. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Did you—right after you—you 

put it on the radio, uh, did you notice anybody 
else there? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, the first person I noticed 
was, um, Officer [Cabio]. Uh, I saw--actually, I 
saw someone respond. I couldn't tell who it was. 

They were across, um, and somebody yelled out, 

"Blue on blue." And then I seen the--Josh [Cabio] 
run over and he really--he went straight towards, 
uh, 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: The that was not shot. 

DAI SANCHEZ: And you believed the situation 

at that point was Code 4. You did not--or were you 
thinking of the other subject that you guys had 
initially approached or the person that may have 
been--the person with--not the knife, but the other 
person that your partner first saw and you saw on 
the--on the street side by the car? By the 
driver's side. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I'm not sure what—what you're 
asking. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Well, do you recall--or if you 

do recall or wonder where the other subject was 
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that was on the street when you first arrived at 
the scene? 

OFFICER TIFFE: When? 

DAI SANCHEZ: At--at the point after you put 

it out on the radio, after you shot to--after you 
fired— 

ATTY. WHELAN: I thought you just said he was- 
-I thought he just said he saw with this 

individual? 

DAI SANCHEZ: So— 

ATTY. WHELAN: So it's not clear what 
timeframe or when you're asking. So let's start 
again on it. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Right after you put it out on 

the radio-- 

OFFICER TIFFE: Hm-hmm. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Over the radio, "Shots fired." 

Did you wonder where the other subject was? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Urn. No. And.I'll say that 
because, uh, I--I just--it was just--it was surreal 
moment. I just, you know, um, I believe the guy 
with the knife was dead and I just—I couldn't 
believe that happened. So to answer your questions 
100 percent honest, no. I've-- 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Yeah. 

OFFICER TIFFE: But, you know, thank God within 
minutes I—uh, not even minutes, sorry. I didn't 
even know the time. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Yes. 

OFFICER TIFFE: ^—I see with 

m. And I said, "Oh, my God." And I nodded and 
said, "Oh, my God." Right. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Right. Thank you [INAUDIBLE]. 

SGT. RAVANO: Urn, so couple—one—one of 

which is a very basic question. I ask everybody.

OFFICER TIFFE: It just has a solid light 
that's [affixated] to the rearview mirror that when 
we illuminate it, it's red—you know, it's red then 
blue or whatever. 

SGT. RAVANO: Sure. So, um, it—so it has 

that red light center of the front windshield up 
around where the rearview mirror would be? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 
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SGT. RAVANO: And do you know whether that 

was activated, uh, when you were responding to the 
call? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, we did not respond Code 3. 

SGT. RAVANO: Okay. Um. 

OFFICER TIFFE: We drove, um—uh, quickly but, 
um, lawfully to the scene. It was no—we—we drove 
with a sense of urgency but we also were right 
there. We didn't want to—you know, miss 
running. Feel like idiots so we just drove 
normally and, you know, looking. 

SGT. RAVANO: Sure. Obviously I was just 

looking for the point of whether he could recognize 
you as police even before you came to a stop. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. 

SGT. RAVANO: Um— 

OFFICER TIFFE: I don't know if at any point 
when we stopped, if Eric switched on the red light. 

SGT. RAVANO: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: It—it—he could have. I don't 

know. 

SGT. RAVANO: All right. Um. It—when you 

approached the two who were on opposite sides of 
this vehicle, hovering over it, correct? And was 
that in the area of the hood or was in the center 
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of the car? Whereabouts was that? 

OFFICER TIFFE: It was, uh, side view mirror 

area. 

SGT. RAVANO: Okay. There was a point at 

which you described, um, the man with the knife 
having going back and forth in front and remember 
that? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: Do you recall where he was 

looking at the time that that knife was moving? 

Uh, side-side, in front? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Uh, no, I—I don't recall 
'cause, well, as—as I've said a few times, we—um, 
him and I got spun around a little bit. 

SGT. RAVANO: And, um, just to be clear. I 

know it's very difficult, uh, difficult thing. At 
the time you showed up and you maybe fired one 
shot, you saw the man with the knife react 
afterwards, right? In--in relation to—getting 
shot. Is that correct? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: Um. And frankly, why did you 

top shooting? 

OFFICER TIFFE: He fell. It was almost, um, I 
felt as though it was instantaneous. As I pulled 
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the trigger, he fell. If I would have continued to 
fire, urn, I would have fired into a house across 
the street. 

SGT. RAVANO: Is it fair to say you believe 

the threat had come to an end? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I believed the threat had come 
to an end. I stopped firing. I looked and—um, he 
wasn't moving. 


SGT. RAVANO: Thank you, Officer. 

OFFICER TIFFE: All right. 

INSP. DEDET: Just a couple of quick 

questions. Would you say that when you discharged 
your weapon you were within 7 yards?

It— 

it was some time in--2000--I think 7? 2007 or 

2008. Must have been 2007. 

SGT. RAVANO: Okay, and yesterday, um, what ' 


shift were you working? 

OFFICER REBOLI:- Uh, we were working the, 
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yesterday? What was your call sign? 

OFFICER REBOLI: We were the 3 David 39. 

SGT. RAVANO: Were you in uniform or in 


plainclothes? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Plainclothes. 

SGT. RAVANO: Uh, what Watch Off group are 

you? 

OFFICER REBOLI: 

SGT. RAVANO: And who's your immediate 

supervisor? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Dan Silver. Sergeant Dan 

Silver. 

SGT. RAVANO: And yesterday your, um, 

firearm, [NOISE] sorry, your duty weapon? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: Do you recall the make of that 

weapon? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, [6 hour]. 

SGT. RAVANO: And the model? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, uh, 226, I believe it 

is. 

SGT. RAVANO: Is it a .40 caliber? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: And you made any modifications 

to that gun? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I had the additional grips 

put on, the rubber grips. 

SGT. RAVANO: Did you, uh, have a secondary 

firearm? 

OFFICER REBOLI: No. 

SGT. RAVANO: And the vehicle you went was, 

uh, the vehicle you were in, was it marked or 
unmarked? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Unmarked. 

SGT. RAVANO: And were you the driver of that 

vehicle? 


OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: Do you recall the vehicle 

number? 


OFFICER REBOLI: No. 

SGT. RAVANO: How about the make, model. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, Crown Vic. 

SGT. RAVANO: That's a Ford. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: All right. Officer Reboli. Urn. 

Regarding the event yesterday, can you just-- 

[UNINTELLIGIBLE] with, uh, start to finish by the 

. . _ 
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narrative, um, from the beginning all the way to 
the end, as best as you can recall. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Sure. Um. There was a 

call put out, uh--sent around 24th and Folsom. The 
call was a person being chased by male with 

a knife. Um. We were a few blocks away. I 
believe it was 24th and Harrison, somewhere around 
there. Uh, I proceeded down south to 25th Street 
and 25th Street, uh, west over to Folsom Street. 

Uh, Dispatch had updated that, uh, was 

being chased southbound towards 25th. Uh, we got 
to the intersection of 25th and Folsom. Um. Uh, 
mid-block on the east side of the street, which 
would have been the northbound lanes of traffic, I 
saw some--some movement. Some people kind of in 
the street, running around. I alerted Officer 
Tiffe of what I had seen, proceeded northbound. 1 
And roughly mid-block, uh, on the east side of the 
street, I saw a uh, leaning against a parked 

vehicle, um, and it looked like there was another 
male on the sidewalk. Stopped the car. Um. One 
or two car L anes south of them I alerted Officer 
Tiffe that I saw somebody on the sidewalk. Uh, I 
approachedwho was standing in the lane of 
traffic, but leaning against the parked vehicle. I 
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announced myself as police and immediately grabbed 
that subject, urn, by right arm and (HKHH 

left arm. Kind of pinned arms together, due to 

the nature of the call being somebody with a knife. 
Uh, as I approached I could tell ^ was out of 

breath. ^|was breathing hard. Um. I told we 

were gonna move onto the sidewalk, just out of pure 
safety. Didn't want to be in a lane of traffic. 

As I was walking^^^H i- n between the two parked 
cars, I saw Officer Tiffe was verbally engaged with 
somebody. Uh. Officer Tiffe was facing me and all 
I could see of the subject was kind of the back of 
his head. He looked to be a shorter individual. 

Uh, as I moved around--to move the subject around 
to the—between about the center of the cars—of 
the parked cars, uh, I looked up and saw Officer 
Tiffe was engaged in a, uh, physical struggle with 
the subjects. Um. The person I had was saying 
something to me. I—I--uh, I couldn't understand 
what |^fas saying. I disengaged with that 
individual. And I ran to, uh, assist Officer Tiffe 
in--in the struggle. Uh. As I got about 5, 6 feet 
away from both of them, uh, I saw Officer Tiffe 
lunge backwards. He put his hands up. Uh. In a, 
uh, not even a defensive manner but, yeah, I saw 
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his palms were facing outward. Uh, and then I saw 
a flash of very large silver, uh, knife. Um. As I 
saw them disengage from each other, the subject 
turned and was now, uh, facing and running towards 
me. So I immediately stopped and lunged myself 
backwards. And, um, I would—I reached for, uh, 
what I believed was my pepper spray, um, and at the 
same time I reached for my firearm. I—gave a 
verbal command. Uh, I believe I said something 
like, "Police, drop the knife." Or "Drop the 
knife." Uh. Subject continued for, uh, towards me 
but he was also kind of near the parked car. So 
I'm on the sidewalk now and there's the parked car, 
the subject, and me. And then Officer Tiffe would 
be south of him. Um. Uh. Subject looked at me. 
Looked at Officer Tiffe. Continued to kind of— 
kind of advance. I again saw the flash of the—the 
knife. And at that moment I—feared for my life. 
I--I--f eare d that Officer Tiffe had been, uh, 
stabbed, cut in some way. I, uh, I knew the other 
subject that I had, uh, came in contact was still 
in very close proximity. So I--I was fearful that 
| was possibly, uh, life was in danger. So I 

fired upon the subject. 

SGT. RAVANO: And, yeah, you continue— 
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OFFICER REBOLI: Oh, urn, unaware of how 

many times I fired. It was more than once. Um. I 
saw the subject's all in a motion kind of turn. 

He--he was now facing or he was kind of moving away 
into the street. I saw him take a step or two and 
then he collapsed. Uh, I saw the knife fall from 
his--from his grip and it came to rest on the 
street. Um. I still had my firearm out. I 
advanced towards him. And at this point I could 
hear somebody from across the street, a um, 

screaming that somebody had been shot over there. 

Uh, I didn't know in reference to which "there" H 
was speaking of but at first I thought it was at 

location across the street. Um. I yelled back 
at Officer Tiffe to put out our exact location. 

Um. I could hear units—I could hear their 
engines. I could hear that they were on their way 
but it did seem like it took for—forever, that 
the--before anyone got on the scene. Um. Some 
point I handcuffed the subject. His right hand was 
underneath him. I could see that there was blood 
beginning to, uh, emanate from him. I handcuffed 
him. I saw the knife was far enough away. I left 
it there. I immediately responded across the 
street to see if possibly someone had been struck 
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by a stray round or something. Um. Search of the 
sidewalk, although brief, I didn't find anybody. I 
didn't find any damage to any vehicles or broken 
windows or anything. Um, at this point units were 
now arriving on scene and—um, I was able to 
retrieve my, uh, radio and I think I broadcasted, 
uh, the exact location as well as, uh, a unit was, 
uh, rendering aid to the subject. At that point, 
uh, enough units were on-scene, uh, that I--I let 
kind of--the--the arriving units take over at that 
point. I asked Officer Tiffe if he was okay, if he 
was hurt, if he was cut, stabbed, and, uh, he said 
he didn't think so. 

SGT. RAVANO: Okay. So. You and Officer 

Tiffe are, uh, you guys are partners, right? And 
you've been partners for some time. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: How long have you guys been 

partners for? 

OFFICER REBOLI: We partnered up at 

Ingleside when we were on probation. Uh, and then 
we both were transferred to Mission Station and we 
were partners for several years, uh, in 
plainclothes. I spent a couple years on a 
different shift with some different officers. But 
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for the past--at least two to two-and-a-half years 
we've been, uh, partners again. So the majority of 
our careers, we were partners. 

SGT. RAVANO: So I'm just going through all 

that. What I want to do is--I'm just going to walk 
you back through that. Um. You guys heard a call 
from [UNINTELLIGIBLE]. You guys heard a call on a, 
uh, person with a knife at 24th and Folsom. 

Believe the call, urgent call, was someone being 
chased— 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: By male with a knife. 

And what was the description? I'm sorry. 

OFFICER REBOLI: I don't recall what the 

description was given. 

SGT. RAVANO: And you guys were in the-- 

[immediate vicinity]. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, we were within a few 

blocks, yes. We were on 24th Street. 

SGT. RAVANO: You were on 24th Street. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: You approached the call for 

service area, generally at 24th and Folsom, from 
what direction? Which—which route did you guys 
take? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: We took, uh, I went 

southbound. I believe it was on--uh, I believe it 
was either Harrison. I don't know the actual 
street but we went southbound to 25th. Then we 
went, uh, westbound on 25th till we got to Folsom 
'cause the dispatcher advised that they were 
running southbound on Folsom. 

SGT. RAVANO: And from Folsom, uh, you guys 

took a right, I understand? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. We turned right, 

which would have been northbound direction. 

SGT. RAVANO: You just started it as, uh, 

mid-block, east side, you saw some movement? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: Uh, and you alerted Officer 

Tiffe to this movement. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: You saw someone both on the 

sidewalk and on the street? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Urn, correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: Where in relation to each other 

were they? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, the one—the one 

subject that I came in contact with, ^|was on the 
driver's side of the vehicle, leaning on the hood, 
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like where the windshield and door frame of the 
hood? was kind of leaning on—on that--on the 

wheel. And then there was another subject, which 
was on the opposite side of the vehicle, on the 
sidewalk. Um. His exact location was somewhere in 
that same general area, the passenger side door. 

SGT. RAVANO: You said you approached 

northbound on Folsom? Um. You stopped how many 
car lengths away? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I would say one to two car 

lengths. 

SGT. RAVANO: Is that when--you stopped your 

vehicle? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: And--both you and Officer 

Tiffe, uh, exited your vehicle and approached the 
two subjects. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: And you went to the subject who 

was on the street side, who was leaning over the 
hood of the car. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: All right. And Officer Tiffe— 

and you saw Officer Tiffe walk--uh, approach the 
second subject on the sidewalk side? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: Yeah. I saw Officer Tiffe 

make his way to the sidewalk but then my viewpoint 
was on, uh, the subject I was engaging with and I 
kept Officer Tiffe in the--my peripheral. 

SGT. RAVANO: Okay. And the subject that you 

ultimately contacted, uh, you say grabbed ^^|and 
then walked between the two cars. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. I grabbed 

and--and was attempting to move on the sidewalk 

where we'd have a--a safer, uh, vantage point to 
being able to search and figure out what 

investigation was going on--or needed. 

SGT. RAVANO: And what was this person's 

demeanor, uh, when you initially contacted them? 

OFFICER REBOLI: ^ was, uh, very out of 

breath. Again, H was, uh, urn, when I grabbed 
there was no tensing of ^^^oerson. 
seemed to be, uh, almost exhausted. So. 

SGT. RAVANO: Did ^Hsay anything in 

particular? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Again, I heard voice. 

I heard^^H saying something but I can't recall 
what exactly was saying. 

SGT. RAVANO: And you had--did you identify-- 

you identified yourself simply as a police officer. 
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OFFICER REBOLI: Correct, Before I—I--I 

touched that person, I identified myself. I said, 
"Police." I grabbed I said, "Let's get out 

of the street and figure out what's going on," or 
something to that effect. 

SGT. RAVANO: And while you have this person, 

uh, that you contacted initially, uh, you see 
Officer Tiffe on the sidewalk with the other 
subject. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: Across the length of--of the 

vehicle. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yeah, across the width, 

you know, of the—of the vehicle. 

SGT. RAVANO: And initially what was the 

guy's reaction? If you recall. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I—originally, I 

glanced. I saw if he was verbally speaking to him. 
Um. Uh, I couldn't hear what was being discussed 
or anything but, uh, again, Officer Tiffe was 
facing me and the subject was--had his back to me. 

SGT. RAVANO: Okay. And after that. You 

said that Officer Tiffe, uh, there was a physical 
struggle. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct, uh, within, uh, a 
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couple seconds of that inter--interaction, uh, I-- 
you know, I was moving the subjects, uh, that I had 
in between the two cars. Um, I—I glanced again 
and that's when I saw that they were engaged in the 
struggle. 

SGT. RAVANO: And because of that you then 

released your hold of the initial subject, who you 
had. They were gonna walk to the sidewalk. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: Right. And then where did D 

go again? I'm sorry. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I don't know. 

was not on the sidewalk during this--he--uh, 
apparently went into the street or stayed on the, 
uh, at the vehicle. 

SGT. RAVANO: On the street side of the 

vehicle? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: And it was after that--or 

correct me if I'm wrong. Excuse me. Um. There 
was a physical struggle and you described it 
briefly earlier. What—what was the initial 
observation that you made with Officer—Officer 
Tiffe and this subject on the sidewalk? 

OFFICER REBOLI: They were engaged in the 
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struggle. It looked like Officer Tiffe was trying 
to--to take him down to the ground. Uh, they were- 
-they were definitely—he had his hands on him. 

And the subject was, uh, violently resisting. 

SGT. RAVANO: And after this initial physical 

resistance that you observed, urn, did you see 
anything exceptional? I know you mentioned that 
you saw a large silver knife. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, yes. Yes, again, when 

I saw the struggle, I was running towards them and 
again when I got within about 5, 6 feet from them 
is when I saw Officer Tiffe lunge himself backwards 
with his hands up and I saw the knife, urn, come up. 

Uh, I--I can't recall what direction it was — 
whether there was a sideways slash or 
[UNINTELLIGIBLE] slash but I definitely saw the 
knife flash in—in front of me. 

SGT. RAVANO: Do you remember if this knife 

was in the right or left hand of the subject? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I don't recall which hand 

it was in. 

SGT. RAVANO: . So you saw the large knife, 
large silver knife, uh, Tiffe disengages. You see 
the large silver knife and what does the subject do 
next? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, again he's—he's 

spinning away from Officer Tiffe and he's now 
spinning and running at me so I'm--I stop and--um-- 
take a large step backwards. May even have been a 
second one, which put me more into the center of 
the sidewalk. Um. It's a pretty wide sidewalk 
between the street and the houses. Um. So I was, 
uh, approximately 5 to 6 feet from the curb of 
Folsom Street, of the sidewalk. 

SGT. RAVANO: And--and where was the subject 

at this point then? 

OFFICER REBOLI: He was still running at 

me, uh, a couple feet from the curb, I guess. 

SGT. RAVANO: Like he was-~he was on the 

sidewalk or on the street? 

OFFICER REBOLI: On the sidewalk. 

SGT. RAVANO: He was on the sidewalk. And at 

that point he still had the--the knife in his hand? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: Do you remember if the knife 

was held upwards, downwards or [INAUDIBLE]. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, he was moving around. 

I was seeing flashes of the knife. Uh, I--I 
believe he had the knife to where he--he had the 
grip with the knife blade facing out--upward. 
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SGT. RAVANO: It was at that point that you-- 

you take notice--you step back or at this point 
you--stood your ground. 

OFFICER REBOLI: At this point I--I think I 

pretty much stood my ground. I had my weapon drawn 
and I was giving a verbal command to, uh, to drop 
the knife. 

SGT. RAVANO: What were those commands? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I--again, it was--he was-- 

it was definitely "drop the knife". Uh, I--I can't 
recall if I—I announced, "Police, drop the knife," 
or "drop the knife, police." Something to that 
effect. 

SGT. RAVANO: At this point where--where was 

Officer Tiffe in relation to you? 

OFFICER REBOLI: He was still to my left. 

He was in my peripheral but I--I could not, uh, see 
him because I was so focused on the subject but I 
knew that he was to my left because I could send 
the movement. 

SGT. RAVANO: Did you hear Officer Tiffe say 

anything? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I don't recall. 

SGT. RAVANO: How about the suspect or the 

subject? Did he--did this person say anything? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: I don't recall him saying 

anything. 

SGT. RAVANO: So after the command, "Drop the 

knife," or "Police, drop the knife," something to 
that effect, um, the next action that this subject 
took was—was waving the knife in the air. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Oh— 

SGT. RAVANO: Waving it around? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Right. Yeah. In a—I 

want to say like in a slashing motion. He was 
definitely moving it around, uh, towards and at me 
and--I guess would be Officer Tiffe's proximity as 
well. 

SGT. RAVANO: And you initially stated that 

you feared for Officer Tiffe, that he may have been 
cut or he may have sustained some type of injury as 
the result of this knife. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. Due to the—the 

physical, uh, engagement with each other in close 
proximity, it — I —I believe that he had been hit, 
stabbed, cut, or had his—some form of—of harm 
done to him. 

SGT. RAVANO: And I know you mentioned the 

other subject that you had initially, uh, 
contacted, were you worried about this person? I 
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mean— 

OFFICER REBOLI: Absolutely. Again, |^|was 

in the very near proximity, um, and I—I--I believe 
that whatever harm was, uh, being attempted to 
would have continued to have been done to 

SGT. RAVANO: And you had said, you know, 

based on stabbing, the slashing of the knife, the 
fear that Officer Tiffe was injured, and the 
proximity to the other subject you initially 
contacted that, uh, you fired the weapon. 

OFFICER REBOLI: As well as his, uh, 

proximity to me, I know he's well within that--that 
fatal distance with the--with the knife to my--my 
person. Uh, I definitely fired in fear of my own 
life and safety. 

SGT. RAVANO: We're going back just to the 

firearm a little bit, um--do you'generally have a 
full mag and then, uh, one in your chamber, in your 
firearm? 


OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: You do? Um. Was your firearm 

fully loaded? Yes or no? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: So it had 12 in a magazine? 

Magazine that was 12 and one in the chamber? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: And you remember loading that 


gun at some point. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, last time I was at the 


range in November. 

SGT. RAVANO: And you have not [reloaded] 

that--that magazine or taken it out, inspected it, 
as you know? 


OFFICER REBOLI: No. 

SGT. RAVANO: So after—after you shot—you 

don't know how many times you shot. Is that 
correct? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: Urn. Did anyone else fire? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I believe Officer Tiffe 


fired at least once. 

SGT. RAVANO: Urn. Did you—so you fired 

initially? What was the reaction of the subject at 
that point? 


OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I mean, I can't say 

for certain if I fired first or if Officer Tiffe 
fired first because it was almost simultaneous, um- 
-uh, the subject was—in kind of in slow motion. 

Urn. Kind of turned away from me and again he then 
took like a step or two towards the street and then 
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that's where he--just collapsed. 

SGT. RAVANO: And after he collapsed, you had 

said you saw the knife fall close to him. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: And the [UNINTELLIGIBLE] the 

knife to where he left. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, he was face-down. His 

right arm was underneath him. Uh, his left arm was 
out from his—his body, and the knife was—up above 
his left shoulder in the street but within--if he 
were to reach out, he probably would have been able 
to touch the knife. 

SGT. RAVANO: It was at that moment that you 

said that you heard a scream from somewhere 

in the vicinity. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: And was it you or was it 

Officer Tiffe who actually put out the radio call? 

I think you said you dropped your radio. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yeah, my--my radio had 

fallen during this incident. 

SGT. RAVANO: And you had sort of--had asked 

Officer Tiffe to broadcast your location. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: Did you remember if Officer 
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Tiffe was able to get on the radio? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I remember seeing him with 

his--his hand-held mike. Uh, I don't know if he 
was able to broadcast or not. 

SGT. RAVANO: And once the subject fell, uh, 

you said that, uh, hand cuff the subject and you 
heard the cops--well, by cops, we're talking about 
sirens, screeching tires, that type of thing. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: Did you ever [UNINTELLIGIBLE]-- 

uh, excuse me. And then you immediately went and 
searched for a stray [INAUDIBLE] that may have gone 
through past the target. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: And you didn't find anyone who 

[INAUDIBLE]. 

OFFICER REBOLI: No. 

SGT. RAVANO: Urn, and you picked up your 

radio. And were able to put, uh, the broadcast 
out. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: And you said that, uh, units 

soon after began rendering aid to the subject on 
the ground. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 
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SGT. RAVANO: Do you recall who that was? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Believe it was, uh, 

Officer [Beadie} which would have been the David 
74 . 

SGT. RAVANO: And was he in uniform? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: Did you note any other officers 

who came on scene? Um, maybe—they may be prior, 
uh, subsequent to, uh. Officer [Beadie]? I'm sure 
there were a lot. 

OFFICER REBOLI: There were quite a few 

officers responding. I--I—Sergeant Montoya was 
one of the , first I recognized on the scene. Um. 

There was Officer [Cabile], uh, was there. I think 
he may—he and his partner may have been the first 
on scene. Uh, and then at that point it's—it—the 
entire intersection of--kind of filled up with 
officers. 

SGT. RAVANO: And did Sergeant Montoya 

contact you at some point? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: On the scene? And you were 

transported back to Mission Station. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. RAVANO: Excuse me one sec. You had

mentioned that--mentioned the fatal distance. Uh, 
we're just going all the way though. I'm sorry. 

Urn. In regards to the subject. Could you kind of 
elaborate a bit? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Um. There's a theory that 

within--with an armed subject with a knife within 
20 feet of a subject, even with a firearm, uh, that 
there's a high ability of—of fatality of--to the 
person that's being attacked by the person with the 
knife just 'cause the--the person's able to advance 
on the subject with—with their knife and it is for 
the person to back up or be able to take any kind 
of defensive motion. 

SGT. RAVANO: And did you feel like you're 

within that fatal distance? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I know I was.

OFFICER REBOLI: Um, I'm not sure which 

point that you're referring to. 

SGT. RAVANO: That, uh, maybe immediately 

prior or while the shots are being fired. 
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OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. Yes. Uh, at one 

point the subject was not just south but he--almost 
turning away from me to get onto the street 'cause 
I was facing--when I fired, I was—on the sideway 
facing the street. So the subject, which was 
originally facing me, was then turning into the 
street. 

SGT. RAVANO: And this--was this in between 

the two parked cars that you initially walked 
through? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: Uh, in relation to the--the 

vehicle on the southern--uh, the southern view--I 
guess there are two--vehicle are—are parallel 
parked there. Urn. Do you recall where in relation 
to the front of that first vehicle the subject was? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, when I started firing? 

SGT. RAVANO: Yeah. 

OFFICER REBOLI: He was--probably closer to 

the bumper but on the sidewalk so he was probably 
equal with the bumper. 

SGT. RAVANO: But still on the sidewalk. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. RAVANO: What was the, um, I think I 

already asked his, but what was the subject's, uh, 
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initial reaction, uh, to the first rounds? Did he 
fall immediately? 

OFFICER REBOLI: No. NO. I—he kind of 

stood there and I—to be honest with you, didn't 
even—I didn't think I hit him or he was hit 
because he--he stood there and then he was--again, 
all in kind of slow motion, but his body wasn't 
moving in any direction. He just slowly kind of 
turned and--and then like I said, took a one, maybe 
two steps, and then hit the ground. 

SGT. RAVANO: What was the subject's demeanor 

overall? I mean, I--in terms of, I mean, the--the- 
-the--you didn't say anything, right? There was 
nothing said. 

OFFICER REBOLI: I never heard--I never 

conversed with--I never heard him--any--anything 
that he said. 

SGT. RAVANO: You just observed his--I guess, 

actions with the knife. I'm sorry, I defer to you. 

SGT. DEDET: Yeah, I have a couple of 

questions and I apologize in advance because I 
might be a little redundant in the questions that 
Tony already asked. Urn. Want to focus a little 
bit moire on distances. And, uh, but before we get 
into that, the description--I--I believe you stated 
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that you have no—you have no recollection of any 
specific description that was provided for the 
call. 

SGT. RAVANO: The— 

SGT. DEDET: Other than going back to 

chasing with the knife. Okay. Uh, 

was there any mention, if you can recall, whether 
or not, uh, any ethnicity was mentioned? Were they 
Hispanic, Blacks, or— 

OFFICER REBOLI: I can't say for certain 

but-- 

SGT. DEDET: When you and your partner 

arrived on scene, uh, you had in your mind that you 
were responding to an event where a knife had been 
reported being used. Is that correct? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. Uh. As you approached 

the sidewalk and, uh, took 
control I believe you said you started to 

walk^^H onto the sidewalk when you noticed that 
your partner was in--engaged in some sort of 
physical confrontation with the other Is that 

correct? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. What kind of business 
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are we talking about when you first noticed it? 

That engagement [UNINTELLIGIBLE] was having? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, it was—we were in the 

street at approximately where the headlight would 
be on the parked car, on the front bumper of the 
driver's side? 

SGT. DEDET: Driver's side? Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: And we were coming around 

in between the two cars. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Officer Tiffe was on the 

sidewalk with the subjects. 

SGT. DEDET: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, so— 

SGT. DEDET: Was he away from the car? 

OFFICER REBOLI: He was away from the car, 

approx--uh--I'd say 3 to 5 feet away from the car? 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. And we add to that maybe 

the width of the car? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. DEDET: From where you were? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. DEDET: And, uh, if it's now gonna be 

5, 6 feet from where you are? 

OFFICER REBOLI: About 6 feet, yeah. 
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SGT. DEDET: About 6 feet? So we're talking 

about 9, maybe 10 feet, tops? Or approximately? 

OFFICER REBOLI: From my location to his. 

SGT. DEDET: To his. 

OFFICER REBOLI: I would have been 6 feet 

to the sidewalk and then from the front bumper down 
to where they were approximately I would say 
somewhere between 10 to 15 feet. 

SGT. DEDET: 10 to 15 feet, okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Because again, they were 

actively in a--it was a moving struggle. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. And I believe that it 

was your impression that your partner was trying to 
take the person to the ground? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. DEDET: And did he succeed in doing it? 

OFFICER REBOLI: No. 

SGT. DEDET: Do you recall how your partner 

was hanging onto this individual? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, it looked like he had 

his hand on the shoulder and it looked like he was 
trying to spin him on, you know, to do the— 

SGT. DEDET: To--to lose his balance? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Right. To have him go 

face down but they—they were--they were moving a 
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little bit together. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. Do you recall what-- 

which shoulder your partner was trying to gain 
control of? The individual's left or right 
shoulder? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I can't say for 

certain. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. Uh. Do you recall if 

your partner was moving to his left or to his 
right? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, again, I can't say for 

certain.

upon seeing that, I believe you stated that you 
released the individual you were dealing with, went 
to go help your partner. You got within about 6 
feet of the subject's back when you saw a flaying 
motion and you realized that he had a knife. You 
actually saw a knife, I believe. Is that-- 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. Could you describe that? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Describe the knife or the 

motion? 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. Oh, the knife first. 

OFFICER REBOLI: The knife was a very large 
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silver, uh, serrated, like, looked like a steak 
knife. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Only--it appeared to be--9 

to 12 inches in length. The blade plus the handle. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. And, uh, in the 

aftermath of everything you saw that knife in the 
street as well.

first saw the knife, did you have--do you think you 
captured that much detail of the knife initially or 
just that it was a large knife?

And, uh, the 

motion, if you can, uh, uh, the motion that the guy 

made towards your partner, too.

OFFICER REBOLI: The call was, uh, 

chased bymale, uh, with a knife. 

DAI SANCHEZ: With a knife. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. With a knife. All 

right. Now prior to arriving at the scene, you 
said you're making that--pretty close to the 
vicinity where it happened. On your way there did 
you have any discussion with your partner, uh, what 
you would do or any kind of plan as you approached, 
especially after the facts? I mean, even before 
and when you arrived and you saw a couple 
individuals kind of mid-block, you said. 

OFFICER REBOLI: I don't recall any real 

discussion other than we're looking for two people 
running down Folsom Street because Dispatch had, 
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uh, advised that they were now running southbound 
from 24th Street on Folsom so they would have been 
running towards 25th Street. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And in your response did 

you respond Code 3 or you were responding, uh, with 
any kind of lights or what type of speed? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, we were responding 

expeditiously but not Code 3. Um. We did not 
activate our siren or red light or anything due to 
our proximity. But I was clearing intersections. 

I—I don't think I stopped completely at the stop 
signs at 24th and Treat--or 25th and Treat, but I— 
cleared intersection and made sure everything—plus 
we're also looking for people still running because 
I—sometimes there is a delay in the information 
from Dispatch and what's actually being done. So 
the call's out 24th and Folsom. By the time it 
gets broadcasting, they could be running already 
past 25th Street on Folsom, so you're looking in 
the totality of the area for subjects running. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And when you did see 

someone mid-block, and you said you stopped about a 
couple—couple car lengths behind? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Did you--did you initiate any 
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lights at that point? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I don't recall. I'm— 

I don't know. I don't think so. Because I was—I 
was focused on the subjects that I--that I could--I 
had my eyes on, as well as the--the, uh, 
silhouette, the person on the--the sidewalk. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And you went for the 

subject nearest, um, the driver's side of the car? 

Right? That was parked? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. I went to the 

subject that would have been nearest to me. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And you knew, or your 

partner tell you, or just out of being partners for 
awhile, I don't want to put words in your mouth, 
did you see your partner was going to the subject 
that was on the sidewalk? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, yes. Again, when we— 

when we pulled up, I told Craig, I said, "Hey, 
there's somebody on the sidewalk." And I said, 

"And ^^^^^|and there'^^^^^^(right there leaning 
against a car," so when we got out, I made my way 
to the person leaning against the car and then I--I 
didn't see what direction Craig took to get to the 
.sidewalk. But when I made contact, that's when I 
saw Craig was talking to the—the subject. 
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DAI SANCHEZ: And when you said you--you saw 

the--the person on the--sidewalk, uh, and your 
approach. Could you tell us what you saw that 
person doing or facing or what direction he was 
looking at or if he was doing anything at all, if 
you recall? 

OFFICER REBOLI: The person on the 

sidewalk? 

DAI SANCHEZ: Yes. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, once I got out of the 

car, I could--I--I couldn't see the subject until I 
saw him with Officer Tiffe. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. But what did you see 

when you did see him? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I saw there was just 

motion. People running. And it looked like they 
were chasing each other. Urn. And then the person 
I kind of saw the most, was the one that was 

in the street, leaning against, uh, the car. Uh, I 
came up to the intersection, I looked at it, and I 
saw people just kind of running in circles, you 
know, uh, and then they both ran onto the sidewalk. 

So I accelerated car and then I saw the subjects 
from the sidewalk in between the two parked cars 
and then^H stopped and just started leaning 
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against the, uh, the parked car. And that was the 
subject I came in contact with. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And you said you were 

giving commands. Uh. Did you ask ^^|any 

questions? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, no. I—I announced 

myself. Uh, "Police." I grabbed I said, 

"You know, come over here. You need to get on the 
sidewalk." And that was pretty much the only thing 
I said to 

DAI SANCHEZ: Did you search ^^|at any time- 

OFFICER REBOLI: I did not. No. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Search, no. And clarify, you 

did—you said that you went for your OCB. You 
never did take it out, correct? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I reached for it. Uh, 

but, no. I could not get it out of my pocket so— 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. About what point did you 

release the subject that you had initially? Uh, as 
you were going towards the sidewalk? Was it at the 
point that you were on the sidewalk or was it, uh, 
when you were in front of the car? Was it closer 
to the driver's side? Closer to the passenger 
side? So just kind of position of when you first 
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noticed your partner in a struggle and you 
[UNINTELLIGIBLE]— 

OFFICER REBOLI: A—it was—it was within a 

half-second or two after actually physically 
touching and grabbing because that's how quick 

the struggle between Officer Tiffe and the subject 
happened. Grabbed Pinned arms. And was 

walking Uh, I think we took two, three steps. 

Four at the most. And we had just kind of made our 
way to in between the two parked cars at the 
bumper, still on the driver's side. Still on the 
street. And that's when I looked up and saw the 
struggle. And I immediately disengaged. 'Cause— 
uh, uh, I went to help Craig. 

DAI SANCHEZ: So you went right between the 

cars, uh, to go help your partner, right? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct, yeah, I was 

already in that pathway so I--I just ran and, uh, I 
may have thrown ^^^^^^|)ut of my way. I--I don't- 
-one of those motions, I don't know. 

DAI SANCHEZ: And did you give that person 

any of those commands at that point? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Which--which person? 

DAI SANCHEZ: The person you had in your 

hands? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: No, I don't recall. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Did you— 

OFFICER REBOLI: I don't recall. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Uh, as you were watching your 

partner with--struggling with the other person. 

OFFICER REBOLI: I perceived that they were 

engaged in physical struggle on the sidewalk. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Did you—were--and you 

said you have--didn't really look at the person but 
were you able to see any kind of mannerisms from 
the subject that was engaged with your partner or 
any expressions or any, say, motions. Anything 
that you perceived this person to be either high or 
to be either—uh, just whatever you perceived. I 
don't want to put words in your mouth. 

OFFICER REBOLI: No, the only thing, uh, 

the only thing I saw, I could--I could only see the 
back of his head. So--and then when I looked up 
again, the struggle was already ensuing. So I 
couldn't see any facial--I couldn't see any--you 
know, he wasn't drooling at the mouth--I couldn't 
see any of that just 'cause he had his back to me. 
And then when I--when I got close to him, that's 
when I saw the slashing motion and Tiffe 
disengaged. 
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DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And you said this— 

referring to that slashing motion, did you—see him 
continually moving his arm or did you see his arm 
move once, twice, or was he continuously moving his 
arm with this--the slashing motion? 

OFFICER REBOLI: At Officer Tiffe? 

DAI SANCHEZ: Yes. Or even after. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh— 

DAI SANCHEZ: Even after that. 

OFFICER REBOLI: It was pretty continuous. 

Uh, I--he was slashing at Craig. Uh, I saw the 
knife come up. That's when I stopped and I saw 
another couple slashes and then the--he was turning 
kind of—wildly, slashing at Craig. Then as he's 
turning, he--he saw me and I saw a couple flashes 
at me and that's when I'm backing up and giving my 
commands. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And you were backing up 

on the sidewalk, correct? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. All three of us are 

at—on the sidewalk at this point. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And your partner's 

struggling with the subject, uh, mid-sidewalk, 
closer to the building, closer to the car, do you 
recall? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I--I would approximate 

mid-side--sidewalk. In between the parked car and 
the building. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Closer to the front of 

the car, the rear of the car? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I would say they were 

closer to the rear of the car. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. As you--at a certain 

point, you noticed the subject push away or they 
disengaged. Your partner and the subject. 

Correct? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. 

DAI SANCHEZ: All right. And is that when he 

was turning towards you or is he turning towards 
the middle of the [parked car]. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Urn. Uh, at this point he 

was still towards the--the rear side of the--the 
passenger side of the car on the sidewalk. Um. 

And he--when he turns, he turns and runs at me. 

At--at--in my--in my direction. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. So he's facing you? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: And I back up, which would 

put me closer towards the front bumper of the car 
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because we're facing southbound and the car is' 
parked facing northbound. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Okay. So you're--you're 

closer to the--front bumper of the car now or--the 
car that's in front of it? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I'm closer to the 

front bumper of the blue car that's parked. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, well, at—uh, again, 

I'm going to engage so, uh, I probably--uh, I— 
approximate passenger door, I guess, if you had to 
put in distance regarding this vehicle. 

DAI SANCHEZ: And that's the idea. Trying to 

get--we're trying to get established that—you 
know, where your position was and your partner's 
and the subject. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Hm-hmm. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Uh. Uh, prior to your 

firing, uh, you said you back up. Do you still see 
the subject spinning or do you--does he--just lunge 
towards you or is he slashing at you? Or at your 
partner? What do you see him doing to you? Prior 
to that moment when you're firing? 

OFFICER REBOLI: When he comes—when he 

spins around and picks me up, he's kind of keying 
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in on me, uh--and then he's--he's facing me but 
then he's also turning kind of--not, uh, turning 
away from me but he's--I'm not moving or have moved 
to the center of the sidewalk and he's in between 
me and the parked' car. So it's like a--a--a slight 
lane. You know what I mean? So--I'm in front of 
him. He's facing me. But then he's also turning 
his body toward--he keeps facing me to where he's 
not—you know what I mean? He's not where my 
attorney is on to my peripheral. He's turning to 
where he's keeping me in front of him. 

DAI SANCHEZ: And your partner at this point 

is where? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, he's to my left 'cause 

I am also turning, keeping him, tracking in front 
of me. So I--Officer Tiffe is somewhere to my 
left. Uh, at this point, I don't know if he's 
hurt. I don't know if he's stabbed. I don't know 
anything about his safety. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Was he still, your partner, 

about midway, say, where the--that car was, the 
blue car, you said, where they started to struggle? 

Was he still about that same area? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I believe so, yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Does the subject acting--uh, 
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moving his other hand or just the hand with the 
knife? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, you know, I—I was 

pretty much just focusing on the--the--where the 
knife was. I--I don't recall any other motions 
with his other hand. 

DAI SANCHEZ: And—and I know--it's hard to 

do and it's kind of—like you say, slow motion, so 
try to slow yourself down, if you could. You know, 
think from the point that, you know, visualize 
yourself in that place again and--you know, try to 
watch his movements. Are they erratic? Is he 
spinning fast? Is he--making--you know, consistent 
motions towards your partner, towards you? You 
know, or is he just spinning all—all around? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Urn. Uh, again, he— 

DAI SANCHEZ: So at—[UNINTELLIGIBLE] 

OFFICER REBOLI: At this point, the only 

time he's really spinning is when he's moving away 
from Craig. Once he kind of sees me and comes at 
me, he doesn't really spin until the shooting 
occurs. So from the time he disengages from Craig, 
he kind of spins and turns, picks me up, and then-- 
and the slashing motions are all, uh, very quick. 

There's nothing slow about them. Urn. But as far

as his other hand, I—I don't recall what he was 
doing with his other hand. 

DAI SANCHEZ: And you do recall after you 

firing that he's still standing up and takes a 
couple steps towards the street? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. When I fire, he- 

-he's still standing. He still has the knife in 
his hand. And then he turns and takes a couple 
steps and then he--goes to the ground. He just-- 
falls to the ground. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. I'll take you back 

there. So he has his knife in his hand. His—the 
knife--and you're—you're holding it about your 
shoulders. Knife is a—about that height or is it 
up in the air? Is it down below? Do you recall? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, at that time, he had-- 

I believe he had made another slashing motion at 
me. So, uh, I don't recall. He's--he'S--I--I 
think he's pretty much a lot shorter than me. So 
the distance, I don't know. I--I don't recall if 
he raises up above his head. I just remember 
seeing a knife flashing at me. And I--again, I'm 
way too close to him for my own comfort so— 

DAI SANCHEZ: Right. Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Urn. 
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DAI SANCHEZ: Now did you notice anybody in 

the car, by the way? Was there any--any person 
inside the car? 

OFFICER REBOLI: The blue car? 

DAI SANCHEZ: Hm-hmm. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Oh, I have no idea. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Now after you shot, uh, 

you--you went and cuffed him and you heard the 
screaming about somebody being shot. You went 
across the street. Did you look before going 
across the street—did you look for the other--for 
the subject that you initially encountered? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I'm—I'm sure I did 

but I don't recall what—where ^|was at this 
point. I don't. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I remember just 

looking around because I'm hearing somebody scream 
that they--somebody's shot so I'm, again, looking 
for another body on the ground in front of me. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Do you--do you recall where 

your partner was after you shot, after you fired 
your weapon? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, during or right after? 

DAI SANCHEZ: Right after. If you recall it 
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before and during. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, you know, I—I recall 

Craig being onto my left. Urn. After the shooting, 

I—again, I kind of advance so I lose track where 
Craig is. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. So then prior to your 

shooting, prior to your firing, about how far left 
do you think your partner was? Was he still at the 
side of the car or was he parallel to that little 
alleyway that you said right between both cars? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, I can't say for 

certain where Craig was. Uh, how—or him and he's 
to—I know he's to my left. I don't know in 
relations to the car or whether he was close to the 
building, I don't know. I don't recall. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Is he still on the side 

of the car? 

OFFICER REBOLI: . Uh, I'm facing the car so 
if he is to my left, he would be—he'd be over 
there. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. . 

OFFICER REBOLI: You know what I mean? 

DAI SANCHEZ: Right. So you're a little 

north of the--of the car now. North of the blue 
car that you're sighting? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: I remember being almost-- 

almost directly in that pathway between the two 
parked cars. 'Cause when he turns and he walks 
away, I'm seeing his back and then he collapses. 

So I'm--kind of like right in between--on the 
sidewalk but right in between, facing the--the dis- 
-the two parked cars, the space in between the two 
parked cars and the suspect. So Officer Tiffe is 
to my left somewhere on the sidewalk, which would 
put him somewhere mid to rear of the vehicle. I 
don't know. 

DAI SANCHEZ: All right. If you don't know, 

you don't know. All right. But you're definitely 
in front of that car or kind of on that little— 
between the both cars when—when you fire. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And--and--just to kind 

of clarify, uh, lighting? Were you able to see 
pretty good? Was the area lit? Was the--was it 
dark? 

OFFICER REBOLI: It was dark. Yeah. 

Folsom Streets got a pretty dark area. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. And that was dark where 

you were? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. 
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DAI SANCHEZ: Did this--was the subject clear 

to you, though? Uh, as far as him--his movements, 
uh, or was it too dark to see his movements? You 
know, how clear was the subject to you, 

[UNINTELLIGIBLE]. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, fairly clear. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. Did you leave your--your 

lights on in your vehicle, do you recall? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I believe I did. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Because the engine was 

running so the lights were on. 

DAI SANCHEZ: Okay. 

[ADA SULLIVAN]: And, um, just real quick 

questions for you. You know, I know you've been 
asked things a number of times. I just want you to 
make them clear. Uh, at the time that you 
discharged your weapon, how far away were you from 
the suspect with the knife? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I would say in that 4 to 6 

foot range, 5 to—you know, in--in that--in that 
range. 

[ADA SULLIVAN]: At that moment, where did 

you believe to be that you first came 

in contact with? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, ■ wasn't in my 

viewpoint. I believe^^^had went to, like the 
south side of the—or the rear of the vehicle. 

[ADA SULLIVAN]: So, urn, on the same side 

you first encountered 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yes. Which would be the 

street. 

[ADA SULLIVAN]: Okay. And he never--the 

suspect with the knife, he never said anything the 
entire time that, uh, that you observed him, is 
that correct? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Correct. Uh, I don't 

recall him--uh, hearing his voice at all. 

[ADA SULLIVAN]: And at the time that you 

discharged your weapon, were you acting, uh, in 
your safety or the safety of Officer Tiffe? 

OFFICER REBOLI: I was acting, uh, in my 

immediate safety, uh, as well as I--I didn't know 
if condition of Officer Tiffe, uh, uh, I believe 
that wholeheartedly, if he had made it onto the 
street toward the other person was, that that 
person would have been attacked as well. So I was- 
HH was in—in imminent danger as well. 

[ADA SULLIVAN]: Okay. So you were 

concerned about not only yourself but your partner, 
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as well as the other individual on the back side of 
the car. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Absolutely. 

[ADA SULLIVAN]: All right. 

SGT. DEDET: Just one more thing? 

[ADA SULLIVAN]: Yeah. 

SGT. DEDET: Got a, uh, Google map here. I 

think. Right up--here we go. Sorry about that. I 
hid it down there. So this is--20 [UNINTELLIGIBLE] 

Folsom between 24th and 25th. And, uh, uh, we 
estimated that the vehicles were parked in front 
of, we 1 re at the crime scene. Uh, 

last night. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Okay. 

SGT. DEDET: So this is representative of 

the sidewalk and obviously this will be Folsom 
Street, north being up. If we could ask, if you 
could draw the two vehicles that were parked. Uh, 
and--at approximately your vehicle and we realize 
this is not to scale. Just to give us a--an--kind 
of like a--bird's-eye— 

OFFICER REBOLI: This—is this like the 

center lane? Is this the lane or is this the 
sidewalk? 

SGT. DEDET: Oh, I'm sorry. I'm sorry for 
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that. Uh, this is the sidewalk. 

OFFICER REROLI: Okay. 

SGT. DEDET: And this would be the roadway. 

This middle white—white thing would be the 
roadway-- 

OFFICER REBOLI: That [UNINTELLIGIBLE] 

right there. That very— 

SGT. DEDET: Yeah. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Okay. 

SGT. DEDET: Yeah, the very tiny thing. 

ATTY. FURST: Not to scale. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Not to scale. 

SGT. DEDET: Definitely not to scale, okay. 

This is Google map. Uh. And what I'm—so let me 
just finish my—my descrip—urn, before that. Uh, 
what I—see if you could, uh, uh, provide for us. 

So the two parked vehicles, approximately where you 
had parked your car, and then referencing, uh, 1 
for yourself, 2 for Tiffe, and 3 for the guys with 
the knife. Uh, where approximately you would have 
been standing or everyone would have been to the 
best of your recollection at the point that you 
discharged your weapon. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Okay. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay? 
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OFFICER REBOLI: So first off. Where the 

parked vehicle was. 

SGT. DEDET: Yeah. Yeah, sorry about that. 

That was me, I attacked you with the pen. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Okay. Now say that's 

approximate the parked vehicle. And then there was 
another parked vehicle in front. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Urn. I parked 

approximately in the lane of traffic— 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Somewhere in this--this 

general area. At one, maybe two car lengths. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Behind. 

SGT. DEDET: And then if you could indicate 

it with a 1 in a circle where you would have been 
standing. 

OFFICER REBOLI: At the time of the--uh-- 

SGT. DEDET: Discharge. 

OFFICER REBOLI: I believe I was right 

about here. 

SGT. DEDET: Oh, okay. And then with the 

number 2 where, uh, your partner would have been 
standing. 
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OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, again, somewhere—to 

my-- 

SGT. DEDET: If you remember. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Left. I, uh, I—I don't 

recall if he was in front of me. I don't recall if 
he was behind me. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. 

OFFICER REBOLI: So some--somewhere in-- 

ATTY. FDRST: Could I just ask— 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. 

ATTY. FURST: Interrupt, if, urn, they're 

entitled, to your best estimate, but not to a guess. 

If you're guessing, let him know that he's not 
asking you for a guess. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Yeah. 

ATTY. FURST: If it's an estimate, then 

that's fine but make it clear. If it's a guess, 
urn, let him know that. 

OFFICER REBOLI: It--it would be a guess. 

SGT. DEDET: Okay. Uh, and how about a 

number 3 where, uh, approximately you believe, uh, 
the guy with the knife would have been? Okay. 

Very good. Sounds good. Can I just have you 
initial that, please? Thank you, sir. 

ATTY. FURST: Can we date it? 
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SGT. DEDET: Absolutely we can date it. 

ATTY. FURST: All right. 

SGT. DEDET: 27th? 

OFFICER REBOLI: 27th. 

ATTY. FURST: yeah. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Already. 

ATTY. FURST: Already. 

OFFICER REBOLI: All right, very good. 

SGT. DEDET: Gentlemen, any additional 

questions this [UNINTELLIGIBLE]? Yes, sir. 

ATTY. FURST: Bear with me. Uh, you used a 

phrase, "way too close for my own comfort." Urn, I 
believe we all know what you meant. But the term 
itself sounds a little relaxed. Urn, are you 
talking about a higher set--uh, state of emotion 
than that when you're referring to that situation? 

OFFICER REBOLI: Uh, absolutely, and I 

didn't mean to be glib or, uh, uh, in any way, urn, 
the subject was well within that--5 to 6 foot range 
and well within--placing my life in—in the danger 
so I was—uh—and it—because of the surroundings, 
my attempt either retreat would still be—have my 
life in—in the danger as well as Officer Tiffe's 
life and as well as the other subject's. Urn. So 
at that point, I—retreat was not an option and 
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there was no cover or concealment to get to without 
putting my life or the lives of the others in 
directly harm's way. 

ATTY. FURST: Thank you very much. I have no 

other questions. 

SGT. DEDET: Very good. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Thank you. 

SGT. DEDET: Thank you. I'm glad you're 

okay, then. 

OFFICER REBOLI: Thanks, sir.

your first and last name, spell them, and your Star 
number. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Craig, C-r-a-i-g, Tiffe, 

T-i-f-f-e, my Star number is 1312. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And Officer Tiffe is the 

named officer in this matter. Representing Officer 
Tiffe is... 

ATTORNEY WHELAN: Michael Whelan, 

W-h-e-l-a-n. 


SERGEANT CRUDO: And no one else is 

present. Officer Tiffe, have you read Department 
General Order 2.01, Rule 21? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes, I have. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: 

And have you read 


Department General Order 2.08? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 

Yes, I have. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: 

And do you understand that 


this interview is being recorded? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 

Yes, I do. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: 

Okay. Because there could 


be criminal culpability on your part, I'm advising 
you that you have the right to remain silent. 
Anything you say, may be used against you in a 
court of law. You have the right to the presence of 
an attorney before and during any questioning. If 
you cannot afford an attorney, one will be 
appointed for you free of charge before any 
questioning if you want. Do you understand each of

right to remain silent

yourself, your silence may be deemed 
insubordination, and result in administrative 
discipline up to and including removal from office 
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as a police officer. In Garrity V. New York, and 
reaffirmed in Gardner V. Broderick, the United 
States Supreme Court held that a public employee 
has the right to be free from compulsory self¬ 
incrimination. When an employee is compelled to 
provide a statement under the threat of removal 
from office, the statement cannot be used against 
the employee in a subsequent criminal prosecution. 
In Lybarger V. the City of Los Angeles, the 
California Supreme Court held that although you 
have the right to remain silent and not incriminate 
yourself, your silence may be deemed 
insubordination, and as such, result in the 
imposition of administrative discipline up to and 
including termination. Any statement made by you 
under the compulsion of such a threat cannot be 
used against you in a later criminal proceeding 
related to this incident. If you do answer my 
questions, your statements and any information 
gathered by reason of such, will be held 
confidential in accordance with California Penal 
Code 832.7. Your statement and the information 
gathered, shall not be divulged except as divulged 
by law. Do you understand these court decisions? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: Do you understand the 

Public Safety Officers Bill of Rights as defined in 
the California Government Code? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Do you understand your 

rights as a sworn police officer? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Do you understand that I'm 

conducting an administrative investigation? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Officer Tiffe, my name is 

Sergeant John Crudo. I work for the Internal 
Affairs Division of the San Francisco Police 
Department. I have been designated by the Chief of 
Police to conduct this investigation. I am, 
therefore, ordering you to answer my questions. Do 
you understand this order? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Officer Tiffe, are you 

prepared to be interviewed at this time? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: So as you know, I 

monitored the interview that you voluntarily 
provided with Homicide, and that was conducted on 
the morning of February 27th, 2015. You were 
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provided earlier with a recording of the interview. 
Had you had an opportunity to review it? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes, I have. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. And it is not 

uncommon after a life-threatening encounter, as the 
body works through a natural release of adrenaline 
and other physiological reactions that additional 
things are remembered where memories or perceptions 
become clearer. Having reviewed your interview, is 
there anything you would like at this time to 
clarify, correct, amend, or add to the record? 

OFFICER TIFFE: , No. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: The recorded interview was 

provided to you to refresh your memory for this 
interview. I know that you have attended some 
debriefings since then, and you may have learned 
additional information about this incident. It is 
important, however, that you answer questions here 
based only on your firsthand observations, 
perceptions, and recollection of events as you 
processed them that night, rather than anything you 
learned or perceived after the incident. Do you 
understand? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. Do you have a 
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specific, independent recollection of the incident 
that occurred on the night of Friday, February 26 th , 
2015, in the area of the 2800 block of Folsom, 
between 24 th Street and 25 th Street?

OFFICER TIFFE: There's a lot of violence

representations of the general area and the block?

ATTORNEY WHELAN: Can you tell whether or 

not this picture No. 2, actually captures where the 
incident happened? Are you able to tell that one 
way or another? It looks similar certainly, it's 
the block. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. It looks similar, and 

the trees, you know, really stand out because 
everything occurred next to a tree. 

ATTORNEY WHELAN: Uh-huh. 

OFFICER TIFFE: So I couldn't tell you, 

like right now, whether it was this tree or this 
tree, but the tree is a big fixture in my mind, 
because everything is right next to the tree.

reaction now is to basically, you've got hands-on 
him, is to try and bring him to the ground? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: . Okay. And do you recall 
what technique you tried or? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I just remember trying to 

use my weight. I really wasn't in a good position 
to do a, you know, tripping takedown, or hair-pull 
takedown, whatever it's called, or an arm bar. I 
almost had an arm bar just naturally, but I just 
figured, I have like six inches on him, probably 40 
pounds. I was just going to like, just lean on him 
and just use brute strength and guide him to the 
ground. So that's initially what I attempted to do. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: All right. So that's where 

you describe sort of starting to spin him to the 
ground. And then you said that, at that time, he 
lunges up with his right hand. Is that correct? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: So just that I understand 

the dynamics, you've got left-hand on his left- 
hand, right hand on his back. Now you're going to 
take him to the ground, and he's kind of countering 
you, it sounds like, a little bit? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. So he like takes a 

step forward to gain his balance, because I bend 
him over. Just with my strength, I bend him over 
and if he didn't take a step forward, we would have 
went to the ground; he takes a step forward to gain 
his balance. At that point, I, he makes a motion to 
come up at me. So I don't know if it's a stabbing 
motion, swinging motion; at that point, I 
disengage. I abandon trying to take him to the 
ground and I just, with my right-hand I push. I 
just let go with my left-hand. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: So and I want to get back 

just before you disengaged. I want to get back to 
that, that motion. So you talked about him in your 
prior interview, you talked about him lunging at 
you and swiping around your chest area. And as 
you're talking to me, you're making a fist, and 
you're bringing it across your body. Could you tell 
whether that was coming really kind of across? Was 
it coming up, his movement? 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Initially, he was coming 

up. I don't know if his movement changed because I 
pushed him, but when I pushed him, it became a 
swipe across my chest. I don't know if his 
intention was to swipe at me. His intention was 
initially, coming up, because I have him bent over. 
So his right arm is hanging down, I would imagine, 
because I have him bent over, and that's free. I 
have his left arm. I have him bent over and when he 
takes the step forward, he comes up as I'm 
describing here. So his right-hand is lunging 
forward and I push him. I don't know if it's 
because of the push, the swipe across my chest 
happens, but his first instinct is stabbing, I 
guess, motion. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. And I want to drill 

down a little bit. He's not stabbing with air? Do 
you see anything? 

OFFICER TIFFE: In his hand do I see 


anything? 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Yeah. In his right hand, 

do you see anything? 


OFFICER TIFFE: It's so fast. 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: Not yet. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. 
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SERGEANT ALTORFER: Not yet. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I don't see until he 

completes his motion. I'm like getting out of the 
way, and I see his hand come across. He completes 
the motion. He even moves towards...we haven't got to 
this, but as I go hands-on, I sense my partner 
coming over. I know he's to my right. He moves to 
that direction, and at some point he gets twisted 
around, because I push him with all my force. At 
that point, I see what was in his right hand is a 
large knife. 


SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. So it's after he 

completes that first swipe at you, and he 
rebalances. 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: And he pulls back; he is 


pulled back. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Right. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I take a step back and I 

see what's in his hand. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And approximately when you 

disengage, which obviously you're hands-on, you're 
right there up close and personal. You disengage, 
step back, his momentum has moved him a little bit. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Probably in the same 
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general area. I mean it doesn't sound like he's 
really moved dramatically left, right, kind of like 
spinning in the same general area as where you 
first saw, or first kind of direct him away in the 
car?

Once my firearm is in my hand, is when the 
next thing I remember saying, which is, I gave him 
the instructions to drop the knife. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Did you hear your partner 

say anything?

out in my mind over and over is a lot of yelling. 
Some of it's from me and some of it's from my 
partner. I can't recall what was said. I know I 
heard, drop the knife or I'll shoot, but I don't 
remember if I'm the one that said that. I know I 
said drop the knife. So either I said it or Eric 
said, or I'll shoot. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: And now you're three feet 

away and you see the knife, and you describe in 
your Homicide interview as a very large knife. So 
can you just give me kind of, now you've got a 
little separation of time. Can you tell me what 
that knife looked like? Can you describe it? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I think we're all old 

enough to remember this movie. And this is how it 
plays out in my head, the first Rambo movie. It was 
like a Rambo knife. It was like a hunting/fishing 
knife. To me, that's my first instinct was, you 
know, a very large blade with a handle. It could 
have been a kitchen knife, but when somebody says 
it's a kitchen knife, I don't think of the knives I 
use to chop up vegetables or fruits. I think of a 
steak knife. It did not appear to be a steak knife. 
It appeared to be like...if it was a kitchen knife, 
it was a large kitchen knife.

anything?

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. Did you see whether 

or not it was, what kind of a blade it was? Like 
was it a serrated edge or-a smooth edge? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. You just saw this 

large hunting or fishing style? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. Because I remember, 

yes. Serrated stands out in my head, but I don't 
know if that's because that's what I saw, or I just 
registered Rambo knife in my head, you know. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Uh-huh, uh-huh. 

OFFICER TIFFE: If that's given me that 

image. So I can't say for sure, yeah. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: I just know it's a large 

blade. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And I want to get back to, 

you say he's holding a knife, and this is coming 
off of the swipe that he's taken at. you that has 
crossed your chest. How is he holding the knife? 

OFFICER' TIFFE: When I first see it, he's 

holding it with a closed fist, and it's raised 
about his shoulder area or face area, and the knife 
is facing skyward when I first see it. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: That's after you register 

it. So after the swipe that he's made at you? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: So as he's come across and 

up, he's still, he's holding it upward? 
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OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. . ~. ~. . 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. Is he continuing to 

move the knife, or is he standing as you're giving 
orders? He's standing still? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. The knife is, it's 

raised. It's moving in his hand, and I don't really 
recall how it's moving. I know he doesn't move it 
down to drop it, it's always up, and yeah. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And then in your 

interview, you said that then he turns toward 
Officer Reboli. Can you describe that for me a 
little bit? 

OFFICER TIFFE: So I push him, and I think 

my push causes him to spin around. Then, like I 
said, I don't know exactly where Officer Reboli is. 
He could have been in-between the cars. I just know 
he's to my right. So he moves. I see the guy. I'm 

not, I probably do have tunnel vision at this 

point. I'm only focused on the knife and the guy. 

He fixates on something to my right, which I 

believe at the time, is my partner. Like I said, I 
can't really depict even on No. 3, where Officer 
Reboli is, because I don't see him. Once my gun is 
out and I hear him yelling, I think I see where 
Eric is. I'm pretty sure I know where he is, but 
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he, the guy I depicted as a triangle, he just kind 
of steps forward. It's whatever he's fixated on, 
which I believed to be my partner, and which is to 
my right. So he kind of advances a little bit. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: So we're looking at this 

in sort of a north, more of a northern direction. 
You're basically to his south? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And so he's now, his focus 


is to the north? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Like a northern-east 

direction, yeah. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. And when you say 

fixates, can you describe that just a little bit 
further? So tell me, kind of what, is somebody 
looking? Did he appear to be looking for a route of 
escape, a way to run? I mean what, when you say 
fixate? 


OFFICER TIFFE: No. I don't believe he was 

looking for a route to run. And I'll describe it 
this way: If I approach someone on the street and 
I'm talking to them and they want to run away from 
me, they're doing certain things. They're looking 
around, right? They're not fixated on something. 
They're looking in multiple directions. This guy 
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was, he had a stare. He's staring at something. So 
that's what I mean by fixated. He's staring at 
something. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: So you heard Officer 

Reboli yelling, but you really couldn't see him. 

Your focus, you have a narrow focus on this point, 
the suspect and his knife? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And you know that he's...so 

do you know what Officer Reboli was doing? Could 
you hear anything at this point? Could you hear 
what he was hearing or? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I never hear what he's 

saying other than how I described it a few 
questions ago. At some point, before shots go off, 

I do see Office Reboli with his gun out, and he's 
pointing at the guy that I depict as a triangle 
right there. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: You referred to him as a 

suspect. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Okay. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And did the suspect as 

he's turning, now he's turning in the northeast 

direction with a fixated stare, holding, moving the 

knife. Is that correct? 
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OFFICER TIFFE: 

Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: 

Okay. And in the direction 

where you last saw your 

partner with his firearm. 

Is that correct? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 

Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: 

Okay. Is he saying or 

doing anything else? Is 

he, does he say anything? 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

The suspect? 

SERGEANT CRUDO: 

Yeah. 

OFFICER TIFFE: 

I never hear him say 


anything. If he did, I didn't hear it. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. And you talked about 

drawing your firearm. He's now turning towards your 
partner. Does he advance towards your partner? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I remember him taking a 

step in like kind of a northeast direction, and I 
believe that's where my partner is at that time. 
Yeah. 


SERGEANT CRUDO: 

About how far away from 

you is he? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 

We're really close. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: 

Still within that three- 


four or is he a little further away? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 

Between three and five 

feet, yeah. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: And at this point, if I'm 

hearing you correctly, you're sort of a southeast 
position from him? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. What is your 

backdrop like? Can you see beyond the suspect? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I, yeah, I can see. I 

think it's pretty tunnel vision. Like now as I'm 
looking at you, I can see the door here. I can see 
this board here. I wasn't quite like that. I didn't 
quite have that range, but I can pull images in my 
head right now. I remember both parked cars. I 
remember the street. I remember cars being apart on 
the side. I remember even the street being empty 
behind me. I mean, on the other side, which would 
be, what is it? The west sidewalk; I remember it 
being empty of people. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And when you said you 

drew, did you draw to a low ready? Did you have 
your arms extended? How did you draw out? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I drew fully committed, 

arms extended. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: I want to get into the 

point where, and in the interview you talk about 
hearing shots before you shot. Now, I want to kind 
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of touch on that before we get to the next part of 
it. I marked this in the interview, and I was a 
little confused. So I want you to clarify something 
for me. I think I understand it, but in this 
interview, so this is on page 12, and line 8, you 
talk about you're focused on the guy, just like 
you're describing here. And you said the knife is 
flowing in the air? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: So the knife just, the 

knife is not suspended in the air, it's not 
[thrown] in the air. Is he holding the knife? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes, he's holding it, and 

he's holding it up. What I meant by that is he's 
holding it up. So he's not holding it by his waist 
as if starting to reason with us. He's holding it 

in an aggressive manner. It's above or shoulder 

length, extended from his person, with blade facing 
skyward. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And then you said that 

then, that's when you start to hear the shots. And 
then you see the knife go in the air again. Now, is 
he still holding the knife? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: So it's not a matter of 
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him tossing the knife at that point or throwing it 
or anything like that? When you say you see the 
knife in the air, that's in the manner that you've 
been describing where he's continuing to wave this 
knife? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. So when I mentioned 

that again, I believe that's when I start to talk 
about...I'm not sure how the suspect ends up being on 
the other side of the car. But I believe that what 
I'm talking about there is, when he raises the 
knife again, that's when he fixates on something 
different. And he’s fixating on, at this point, 
he's on, around the driver's side front portion of 
the vehicle, which would be Park Number 2. And he 
fixates on something, which my thought process is, 
that is the last area I saw I, I'll 

say the victim, ^^^^^|that' s labeled D. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: So just so you, before 

shots are fired, when you say you saw a knife in 
there. He's continuing to hold that knife in that 
upright manner. You hear shots fired, and he's now 
turned course and now approaching the victim or 
detainee, you last saw. He's approaching 

the area on the driver's side of the vehicle? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. And you said the 

knife in the air. He's still holding the knife in 
that assaultive manner? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. And what did you do 

at that point? 

OFFICER TIFFE: When I saw the suspect 

fixate on something and raise the knife, that's 
when I pulled the trigger. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Do you know how many times 

you fired? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I'm almost certain one 

time. I'd be surprised if it was two. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And was your backdrop, was 

your backdrop still as you saw it? Was it still 
kind of the same backdrop that you had described 
earlier? 

OFFICER TIFFE: So I remember pulling the 

trigger, and him instantly falling. If I would have 
taken another shot, I would have been shooting at a 
house. So my backdrop, it was yes, very much the 
same how I described it. Still kind of tunnel 
vision, but there's, I can see the west sidewalk. I 
don't see any pedestrians, I see the houses. I see 
the parked cars. I don't see cars driving by. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: And when you fire, what 

did you shoot at? 


OFFICER TIFFE: I didn't particularly aim 

at any part of him; I shot at him. I didn't aim to 
hit any part of his body. Right? I believed there 
was a threat, you know, and that belief was based 
on he just tried to stab me. I know now, this is 
the subject the 911 caller called on. So he was 
chasing someone. So like I said I didn' t...because I 
know when the Homicide interview came up...did you 
aim for the head? So when you tell me did I aim? 

I'm thinking pick up my sights. Look through my 
sights, you know. I'm left eye dominant, so I close 
my eye to look. No. I'm just doing point shooting 
like I'm taught at the range, and my point, the 
point of my weapon is directed at the suspect. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: What was your intention 

when you fired your weapon? 

OFFICER TIFFE: It was to end the threat. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Do you recall if you moved 


as you fired? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I did move. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And you mentioned that you 

were point shooting. Is there any reason that you 
used point shooting, as opposed to like gaining 
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your sights? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I don't even know if it 

was a conscious decision. It was such close range. 

I think my training just kicked in. Close range, 
you know, I was committed to firing at that point 
because I believed there was a life-threatening 
situation. Even though shots are being fired, he 
still didn't drop the knife. Like I mentioned 
earlier, I'm kind of an introverted person. I 
remember a conversation with myself, so I remember 
the conversation like, please God, just drop the 
knife. I didn't want to have to pull the trigger. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: When did you stop firing? 

OFFICER TIFFE: When he dropped. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Why. 

OFFICER TIFFE: For two reasons. I 

believed that the threat was ended, and the second 

reason was if I would have continued to fire, I 
would have just been shooting at a house. Once I 
fired, he dropped. I looked. So I had stopped 
firing. My gun went to the low ready, and I looked 
over and he wasn't moving. 


SERGEANT CRUDO: I want to go back before, 

just prior to firing, and I know, I know that you 

mentioned that you were basically praying that the 
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suspect would drop the knife; your reluctance to 
use deadly force. Did you use other force options? 
You mentioned, for example, verbal commands. You 
tried verbal commands. Would you define those as 
effective? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And your physical 

controls, you tried physical control? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I tried physical control. 

It wasn't effective. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: OC and RCB, would those 

have been feasible options? 

OFFICER TIFFE: RCB not; maybe initially, 

but no, I take it back, no. And I wouldn't say OC 
either. In using those options, they would have to 
be used to perfection. And I say that because, for 
example, I had a prior experience where a 5150 
patient attacked a nurse. The nurse was able to 
escape. They locked him in the emergency room. My 
partner, which is Eric at the time...this was years 
ago. We come in and the nurses are screaming he's 
got like four knives, he's crazy, he's tried to 
stab her. We go in, it's just him and I. He's a 
large man, he's older but he's a very large man. 

He's even bigger than my partner, who's a big guy. 
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My partner's first instinct, 

his first instinct, even though 
we're going to a knife call, is he's like 
MH, know, how do I disarm him? So I remember 
in that instant, I got my gun out. We can't see his 
hands, they're like behind him. So we're yelling at 
him and then Eric pulls out his baton. We didn't 
have the RCB at the time, or Eric doesn't even have 
RCB, but I didn't have RCB at the time. I just had 
the old classic wooden baton. So Eric pulls the 
baton out. Now, I'm thinking like what are you 
doing? He's a large man. He's like at close range, 
he can just stab us. Well, that's just Eric. So 
Eric decides at some point, he goes hands, and I 
get confused, I'm looking at Eric. So I pull my 
baton, I've got my baton and my gun. And then Eric 
just decides to go hands-on. Then we disarm him. He 
had the knife hidden behind his back. He just, once 
again, wasn't recognizing our voice, you know. So 
with those experiences, I would say like what would 
I have done? Let's say I would have hit him with 
the baton, and it didn't do anything, you know? And 
that experience, I had Eric, who's, he's really 
trained. He's spent years of training. So he hit 
the baton and it didn't really do anything to the 
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guy, but he follows that up with some close combat 
skills that I don't have, and we get lucky in that 
one. Then when I Monday morning quarterback, that 
and how it develops later in my life, I'm like that 
really wasn't a good decision, because I know 
everything worked out, sure. But what would have 
happened if he would have lunged at us, closed the 
distance? He's 6'4, long arms. We decided to go 
hands on. All it takes is one, one mistake. So the 
same thing with OC. If I would have had OC in this 
instance, it's such close range that if I commit to 
OC, if it doesn't, if he doesn't faze, if it 
doesn't faze him, then now he has the upper hand on 
me. So I don't think that, you know, based on just 
my experience in some of these situations, even 
though I've had some success. But as I articulate 
here, my success is based on my partner, who has 
some high level skills that most people don't have. 
Yeah. I can honestly say I don't think OC would 
have been effective in this case. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Are you familiar with the 

21 foot rule? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. How they can gauge 

quickly someone with a knife can advance, or anyone 
can advance on you in 21 feet. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: What's your understanding 

of that? 

OFFICER TIFFE: It's like maybe not even a 

second they can get on you. So yeah, you know, 
based on that, experiences. I'm familiar with, I 
can't articulate it maybe. I don't know the exact 
like how quick they can get on, but I know it's 
very, very fast they can close the gap. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: So you've had some 

training, at least, at the academy regarding 
21-foot rule. You've had some experience with these 
situations? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. You had mentioned a 

couple of these. You talked about sort of having an 
internal conversation. You know, you talked a 
little bit about sort of some tunnel vision, to use 
a common term. Do you remember any other sensorial 
distortions that you might have experienced? 
Physiological, maybe accelerated heartbeat, slowing 
of time, speeding of time, as you're working 
through this? Trouble breathing, any of that? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah, definitely time 

being slowed down. What was huge, I would say 
after, I described I go to the low ready. I look 
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over he's on the ground. From that instant, I 
think, there was even another level. So from the 
time I first see the knife, things slow down. 

Everything else is kind of a normal police 
encounter, you know, although it's starting to go 
really wrong. But nonetheless, as far as my, you 
asked me my physiological things going on, it seems 
pretty normal. I do have the hairs on the back of 
my neck, but I don't sense anything other than 
that. There's no slow of time. Once I see the 
knife, things slow down. I feel as though my 
hearing is good. I don't think I have any gap 
there. My sense of time is way off. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: When you fired your 

weapon, did you have ear protection? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: What did it sound like to 

you? Did you, was it loud? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I don't even remember it 

going off, yeah. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And after you fired, you 

talked about this a little bit. You stopped, would 
you say, were you reassessing, it sounds like? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. I think just 

training kicked in. I reassessed the threat I 
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believed it to be. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. And then you went to 

a low ready. Do you recall holstering or anything 
like that? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I do. That's where, you 

know, as I, another physiological change is that it 
felt as though an out of body experience. Once I 
recognized the threat is ended, I have like an out 
of body experience. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Do you recall, did you or 

anyone else render aid to the suspect? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I do remember aid being 

rendered, yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Do you remember how 

rendered aid or what kind of treatment they might 
have rendered? 

OFFICER TIFFE: At the time, I did not 

know who was rendering aid, but it was chest 
compressions. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: They were officers? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: How much time between 

elapsed, and granted, we've talked about that you 
have some temple distortions going on, and maybe 
your sense of time was probably not the best at 
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that moment. But how much time seemed to elapse 
between when you fired your weapon and when the 
first officers responded on-scene; arrived on¬ 
scene? 

OFFICER TIFFE: It's yeah, I couldn't even 

tell you. It didn't, everything was so quick, you 
know, but I can't give you an accurate estimation. 

It would purely be a guess. I can tell you what I 
did and when I first knew an officer was on-scene, 
but that doesn't mean that's when they first got 
there. But I remember, and I do remember the first 
officer running up, but I can't tell you like the 
amount of time. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And then, do you know what 

happened to the suspect's weapon? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I had saw it when there 

was chest compressions. I saw it lying on the, in 
the street, but I don't know as far as, who 
collected it as evidence, yeah. I was already taken 
away at that point. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: When did a supervisor 

respond on-scene? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Everyone was there rather 

quickly, but once again, I can't say like time- 
wise. I can just tell you what I did. There really 
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wasn't any gap like me standing around, and I 
didn't do much. So from the time I holstered, I had 
a weird experience with my radio. Which I know, 
you've seen the Homicide thing, so I tried to put 
it out. I recognized, you know, Eric's radio on the 
ground. And then what snaps me out of my out of 
body experience is somebody yelling blue on blue. 

At that point, that's when I see Officer [Cabeo] 
over. He goes to the rear of parked car No. 2 on 
the driver's side. He immediately goes there and I 
just kind of, I kind of feel, I snap out and I kind 
of feel safe. Right? I get this sense of safety. I 
walk out into the street. I kind of like don't know 
what to do, and I'm slowly snapping out of this 
whole thing, and then that's when I realize, okay, 
and then I see an officer approaching from kind of 
where my car is. I tell him to start putting up 
crime scene tape, and then a matter of a little bit 
after that. So I don't even know how long. There 
wasn't really big gaps of time, even in my mind. 

Then Sergeant Montoya like pulls me aside, pulls me 
back, and you know, asked me those questions. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Those questions being, was 

it the public safety...? 

OFFICER TIFFE: The public safety questions. 
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First he asked if I was okay, and then he asked me 
if I shot in the direction, and stuff like that. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: And which officer is the 

one that you recognize by the back of the car? The 
first one that you... 

OFFICER TIFFE: Officer Josh Cabeo. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. So you were, you 

gave Sergeant Montoya a statement, and then were 
you removed from the scene? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I was. Officer Reboli and 

I were separated, and we were separately taken back 
to Mission Station. I was taken back in our car. I 
don't know what Eric was taken back in. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Who took you back? 

OFFICER TIFFE: I don't remember his name. 

They've got a lot of new faces at Mission Station. 

So I remember his face, I don't remember his name. 

I know he had a hyphenated name. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Is it, do you know, an 

officer that's assigned to Mission or at least was 
at the time? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. At the time, he was 

assigned to Mission, and I believe he still is. 
Yesterday was my first day of work, I thought I saw 
him this morning. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: And then was that, did 

that officer stay with you or did somebody monitor 
you at the station or kind of stay with you until 
you talked to your attorney? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah, he stayed with me, 

yeah. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. Did you suffer any 

physical injuries as a result of the incident? 


OFFICER TIFFE: No. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: 



SERGEANT CRUDO: Good, okay. Are you CIRT 


trained? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: I know I asked you that 

— 
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before. Okay. I'm going to turn it over to my 
partner in just a moment, but is there anything I 
haven't asked you about the incident that you think 
I should know for this investigation? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Sergeant? 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: Just real quickly. When 

you're here, and this is after you've disengaged 
and you've pushed him towards the vehicle. At some 
point, you know Officer Reboli is come in-between 
the two vehicles, and is on your right. 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes. 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: The suspect has the knife 
up here. Correct? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 


Yes. 


SERGEANT ALTORFER: Would it appear as if you 
and Officer Reboli didn't give him an avenue of 
escape? If he wanted to, could he have turned and 
ran? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 


Yeah, he could have turned 


and ran. 

. SERGEANT ALTORFER: So if he didn't want to 
exacerbate this situation, he had an opportunity to 
flee there either by foot pursuit or...? 


OFFICER TIFFE: 


So the direction I know 
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for sure he could have ran, because as I've talked 
a couple of times, this area speaking to the north 
of me, I don't know quite, I had too much tunnel 
vision. But to the south of me, he could have 
turned and ran. I don't have that avenue blocked 
off, because I'm still, though I'm slightly 
southeast, I indicated here I'm slightly southeast, 
he can turn and run south. He could have. 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: You had moved toward the 
property line. So you're saying he had an avenue of 
escape closer to the street side, maybe even on the 
street? 


OFFICER TIFFE: Yeah. So it's a very large 

sidewalk. So it's a good depiction right here; it's 
a very large sidewalk. I'm. in the middle, so I push 
him towards the curb. He can turn and run away. 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: And there is nothing about 
his behavior, his motions, or his actions that 
indicated that that was something he was 
considering? 


OFFICER TIFFE: Correct. 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: Okay. I don't have any 


other questions. 

ATTORNEY WHELAN: Nothing from me. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. Officer Tiffe, I've 
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asked you this, but since we had follow-up 
questions, is there anything...sorry, go ahead. 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: Real quick, I'm sorry to 
interrupt. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: No problem. 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: Did you remember seeing 
anything on the sidewalk other than obviously you, 
the suspect, and your partner? 

OFFICER TIFFE: If you asked me at the 

time of the incident, no, I didn't. 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: Okay. 

OFFICER TIFFE: When I came back to the 

scene, I saw something, but I didn't see that at 
the time. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Okay. 

SERGEANT ALTORFER: Sorry, John. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: No, that's fine. Good 

question. Officer, is there anything else regarding 
the incident and the investigation that we haven't 
covered that needs to be added? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. 

SERGEANT CRUDO: Is there anything stated 

during the interview that you need to change or 
clarify? 

OFFICER TIFFE: No. 
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SERGEANT CRUDO: All right. After you leave 

the interview, if you recall anything that differs 
from or is in addition to the information provided 
today, I'm ordering you to provide that information 
to me as soon as practical. Do you understand? 

OFFICER TIFFE: Yes.

SGT. CRUDO: Thank you Mr. Furst and ^ 

I would advise you that this is a 
confidential law enforcement personnel 
investigation protected by State law including 
California Penal Code Section 832.7. Do you 
understand that this is a protected confidential 
interview and the contents of this interview may 
not be divulged or discussed with parties outside 
of this room?

SGT. CRUDO: No one else is present. So 

Officer Reboli have you, read Department General 
Order 2.01 Rule 21? 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: And have you read Department 

General Order 2.08 Peace Officer rights? 

REBOLI: Yes. 


SGT. CRUDO: Do you understand that this 

interview is being recorded? 
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REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Because there could be 

criminal culpability on your part I am advising you 
that you have the right to remain silent, anything 
you say may be used against you in a court of law. 
You have the right to the presence of an attorney 
before and during any questioning and if you cannot 
afford an attorney one will be appointed for you 
free of charge before any questioning if you want. 
Do you understand each of these rights as I have 
explained them to you? 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Are you prepared to be 

interviewed at this time?

SGT. CRUDO: Although you have the right 

to remain silent and not incriminate yourself your 
silence may be deemed insubordination and result in 
administrative discipline up to and including 
removal from office as a police officer.

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against the employee in a subsequent criminal 
prosecution. In Lybarger versus the City of Los 
Angeles the California Supreme Court held that 
although you have the right to remain silent and 
not incriminate yourself your silence may be deemed 
insubordination and as such result in the 
imposition of administrative discipline up to and 
including termination. Any statement made by you 
under the compulsion of such a threat cannot be 
used against you in that later criminal proceeding 
related to this incident.

behind it—tucked behind it or exposed or how did— 

REBOLI: My firearm was exposed just for 

easy case—such situations so therefore my Star is

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clearly visible as well.

through we're talking about you were wearing your 
Star. Other equipment that you had communication- 
wise did you have your pic radio with you?

going to talk about occurred on Folsom between 24 th 
and 25 th , 2800 block of Folsom. How familiar are 
you or are you familiar with this area? 
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REBOLI: I'm fairly familiar with it, it's 

an area known of high criminal activity

SGT. CRUDO: And can you describe this 

area in regards to any law enforcement issues or 
how familiar you are—you kind of touched on it a 
little bit but how familiar you are with law 
enforcement issues in this area?

Folsom Street, but 2.4 th Street corridor which goes 
from essentially Valencia Street east to Potrero H

I've taken the ICI investigative 
course, all in relation to my duties as a 
plainclothes officer in the Mission. 

SGT. CRUDO: And you're up to date on your 

plainclothes training? 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: These are—I want to show you 
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these two images labeled one in red and two in red, 
upper left-hand corner, and the first is kind of a 
general just sort of overviews the area, circling 
the 2800 block of Folsom Street. The second is an 
image that captures the 2800 block, mid-block of 
Folsom Street where this incident largely took 
place. Do these two images capture the principle 
area in which this incident took place? 

REBOLI: Both these photos are taken 

during hours of daylight. The incident took place 
roughly quarter to 10:00 so the lighting is greatly 
impacted during the day as opposed to at night. 

SGT. CRUDO: And you got ahead of me a 

little bit because I would like to note that these 
are stock photos taken by Google during daylight 
hours and I presume that while they might convey 
the orientation layout of the scene they don't 
convey the actual condition of that scene at the 
time of the incident nor do they reflect the 
lighting at the time the incident occurred. So I'm 
using these just as references for orientation 
during this interview should they be needed. 

REBOLI: Okay. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. 

FURST: And I understand it is not a 

courtroom and this is not the rules of evidence and 
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Officer Reboli has to answer the questions but I'm 
not sure that he made it clear whether he's 
familiar with that area and so I'm concerned that 
his questioning is based on something he's not 
familiar with, that it could be misleading. So I 
would appreciate it although you' re not bound by 
anything I desire if you could clarify that. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. You want to know 

whether he's familiar with the area identified in 
the photos. 

FURST: Yeah, I don't want him to be 

compelled or inadvertently have to talk about an 
area that he really doesn't know because then that 
could lead to misunderstandings or misleading 
information, that's all, that's my only concern. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. Is this an area that 

you are familiar with?

Okay, between 24 th and 25 th ?

Okay and do these images 
appear to be accurate representations of the 
neighborhood or the areas as you're familiar with 
it?

anything that you think that you would like to 
elaborate on, clarify or amend having reviewed the 
transcript? 

REBOLI: No. 

SGT. CRUDO: And I have a copy should it 

be needed, I have a copy of the interview 

transcript here for reference if anybody needs it 

in the course of this interview. I have—this is a 

sketch and it's a very generalized sketch showing 

the middle of the 2800 block of Folsom. There's 

very little labeling, it's a very simple sketch and 

what it represents is the street sidewalk area 

that's largely shown or the center point of this 

image two. Image three is a sketch that has two 

parallel lines that represent the sidewalk, the 

east sidewalk on Folsom Street at midblock, 2800 

block of Folsom. A couple of cars that are labeled 
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parked and marked one, two and three, that 
represent the vehicles that were parked in 
unattended at the time of this incident, in a car 
on what would be northbound Folsom Street labeled 
SFPD that would represent your vehicle. I placed 
like I said I placed identifying numbers one, two 
and three from north to south on the three vehicles 
for the purposes of identification. The sketch is 
not intended to identify exact distances. It is not 
to scale but it is simply to help understand and 
illustrate in the course of this interview relative 
positioning, movement, and action-reaction. With 
that in mind does this simple drawing correspond to 
your recollection at the scene? 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. And is there anything 

in this drawing that should be added, anything from 
recall that is not included that's important in 
describing the action-reaction or anything that is 
there that shouldn't be there? 

REBOLI: I recall there was another tree 

over in this area but as far as it—the only thing 
that the tree would be adding shadows and impacting 
the lighting. Also in number two it's roughly it's 
that tree right there. So the other tree would be 
somewhere in this area. 
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SGT. CRUDO: Okay. Why don't you write 

tree on there so later on we'll know what that is. 

FURST: And officer now that you're 

actually using that would you mind dating that to 
make sure that—anywhere, you know, out of the— 

REBOLI: It's the 15 th ? Correct?

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. So you didn't notice 

the second—the second subject until you were 
already engaging with the first subject? 

REBOLI: Well, when we came on scene at 

25 th and Folsom before we had even stopped the 
vehicle midblock on Folsom Street is when I saw the 
two silhouettes, the two figures running in the 
middle of Folsom Street midblock. That's when I 
proceeded from 25 th Street northbound on Folsom 
towards 24 th Street and as I made that turn that's 
when I saw both silhouettes, both forms run onto 
the sidewalk. I lost visual of them for a time 
being but as I was coming to a stop is when I saw 
^^^m^^|^|come from between, from the sidewalk 
between the two vehicles and then ^ just stopped 
and leaned against the car. At this point I still 
hadn't seen where the second subject was. 
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SGT. CRUDO: Okay, so you knew there was 

as second subject. 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: You lost sight of You 

were—you ended up making contact with the driver's 
side subject? 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. So what I'm going to 

have you do is I'm going to give you my pen here 
and if you would just put a D to identify the 
location of the subject on the driver's side when 
you got out and began your approach, where^^ was 
located. 

REBOLI: A D? 

SGT. CRUDO: Uh-huh. ^|was the detained 

party. 

REBOLI: Okay. And again if I had to 

describe ^^B/as in the streets leaning on the hood, 
hands were folder with arm kind of 

resting on top of the hood and was in 
correlation to where the windshield and the hood 
meet together so it would always be the doorframe 
of the door, the driver's side door. 

SGT. CRUDO: Did H appear to be winded 

or—I mean how did ^H a PP ear as Y ou approached 

you're looking at I would— 
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REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay, how did ^^appear to 

you? 

REBOLI: As I was walking towards I 

made essentially a direct line from our car to |HB| 
The closer I got to ^^^^^^^.ppeared to be 
exhausted, breathing quite heavily, ^^didn't 
appear to be sweating at this point though but 
was—was quite out of breath. 

SGT. CRUDO: Now, before you got out of 

the car, before you and Officer Tiffy split up and 
got out of the car did you discuss any tactics or 
concerns before approaching? 

REBOLI: I just—I told Craig I said 

there's something to that effect, and 

I said there's somebody else on the sidewalk. And 
that's when I made the exit out of the unmarked 
patrol car. 

SGT. CRUDO: And did you discuss who was 

going to contact whom? 

REBOLI: No. 

SGT. CRUDO: Do you guys have—you guys 

have worked together for a long time. Do you guys 
have a pattern or sort of a procedure that you guys 
do in such an instance? 

REBOLI: It just kind of from working 
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together for so long the person in the street 
leaning against the car was closest to me. The 
person on the sidewalk would have been closest to 
him as he's exiting the unmarked. 

SGT. CRUDO: Excuse me for the pause, I'm 

just marking some notes. And what was—when you got 
out of the car what was your purpose in getting out 
of the vehicle? 

REBOLI: Again, the original call was a 

HIH behind chased by with—who was 

brandishing a knife. As we were in route to the 
location Dispatch had advised that the 
were now—or the being chased 

southbound on Folsom Street from 24 th Street. 

That's why we went to 25 th and Folsom. There's 
usually or possible a few minute lag time between 
information from Dispatch to the events as they're 
occurring in real time so they could have already 
been passed 25 th Street running on Folsom. They 
could have been running in any other direction, so. 
When I went to 25 th and Folsom that's when I saw 
the subjects running in kind of circles and so 
that's why we were there was to investigate the 
possible subject that was being chased by a knife. 

SGT. CRUDO: So basically to conduct an 

investigation? 
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REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: And did you believe that the 

subjects that you saw did you have a view of them, 
sufficient view of them or just based on the 
totality did you believe that these were the 
subjects that the radio calls had been regarding? 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: And then based again on your— 

so these comments are based on a Homicide 
interview, these statements. But based on your 
homicide interview you initially approached the 
driver side suspect and detained Can you put 

an XI indicating where you moved to from your 
vehicle and then indicate the approximate path that 
you took from your vehicle to— 

REBOLI: Okay, XI would be the driver's 

side door and then I just walked directly towards 
so I had to cross in front of our unmarked 
patrol car. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. Were you lights on? 

REBOLI: I believe they were. 

SGT. CRUDO: Did you—I didn't ask you, did 

you have any spotlight on that vehicle? 

REBOLI: No spotlights. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay, so you wouldn't have 

been using any spotlights, just headlights? 
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REBOLI: I believe just the headlights 

were on. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. And at this time you've 

described the suspect with hands folded leaning on 
the car, appearing exhausted. Did ^H seem to be 
focused on you, your vehicle, where did m 
attention appear to be focused? 

REBOLI: | was—when I was walking up to 

was definitely looking at me but ^|was also 
keeping an eye on the sidewalk. So m 
looking over the parked car but ^was also staring 
at me. So eyes were darting back and 

forth. 

SGT. CRUDO: So attention 

divided between something on the sidewalk and you? 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: Was you or facing 

something on the sidewalk? 

REBOLI: ^^would have been facing me. 

SGT. CRUDO: In other words ^^Hchest— 

chest and belly. 

REBOLI: Again, H was leaning on the hood 

and ^^H c hest was facing southbound which would 
have been in my direction as I'm walking northbound 
up to 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. Did you say anything to 
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m as you approached? 

REBOLI: I said police and I immediately 

grabbed right arm, right above ^^H e 4bow. And I 

reached out and grabbed left arm and I kind of 

arms into ^^^kind of like a hockey move 
just because of the nature of the call, I don't 
know if ^^^|the one with the knife, I don't know 
if the other subject—I don't know if there's a 
knife even involved other than what Dispatch has 
advised.

H turned and was complying 
with my physical direction and was walking in front 
of me. 

SGT. CRUDO: At this time as you made 

contact before you even begin to move ^^^Jou're 
gaining physical control, did you see Officer 
Tiffy? 


REBOLI: As I made contact and turned to 

the subject I looked over the hood or over the 
vehicle and that's when I could see Officer Tiffy 
on the sidewalk, ^|was facing my general direction 
and there was another subject who had back to 
me who was—they were engaged in a verbal—or Officer 
Tiffy I could see^^H mout h moving, I could hear 
what ^|was saying though. 

SGT. CRUDO: So as you look what was the— 

do I understand you correctly that you said Officer 
Tiffy is basically facing generally your direction 
which would be west, is that correct? 


REBOLI:

|would be facing west, the 


SGT. CRUDO: And the subject, the suspect 

in this instance is facing Officer Tiffy? 

REBOLI: Yes. 
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SGT. CRUDO: So acing 

east, correct, and is^ ^ between basically you 
and Officer Tiffy? 

REBOLI: | is on the sidewalk between 

Officer Tiffy and the parked car. ^^^^|the subject 
is—suspect is generally about the rear tire of the 
parked car. So I'm making contact with the detained 
individual at the driver's front tire, the subject 
is at kind of the rear of the vehicle, the rear 
back tire and Officer Tiffy has made ^^Jroute onto 
the sidewalk. 

SGT. CRUDO: So when you see ^^^^^^|l'll 

have you put a T for Officer—sorry, £f had the pen— 
T for Officer Tiffy's approximately position 
relative to you know where you are and then a 
triangle for the. suspect. And then again so your 
initial point of movement is right by there—okay. 
Did you handcuff the subject that 

you approached? 

REBOLI: No. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay, so restraints weren't 

required and you said ^ was cooperative no 
resistive? ^^®/ent with you, am I describing that 
correctly? 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Did H say anything to you? 
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REBOLI: saying something but I 

couldn't really make out what^H was saying. When I 
grabbed^^H an< i turned ^|my attention was focused 
on Craig and then I kind of looked down to make 
sure I wasn't tripping on anything and we only got 
about two or three steps when I looked back up, 
kind of glanced back over at Craig and that's when 
I saw Craig was struggling with the suspect. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay, so this is in the 

process then you've got control, you're moving 
you look back at Officer Tiffy. No are you—you're 
movingto the sidewalk, correct? 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: So your next movement is are 

you going in between cars one and two? 

REBOLI: Yes, there's approximately two 

feet in between the two parked cars and so I was—I 
was going to walk in through this little alley 

or little space to get back on the sidewalk. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay so I know there's a lot 

going on and I know we're sitting here, we have 
this luxury of sitting in this sterile environment 
breaking something down in you know minutes and 
hours that is occurring I imagine pretty quickly, 
this is a pretty rapidly unfolding thing, things 
are happening in parallel, is that correct? 
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REBOLI: Second by second, yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: And some of these things you 

know would I be correct in understanding some of 
these things are really kind of happening sort of 
concurrently, some of the things that Officer 
Tiffy's experiencing or happening as you're doing 
things we tend to describe things sequentially but 
as he begins—it sounds like he's beginning to have 
a struggle or you notice he's having a struggle as 
you're moving the other subject towards the 
sidewalk? 

REBOLI: Correct, within second. Again, I 

only got from where the windshield and the driver's 
side tire is to approximately the front bumper of 
the vehicle. So you're talking two, maybe three 
steps. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay, when you realize your 

partner is now in some sort of physical 
altercation? 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay, at that point you're 

talking about—in here you've talking about your 
attention now being sort of diverted so your 
primary focus seems to be less on the detained 
subject that's with you as opposed to your partner 

and the person that he's encountering, is that—do I 
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I 

| 

understand that correctly? i 

REBOLI: Yes. After I make the initial 

contact and I have^^H arms pinned I just feel 
body is not resisting. Obviously I haven't searched 
^so I don't know if the one with the knife 

or not but just based on actions I'm not—I 

would have felt some sort of violent resistance if 
I^Jhad been the one with the knife, I would have 
felt pull away, try and rush away. So I 

was fairly confident by my control ^^^^^|and I was 
trying to keep Officer Tiffy in my viewpoint only 
because I don't know what that person, that subject 
that he's talking to if he's possibly the one with 
the knife or not. 

SGT. CRUDO: Now as you're moving through 

between the two cars, between vehicles one and two, 
the parked and unattended vehicles, so that's in 
front of the blue car, correct? 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: So as you're moving towards 

the sidewalk, recognize that Officer Tiffy is now 
in some sort of physical struggle. Can you describe 
what you start to register at that point? 

REBOLI: I just register that Craig is 

wrestling around struggling with somebody so I 
disengage from the person I have and I ran over, 
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attempting to run over to help Craig in his 
struggle with this person. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay so in—so is that even 

before you reach the sidewalk, as you're crossing 
the front of the car? 

REBOLI: Again, I got to roughly this area 

with the first detained subject. 

SGT. CRUDO: You're putting a little 

circle there, okay. 

REBOLI: Right about here is where I 

disengage. I don't remember if I threw the person 
to the left, I don't remember if I threw ^^|to the 
right, I don't remember if I just pushed I 

just remember disengaging and running in between 
the two parked cars to the sidewalk. 

SGT. CRUDO: And you've got to forgive me 

if I ask some things that seem self-evident. But 
why—why did you release that subject to go to the 
other subject? 

REBOLI: As I stated, this subject was not 

appearing to be any type of threat whereas this 
subject was resisting and struggling with my 
partner soB Has the physical, immediate threat to 
my partner's life and safety. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay and were they in 

approximately the same position as we've got here? 
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We've got a T and—or had they moved anywhere? Were 
they basically near the back of that second car? 

REBOLI: They were—they were basically in 

this area but I could see that they were—Craig was 
struggling, it looked like ^|was trying to take 
J|^|to the ground so there was a little movement 
between the two of them. 

SGT. CRUDO: So kind of some movement and 

counter-movement, struggling. 

REBOLI: Yes, again, it looked like Craig 

was trying to take him to the ground and the 
subject definitely not—he was trying to pull away 
and he was trying to move away from Craig. 

SGT. CRUDO: So you begin running, you 

recognize before you even get to the front of the 
blue car that your partner's in this struggle, you 
begin running to his assistance. 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: Did you see where the other 

subject, you detained, did you see 

wheremoved to or ended up? 

REBOLI: Not until afterwards. 

SGT. CRUDO: So they—these, the officers 

are in this approximate same locations towards the 
back of the car in a moving struggle and this just 
for the record whereas this image or this sketch 
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that we're using has the T for Officer Tiffy and 
the triangle for the suspect they weren't 
necessarily in that fixed position, they were it 
sounds like in kind of a swirling or circular sort 
of confrontation. 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. So their position was 

changing moment by moment. 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. Did you see any weapon 

at this time? 

REBOLI: Not—I didn't see a weapon until I 

got approximately about five feet from both of 
their locations. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay so you continued to move 

to assist Officer Tiffy. 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Until—did you continue to 

move until you saw a weapon? 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay, so why don't you show 

me approximately where you would have moved to 
relative to the vehicle, relative to the suspect 
and Officer Tiffy. 

REBOLI: I again got within four or five 

feet of them which puts me kind of in this general 
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area. 

SGT. CRUDO: Let's—we'll call that X2 and 

did you take more-less a direct path? 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. 

REBOLI: Yes, once I got onto the sidewalk 

I was making a direct path. 

SGT. CRUDO: And roughly in the middle of 

the sidewalk, not on one edge of the sidewalk, not 
near—not on the curbline, not on the property line 
but kind of in the— 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay, so you get that close 

and then you see a weapon, what did you see? 

REBOLI: I saw Officer Tiffy physically 

like push away, lunge backwards, his hands 
immediately came up to shoulder, face level. Again, 
I described it as if you're doing an undercover buy 
and the buy officer puts the hands up in the oh 
crap signal like something's happening. Craig had 
lunged backwards and I saw the suspect slashing in 
a circular motion with a very large silver knife 
directly at Craig and then the knife came up to 
roughly my eyesight. 

SGT. CRUDO: And just because we're audio, 

we're not video, you said slashing motion. You're 
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using your right arm, you're drawing it almost 
parallel to the ground across your waist and then 
ripping upward, is that correct? 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRODO: So the blade would have been 

pointed towards your partner? 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. Now you said that 

Officer Tiffy had moved as you approached he threw 
up his hands? 

REBOLI: Yeah, for his own safety. He was 

lunging backwards away from the blade which was 
being swung at him. 

SGT. CRUDO: Was he retreating? 

REBOLI: . Again, falling away. 

SGT. CRUDO: Let me put it a different 

way, did he move a discernible distance or was he 
in the same area? Was he just kind of gaining a 
little space or was he— 

REBOLI: He was not running away but again 

because of the hand-to-hand, the close proximity 
with the knife being swung the best way I can 
describe it is he was just lunging out of the way 
of the knife that was being swung at him so he was 
falling almost like I don't know if you're seen the 
movie The Matrix, that movie where the guy falls 
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backwards, that's almost what he looked like. 

SGT. CRUDO: So does he move further away 

from the vehicle, further away from the curbline? 
Does he move straight down, do you recall? 

REBOLI: He I would say kind of like more 

towards the building line. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay, so approximately if you 

put a T2 on there. 

REBOLI: He moves over kind of in this 

direction. 

.SGT. CRUDO: Okay. And the subject then is 

still facing him? 

REBOLI: ,As the knife comes up it looks as 

though he kind of looks and sees me and then he 
turns and runs directly at me. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay so in other words it 

sounds like you made that slashing motion again, 
across the waist and up, in completing that he 
basically ends up facing you? 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: And you're still advancing, 

so Officer Tiffy is really now retreated, moved in 
more a defensive transition to more defense. You 
now—this is at the same time you're starting to 
register there's a knife. 

REBOLI: Well I saw the knife that came up 
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and it's eye level to me and that's when I stop 
because I was—as I was running I was thinking you 
know don't tackle him because if there is a knife I 
don't—you know, it could go into him, it could go 
into me, something like that, so I was going to 
either use my body force to drive him to the 
ground, I was going to use some sort of defensive 
tactics, front kick or side kick just to get him 
away from Craig, you know, and then create some 
distance but the moment I saw the knife and he was 
turning and running at me I immediately stopped and 
then I lunged backwards myself. 

SGT. CRUDO: You also gained some space, 

okay. Did he say anything to you? 

REBOLI: I don't recall. I don't believe 

he did. 

SGT. CRUDO: Do you recall hearing Officer 

Tiffy say anything? 

REBOLI: It was all happening too fast, I 

don't recall. 

SGT. CRUDO: Do you recall saying 

anything? 

REBOLI: After I had kind of set myself 

and was producing my firearm I gave the verbal 
command to drop the knife. I said something along— 
police, drop the knife. Drop the knife. Drop the 
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knife police. Drop the fucking knife. Something 
along those lines but it was definitely a loud drop 
the knife. 

SGT. CRUDO: Did you—let's talk about you 

first. Did you draw your weapon at this point or 
when do you draw your firearm? 

REBOLI: As I'm lunging backwards I'm 

reaching for my firearm and I'm also reaching— 
initially I thought it was my O.C. but the more I ; 
think about it more it could have been just like my 
radio to throw at him just to create some sort of 
distraction. But as I land and come to my stop 
which is somewhere now in this general area. 

SGT. CRUDO: Why don't you—yeah, put just 

general area, put an X3 kind of now where you moved 
backwards toward. 

REBOLI: Because I lunged not only 

backwards but I pivoted so now— 

SGT. CRUDO: Facing more east? 

REBOLI: I'm not more in the middle of the 

sidewalk towards the building line as opposed— 

SGT. CRUDO: So you've almost got your 

back to him at that point? 

REBOLI: No sir, I'm still facing him. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. 

REBOLI: and he's running in a northbound 
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direction at me and as I'm lunging backwards I'm 
tracking him, you know what I mean, I'm keeping my 
shoulders to him as he's also doing the same. So 
he's not running like past me, he's running with 
the knife and he's keeping me in front of him. So 
he's almost like side-shifting, you know what I 
mean, like a football drill type. But he's keeping 
the knife in between me and him and he's moving the 
knife around. 

SGT. CRUDO: So at this point you've 

backed away, you again got this sort of swinging, 
moving, faceoff. He's swinging, thrashing the 
knife, you've drawn your gun? 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. And just you initially 

you said you know in your Homicide O.C. now you're 
saying maybe it could have been your radio but 
you're reaching for some other force option. Did 
you ever draw that as well or did you just kind of— 
okay, this is not something I'm going to use or? 

REBOLI: Yeah once my feet came set my 

firearm was out, that was my only option at that 
point. 

SGT. CRUDO: And while we're talking about 

it, why was that your only option? 

REBOLI: Just because of the such close 
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proximity to the suspect and myself, the suspect 
having a very large knife, the distance between him 
and I was so short O.C. wouldn't have worked even 
if I had gotten it out of my pocket I don't think I 
would have had the ability to train it on and 
strike him in the eyes before he could advance onto 
me or even being able to draw my Kubaton or impact 
weapon, it just would have been—because his knife 
was so long that it would have been pointless. 

SGT. CRUDO: While we're talking about 

force options, of the force options that we're 
authorized to use—verbal commands, you said that 
you had given him verbal commands? 


REBOLI: 

Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: 

Were those effective? 

REBOLI: 

No. 

SGT. CRUDO: 

You said your impact weapon 


it's we've described it now, you said what about 
eight inches I think you said? 

REBOLI: Approximately eight inches, yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Eight inches. Was that a 

reasonable or feasible option with the threat that 
you had encountered? 


REBOLI: 

Absolutely not. 

SGT. CRUDO: 

Why not? 

REBOLI: 

Because the knife was far larger 
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than the Kubaton. The knife being a deadly weapon, 
Kubaton is more for an impact, really more for a 
pain compliance aspect. The actions of the suspect 
with the weapon there would have been no way to use 
that impact weapon or even a nightstick in this 
matter would have been pointless in my 
determination. 

SGT. CRUDO: In regards to other force 

options you've talked about O.C. what about carotid 
restraint, would that have been something you could 
have used? 

REBOLI: Absolutely hot. That puts you 

right up body to body and you can't control that 
arm sufficiently while applying the carotid. He 
could easily be stabbing you in any variety of 
locations that would kill you if not render you 
ineffective. 

SGT. CRUDO: Okay. So other options 

wouldn't have feasible? 

REBOLI: Not at this distance, no. 

SGT. CRUDO: And also while we're talking 

about it what distance as you draw what distance 
are we talking about here? I know you said between 
five and ten feet, is that correct? 

REBOLI: Correct. 

SGT. CRUDO: Do you have any training with 
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regards to edge weapons and distance for edge 
weapons? 



bladed edge weapons as well as just in the course 
of my training and as well in the Academy they 
mention and bring up there's a distance, they call 
it a fatal distance between somebody with a bladed 
edge weapon and an individual with a firearm. 

SGT. CRUDO: And what's that distance? 

REBOLI: It's approximately 20 to 25 feet. 

SGT. CRUDO: And can you just sort of for 

the record kind of define what that means, the 20 
to 25 feet range. 

REBOLI: It's a range that if somebody is 

proficient or even moderately proficient with a 
bladed edge weapon they can advance forward on a 
subject far faster than that subject can retreat or 
take up some sort of defensive location and have 
time to draw the weapon or even if the weapon is 
drawn still be able to fire off an accurate shot in 
a form of self defense. Again, it's the theory that 
if the individual with the firearm isn't set and 
completely—completely secure with the person coming 
at them the person with the knife has the ability 

to close that gap, close that distance and now can 
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render you your shooting hand, a hand or the hand 
that the weapon is in basically irrelevant in which 
case you now have a subject on you with a knife. 

SGT. CRUDO: And your holster what level— 

is it level two, level three holster? How many 
type—in other words for retention purposes or 
drawing purposes what kind of holster do you have? 

REBOLI: It's one retention. There's a 

button on the inside where your thumb goes and you 
press it down and then you can kind of rock the 
firearm backwards a little bit and then retrieve it 
out of its holster. 

SGT. CRUDO: . Okay. So okay. When you drew 

your firearm do you recall if—how you drew it? I 
mean did you have your arms extended, were you 
locked out, was it a low—was it kind of a low draw? 
Were you able to basically come up full? 

REBOLI: Yes, I came up and had both hands 

and was in the shooting position when I came to 
rest. 

SGT. CRUDO: Do you recall were you 

continuing—you mentioned that you were turning in 
this sort of turning confrontation, you're both 
kind of side-shuffling away from each other or 
against each other really.

I think you 
kind of touched on that a little bit but was there 
anything here in this drawing three, right now 
we've got an approximate position between cars one 
and two where you're encountering the suspect, 
you're doing this sort of turning faceoff, you're 
south of the tree that's already drawn on the 
sketch. Do you recall if there was anything in 
between the suspect and the corner?

The sidewalk was clear?

So he had an avenue of

you're assessing this and you're concerned that 
Officer Tiffy might have been stabbed or had been 
stabbed. Why did you believe that or suspect that? 

REBOLI: Again, just due to the close 

proximity during the struggle and the way I saw the 
knife being slashed at him I believed one hundred 
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percent that Craig had been stabbed, had been 
injured, cut in some manner. 

SGT. CRUDO: So more because of the nature 

of the encounter that you had already seen combined 
with the suspect, now your encounter with him? 

REBOLI: Again, it just—they were right on 

top of each other, again Craig's trying to take him 
down, he has both hands on him and then the force 
that the knife was swung at him, sliced at him and 
just the length of the knife itself I believe that 
he was cut in some form or manner. 

SGT. CRUDO: So you were actually 

surprised to learn that he hadn't been cut? 

REBOLI: Absolutely, yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: And you said just to confirm, 

you said that really until this incident was 
resolved that you didn't know where the suspect—or 
the subject that you detained, the detained subject 
you don't know where ^|is, you're not aware of 



REBOLI: I only have an idea because the 

suspect when he stops he's facing me with the 

knife. He then looks in the direction that Craig is 

in and again I'm thinking Craig is on the ground 

hurt and then the suspect looks over his right 

shoulder across like the hood of the vehicle and it 
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looks like he locks in or something or someone, so 
my fleeting thought is that's where the person that 
I grabbed was at. Again, was exhausted, m

commands, he begins to come forward.

motions and I could see he was falling to the 
ground and again this is all happening split 
seconds so as he's falling to the ground I'm not 
rendering him or reading him as an immediate threat 
to my person anymore. 

SGT. CRUDO: And you say he's no longer an 

immediate threat. Was he still a threat of some 
nature? 

REBOLI: Yeah, he still has the knife. 

SGT. CRUDO: What did you do after you 

fired? 

REBOLI: You mean when I stopped firing. I 

still had—I was still tracking him, I saw the knife 
fall into the street and I still had my sights or 
now was leaning in with my sights and then I heard 
a voice from across the street, almost 

directly across from me. ^^|let out a very loud 
scream and I could hear ^^H scream i n< ? that somebody 
had just been shot over here. When I heard that I 
read that as maybe a round had travelled past and 
struck somebody on that sidewalk. 

SGT. CRUDO: Were you able to access what 

your backdrop was. when you fired? 

REBOLI: Folsom Street was. clear. There 
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was no vehicle traffic, there appeared to me to be 
no pedestrian traffic but this happened all within 
seconds from the time we got out of the vehicle 
until we stopped firing, so. 

SGT. CRUDO: So you heard somebody scream, 

a voice across the street scream and you 

thought that maybe somebody—there had been some 
other injury or somebody else had been shot. Did 
you think it was related to your firing your 
weapon? 

REBOLI: Yeah, I—it's hard because 

everything is in slow motion and there's like no—I 
could hear engines, the patrol engines coming from 
all over but it seems like it's taking forever to 
show up on scene and I don't know, it's tunnel 
vision I guess but that was the only thing is like 
I didn't hear trees or the leaves rustling, I 
didn't hear anything, it was almost like completely 
quiet except for that person's voice and so I you 
know I had that oh my God moment where I was 
probably praying to God that nobody else had been 
struck with a round. 

SGT. CRUDO: Do you recall—I mean you 

touched on this a little bit but do you recall 
experiencing physiological or sensorial distortions 
during this time period? You talked about time 
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maybe slowing down or the perception of time 
slowing down and tunnel vision, hearing, anything 
else? Did you have any intrusive thoughts, like 
thoughts popped into your head that just seemed 
sort of out of place or did you have any trouble 
breathing, did you notice yourself sweating, 
accelerated heart rate, anything like that? 

REBOLI: The only thing I recognize was I 

actually stepped over the suspect and I was 
immediately going across the street to check to see 
if anyone was hurt on that sidewalk. As I was doing 
it I think I still had my gun in my hand and was 
walking and I remember not being able to decock the 
gun, I had to actually as I'm walking I brought the 
gun up, took both thumbs and almost with my left 
thumb forced my right thumb to decock the weapon 
and then holster it. That was—I don't recall having 
any issues breathing. I don't recall my heart rate 
other than the only aspect to—was the dexterity of 
my fingers and then the fear that somebody had been 
struck by a round. 

SGT. CRUDO: Did you or anyone else render 

aid to the suspect? 

REBOLI: I believe it was Officer Obidi, 

Joe Obidi who was the David 74. You know, at the 

time everything slowing down, everything it seemed 
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like after I checked I was looking on the sidewalk, 
I was looking up at the houses, I was looking at 
the parked cars, I didn't see any glass, I'm not 
seeing anybody on the ground but as I'm walking 
back across the street then it seems like every 
officer in the Department is arriving on the scene, 
it just happened like that quick. 

SOT. CRUDO: Did you see the nature of any 

first aid that was performed or any treatment that 
was given? 

REBOLI: I remember handcuffing the 

suspect only because the knife was still in his 
close proximity. I don't recall if I handcuffed him 
before I went across the street or if was after 
coming back to the scene because I remember 
checking on Craig, asking him where are you hurt 
and retrieving my—my flashlight was on the ground, 

I don't know how, and my radio was on the ground 
right next to Craig and I remember retrieving those 
and then telling Craig put out the location and I 
think it was at this point I went and handcuffed 
the suspect. I think it was on the way back across 
the street. Again, I could hear the engines, I 
could hear people coming but I remember thinking 
the knife is still there, I don't know if he's 
alive, I don't know if he's still a threat. So I 
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bent down and handcuffed him. 

At some point I walked away from the suspect. 
Again, a lot of people now showing up. I think 
looked back at him because somebody was with the 
person that I had detained at the rear of the blue 
vehicle and it looked like ^^^jas handcuffed and I 
remember thinking who got the hand—who handcuffed 
IBHBut then I quickly went I don't care. 

I then looked over, say Obidi speaking to the 
suspect like giving directions saying you know 

I'm not going to perform chest compressions and I 
remember thinking that's very odd, just why are 
you—but it could have just been his process of— 
because he had turned him over and was now doing 
chest compressions so I asked him what unit he was 
because he's an FTO and I didn't know if he was a 
car sector or if he was the David 74 which is the 
housing unit. He told me that he was the David 74 
so I got on the air and said David 74 is rendering 
aid, male shot multiple times. 

SGT. CRUDO: And you hit on this, how long 

units responded on scene. It sounds like you were 
hearing the sirens sort of just after you fired 
your weapon they were there by the time you 
examined across the street and came back? 

REBOLI: Yeah, again it just—I couldn't 
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tell you if it was five seconds or a minute. I 
couldn't tell you. It just seemed like all of a 
sudden now all my faculties are coming in, I can 
hear, I can you know manipulate the radio I can do 
you know all these things and it just seemed like 
you know patrol cars make a very distinct of the 
engines, you know, it seemed like I could hear them 
from as if they were coming from you know Broadway. 
You know, it just seemed like it took them forever 
but then next thing I know or recognize is that 
there's—the street is filling up with the red and 
blue lights and there's all of a sudden a ton of 
cops in the area. 

SGT. CRUDO: You said that you saw the 

suspect drop his knife? 

REBOLI: Yes. 

SGT. CRUDO: Can you describe the knife 

that you saw and can you tell me what—if you're 
aware of what happened to it? 

REBOLI: The knife that I saw was—it 

looked like—looked like miniature machete, it was— 
it looked like a foot if not larger. Silver, fixed 
blade, almost like a professional kitchen utensil.

On Thursday, March 05, 2015 at 0900 hours, pursuant to Department General Order 
8.11, a panel convened to reviewOlS 15-003 (SFPD case #150.178.555), which 
occurred on Thursday, February 26, 2015. This incident involved Officer Eric Reboli 
#1651 and Officer Craig Tiffe #1312 both from Mission Station. At the time of this 
incident both Officers were working in a plainclothes capacity. 

The purpose of this panel’s review was to determine whether it is appropriate to return 
Officer Reboli and Officer Tiffe to their regular duty assignment. The panel was 
comprised of the following:

Lt. O’Brien summarized the preliminary criminal investigation information, as 
established by the Homicide investigators. 

Sergeant Long reported that Officer Reboli and Officer Tiffe were debriefed by the 
Behavioral Science Unit on Tuesday, March 03, 2015. Sergeant Long reported that the 
Behavioral Science Unit had no reservations regarding the return of Officer Reboli and 
Officer Tiffe to fuil duty.

The panel considered the progress report given by Lieutenant O’Brien, of the Night 
Investigations Unit, regarding the preliminary criminal investigation. 

Sergeant Long of the Behavioral Science Unit confirmed that Officer Reboli and 
Officer Tiffe attended a debriefing on March 03, 2015, as required by Department 
policy. 

As with all officer-involved shootings, the Internal Affairs Division recommends that 
the members participate in a post-discharge firearm debrief at the Range and in a 
modified Force Options training course at the Academy. 

Officers Reboli and Tiffe are scheduled to complete the Force Options training 
March 05, 2015 and attend the debriefing at the Police Range on March 06, 2015. 

After hearing the presentation and ensuing discussion, the panel recommended to 
the Chief of Police that Officer Eric Reboli and Officer Craig Tiffe return to their 
regular duty assignment pending completion of the following: 

1. Recommended follow-up Force Options training, 

2. Recommended follow-up firearms debriefing at the Police Range, 

3. And the conclusion of the administrative reassignment which will occur on 
Monday, March 09, 2015, per Department General Order 8.11 (II)(G)(4). 

Based upon the facts and circumstances known at this time, and after consulting 
with the appropriate Department personnel as described in Department General 
Order 8.11,1 concur with the panel’s recommendation that Officers Reboli and Tiffe 
should be returned to their regular duty assignment at the conclusion of the 
aforementioned items. 

In accordance with Department General Order 8.11, I look forward to discussing my 
finding and decision with you at the next regularly scheduled Police Commission 
meeting.

GENERAL ORDER 

USE OF FORCE 

The purpose of this order is to set forth the drcumstances under which officers may 
resort to the use of force. The order also outlines procedures for reporting and 
evaluating incidents involving the use of force. 

I. POLICY 

A. It is the policy of the San Francisco Police Department to accomplish the 
police mission as effectively as possible with the highest regard for the dignity 
of all persons and with minimal reliance upon the use of physical force. The 
use of physical force shall be restricted to drcumstances authorized by law and 
to the degree minimally necessary to accomplish a lawful police task. 

B. Officers are frequently confronted with situations where control must be 
exercised to effect arrests and to protect the public safety. Control may be. 
achieved through advice, warnings, and persuasion, or by the use of physical 
force. While the use of reasonable physical force may be necessary In 
situations that cannot be otherwise controlled, force may not be resorted to 
unless other reasonable alternatives have been exhausted or would dearly be 
ineffective under the particular drcumstances. 

C Officers are permitted to use whatever force is reasonable and necessary to 
protect others or themselves, but no more. The purpose of this policy is not 
to restrict officers from using suffident force to protect themselves or others, 
but to provide general guidelines under which force may be used. If 
exceptional drcumstances occur which are not contemplated by this order, 
officers should use any force reasonably necessary to protect themselves or 
others; however, they must be able to articulate the reasons for employing 
such force.

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DL CATEGORIES OF FORCE TO EMPLOY (IN ASCENDING ORDER OF 
GRAVITY) 


X, When the use of force is necessary and appropriate, officers shall, to the 
extent possible, utilize an escalating scale of options and not employ more 
forceful measures unless it is determined that a lower level of force would 
not be adequate, or such a level of force is attempted and actually found to 
be inadequate. The scale of options, in order of increasing severity, is set 
forth below: 


au Verbal Persuasion 


h Physical Control (eg., passive resister, bent wrist control, excluding the

2. It is not the intent of the order to require officers to try each of the options 
before escalating to the next Clearly, good judgment and the 
circumstances of each situation will dictate the level at which an officer 
wilisiart Officersusing any type of force are accountable for its use. 

E. REASONABLE FORCE 

X Officers must frequently employ the use of force to effect arrests and 

ensure the public safety. It Is not intended that any suspect should ever be 
allowed to be the first to exercise force, thus gaining an advantage In a 
physical confrontation. Nothing in this order should be interpreted to 
mean that an officer is required to engage in prolonged hand-to-hand 
combat with all its risks before resorting to the use of force that will more 
quickly, humanely and safely bring an arrestee under physical controL 
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2. Penal Code Section 835 a provides that, " Any peace officer who has 

reasonable cause to believe that the person to be arrested has committed a 
public offense may use reasonable force to effect the arrest, to prevent 
escape or to overcome resistance . A peace officer who makes or attempts 
to make an arrest need not retreat or desist from his/her efforts by reason 
of resistance or threatened resistance of the person being arrestedl; nor 
shall such officer be deemed the aggressor or lose his/her right to self 
defense by the use of reasonable force to effect the arrest, or to prevent 
escape, or to overcome resistance " 

F. CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING THE USE OF FORCE 

1. Officers may use force in the performance of their duties in the following 
circumstances: 

a. To prevent the commission of a public offense, 
h. To prevent a person from injuring himself/herself. 

_ c T© effect the lawful anest/detention of persons resisting or attempting 

to evade that arrest/detention. 

d. In self-defense or in the defense of another person. 

2. Before using force, the officer should consider these questions: 
a. What actions on the part of the suspect justify the use of force? 
fe, What crime is being ©r has been committed? 
c. Does the situation require the immediate me of force? 

a VERBAL PERSUASION AS A MEANS OF EFFECTING CUSTODY 

1. The practice of courtesy in all public contact encourages understanding 

and cooperation! lack of courtesy arouses resentment and often physical 
resistance. Simple directions which are complied with while you merely 
accompany the subject are by far the most desirable method of dealing 
with an arrest situation. Control may be achieved through advice, 
persuasion and warnings before resorting to actual physical force. 
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2., The above should oof be construed to suggest that you should ever relax 
and lose control of a situation, thus endangering your personal safety or 
the safety of others. Officers are permitted to use that force which is 
reasonable and necessary to protect themselves from bodily harm. 

H. USE OF PHYSICAL CONTROL TO ACCOMPLISH CUSTODY 

1 Frequently, subjects are reluctant to be taken into custody and offer some 
degree of physical resistance. Normally all that is required to overcome 
the resistance is physical strength and skill in defensive tactics, e.g», passive 
resister, bent wrist control. 

2. Defensive tactics are techniques intended for use when weapons are not 
available or their use is inadvisable or unreasonable under the 
circumstances. You must, however, ensure that you are capable of 
utilizing physical skills to subdue a person. Good judgement is extremely 
important in deciding which tactics to use and how much force to apply. 

The force used must be necessary. 

3. When confronted with a situation that may necessitate the use of physical V 
control, consideration should be given to calling for additional cover 
officers prior to the contact 

4. In encountering physical resistance and/or assault, an officer's primary 
goal is to control the situation. The level of force encountered determines 
what form of defense should be exercised. When conditions permit, the 
best means of controlling a subject is by the imposition of manual restraint 
according to methods taught in Department training courses. 

a. Choking by means of pressure on the subject*s,trachea is a prohibited 
practice. 

h. Rendering a subject unconscious by applying pressure to the carotid 
artery is permissible only when lesser types of restraint would be 
ineffective (see Section L, J.). 
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I USE OF LIQUID CHEMICAL AGENT (MACE/OLEORESIN CAPSICUM) TO 
ACCOMPLISH CUSTODY 


1. liquid chemical agent is a non-lethal device designed to subdue a person 
by projecting a specially formulated liquid onto the face. It is not designed 
to replace the police revolver or baton. Liquid chemical agent is a 
defensive weapon intended for use when attempting to subdue an 
unarmed attacker or to overcome resistance likely to result in injury to 
either the suspect or the officer. 

2. In most instances, liquid chemical agent will reduce or eliminate the 
necessity for greater physical force to effect the arrest Every officer should 
be equipped with liquid chemical agent and, when practical to do so, 
should use it rather than the baton or carotid restraint 

3. MEDICAL TREATMENT. Persons who have had Mace or O.C sprayed on their 
faces shall have their faces washed and their eyes flushed with clean water 
at the scene or as soon as possible. Medical evaluation shall occur: 

a. Prior to booking and as soon as practicable. 

It If the person is recovering normally, request an ambulance (Code 2) to 
the scene or arrange to have paramedics meet you at another location 
to medically assess the individual. 

c, If the ambulance is unavailable or the delay will be excessive, transport 
the exposed subject to SFGH for medical evaluation. 

dL If the sprayed suspect looses consciousness or has difficulty breathing, 
summon an ambulance Code 3. 

4. TKANSFORTAHON. Persons who have bees sprayed with Mace @r O.C 
must fee transported in an upright position by two officers. The passenger 
officer shall closely monitor the subject for any signs of distress which 
would require medical- evaluation and/or treatment. Hobble cords ©r 
similar types of restraints shall only be used to secure a subject" s legs 
together. They shall not be used to connect the subject's legs to his/her 
waist or hands in a ^trussed" position. 
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5. MONITORING SUBJECTS. Supervisors shall ensure that any person who ha* 
been sprayed with Mace or O.C is kept under direct visual observation 
untill he/she has been medically evaluated. If the person appears to be 
having difficulty breathing, an ambulance shall be summoned 
immediately. 

6. BOOKING FORM. Persons who have been sprayed with liquid chemical 
agent shall have that noted on the booking form. 

J. USE OF CAROTID RESTRAINT TO ACCOMPLISH CUSTODY 

L, The carotid restraint, when properly applied, is a very effective means of 
subduing a violent subject; however, caution must be used in its 
application. The officer applying the hold must attempt to ensure the 
hold does not slip into a bar arm trachea choke. 


2. The carotid restraint is an acceptable use of force in the following 
situations: 

a. The officer is physically attacked. 



k To stop a physical attack on another person. 

c. The officer has attempted a lesser level of force and found it to b© 
inadequate. 


d, In the officer's best judgement, having evaluated the particular 
circumstances, a lesser level of force would be inadequate 

3. MEDICAL TREATMENT. Officers finding it necessary to apply the carotid 
restraint must monitor the subject's vital signs closely. Additionally, if ttu 
subject has difficulty breathing or does not immediately regain 
consciousness, the arresting officer shall immediately call paramedics t© 
the scene. In all cases where the carotid restraint is used, the subject shall 
be medically evaluated. 


4. BOOKING FORM. Persons who have been the subject ©£ a carotid restraint 
shall have that noted on the booking form. 
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K. USE OF BATON TO ACCOMPLISH CUSTODY. The baton in the hands of an 
officer trained in its use is a very formidable weapon. If we are to obtain 
effective results, avoid unnecessary injury to suspects, and minimize 
criticism of the Department, the baton must be used properly and judiciously. 

X, The baton must be earned properly in the officer's baton ring. A baton left 
in the car is of no use to an officer in a confrontation. 

2 . Officers are not to slap the palm of their hand with the baton or poke the 
baton at people as an intimidation technique. 

3. The baton, when properly used, is capable of delivering extremely 
powerful blows to stun and incapacitate an aggressive opponent It is also 
capable of delivering lethal or permanently disabling blows. Blows to the 
head, throat side of the neck, or armpit must be avoided whenever 
possible 

4. To properly control and therefore maximize its effectiveness, the baton 
should normally never be raised above the head to strike a blow. The use 
of the baton as a dub is generally prohibited. 

5. Striking a handcuffed prisoner with a baton is expressly prohibited (except 
as allowed for in Section I., C, of this order). 

6. Officers will carry only batons issued by the Department 

L. USE OF FIREARM TO ACCOMPLISH CUSTODY. See DGO 5.02, Use of 
Firearms. 

M. UNNECESSARY FORCE (DEFINED) 

jl Unnecessary fence occurs when If is apparent that the type or degree of 
force employed was neither necessary nor appropriate. When any degree 
of force is utilized as summary punishment or for vengeance, it is dearly 
improper and unlawful. 

2. Maidens assaults and batteries committed by. officers constitute gross and 
unlawful misconduct Penal Code Section 149 provides criminal penalties 
for every public officer who under the color of authority, without lawful 
necessity, assaults or beats any person. 
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3. When the use of force Is applied indiscriminately, the officer will face civil 
and criminal liability and Department disciplinary action. 

4L Justification for the use of force is limited to what is reasonably known or 
perceived by you at the time. Facts discovered after the event, no matter 
how compelling, cannot be considered in determining whether the force 
was justified. 

N. REPORTING AND INVESTIGATING THE USE OF FORCE 

1. TYPES OF INCIDENTS REQUIRING REPORTING. Officers must report the use of 

the following types of force: 

a. Physical control, when the person is injured or claims to he Injured, 
h Liquid chemical agent, when sprayed on or at the person, 
c Department-issued baton, when the person is struck or jabbed. 

d. When the officer finds it necessary to strike a suspect with his/her fist ^ ^ 
a flashlight, or any other Object 

e. Carotid restraint 

t Firearm (also see DGO 5.02, Use of Firearms). 

2. NOTIFICATION/INCIDENT REPORT. In all cases in which an officer is 
required to report the use of force, the officer using the force shall 
immediately notify his/her supervisor, and: 

a. When the officer using force is also the reporting officer, prepare an 
incident report containing the following information: 

(1) The type of force used (eg., carotid restraint, struck with fist). 

(2) Reason for the us® ©£ force (e.g., subject resisted arrest). 

(3) The supervisor's name, rank, star number and time notified. If 
applicable, the supervisor's reason for not responding to the scene 

.shall also be included. 
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h. In the event that the officer using force is not the officer preparing the ■ 
incident report, the officer using the force shall: 

Cl) Ensure that he/she is dearly identified In the incident report 

(2) Ensure that the inddent report indudes: 

• The type of force used (eg., carotid restraint, struck with fist). 

• Reason for file use of force (e.g., subject resisted arrest). 

• The supervisor's name, rank, star number and time notified. 

(3) Or prepare a supplemental report or a statement form with the 
above information. 

3. SUPERVISORY OFFICER'S RESPONSIBILITIES. When notified of the use of 
force, supervisors shall determine whether anyone (induding the officer) 
has sustained an injury and its severity. If an injury has been sustained 
_ which is, serious enough to require immediate medical treatment, the 
~ supervisor shall immediately respond to the scene of the incident unless a 
response is impracticable, poses a danger, or where officers' continued 
presence creates a risk. Response is optional in other reportable use of 
force inddents. Upon arrival, the supervisor shall do the following (when 
more than one supervisor responds, the responsibility shall fall on the 
senior supervisor): 

a. Ensure that witnesses (Induding officers) to the criminal inddent and 
also the reportable use of force inddent are identified, interviewed, and 
that this information is included in the inddent report. Hostile 
situations or number of witnesses may preclude identification and 
Interview of all witnesses. 

bt Conduct observations ©f the scene and injured subjects or officers. 

c Conduct a supervisorial evaluation to determine whether the force 
used appears reasonable and within the provisions of this order. 

d, When appropriate, cause photographs of injuries or other evidence 
connected to the case to be taken and booked as evidence. 

; 
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e. Review the officer's Incident report. 

£ Record the incident in the Use of Force Log (see below). Hie 

supervisor who is notified of the reportable use of force is responsible 
for recording the incident in the Use of Force Log. 

4. UNNECESSARY OR EXCESSIVE FORCE^RIPORUNG AND INVESTIGATIVE 
RESPONSIBILITIES. Should the supervisorial evaluation conclude possible 
misconduct involved in the use of force, the supervisor shall: 

a. Immediately notify his/her superior. 

h. Make arrangements for any interviews that may have to be conducted, 
c Prepare a memorandum of observations, evaluation and actions taken. 

5. SUPERIOR OFHC1R RESPONSIBILITIES. After being notified of possible 
misconduct involved in the use of force, the superior officer shall: 

a. Conduct an investigation. 

h. Officers suspected of misconduct shall he advised of rights described in 
DGO 2.08, Peace Officers' Rights, and he given the opportunity to have a 
representative present before any administrative interviews. 

c If a criminal investigator is assigned the case, the superior officer 
should confer with the investigator to coordinate the criminal and 
administrative interviews and Miranda warning. 

«L Make the required notifications to O.CC if a citizen complaint is made 
(see DGO 2M, Citizen Complaints Against Officers). Notify the officer's 
commanding officer when required (see DGO 1.06, Duties of Superior 
Officers). 

e. Prepare a report containing results of investigation, preliminary 
findings, conclusions and Eecounmeniafeions if appropriate. 
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6. RECORDING PR0CEDURES/USE OF FORCE LOG/TRAINING DIVISION USE OF 
FORCE REPORT. Every unit of the Department whose officers normally 
perform street duty (e.g., district stations. Narcotics, Vice Crimes, Traffic, 
Special Operations Division, etc) shall maintain a Use of Force Log (SFPD 
128). Other units (eg., administrative, investigative, etc) need not 
maintain a Use of Force Log; however, commanding officers of these units 
are responsible to ensure compliance with all other provisions of this 
order along with the following recording procedures: 

a. On each occasion that an officer reports the use of force In an incident 
report, he/she shall verbally notify the supervisor reviewing the report 
if different than the supervisor notified that the report contains 
reportable use of force. The supervisor reviewing this report shall 
ensure the necessary information Is placed in the Use of Force Log. 

Two copies of the incident report shall be attached to the log. 

h. On the 1st and 15th of each month, comm andin g officers shall sign the 
log and send it, along with one copy of each of the incident reports, to 
their respective deputy chief. The deputy chief will review the log and 
route It to the Management Control Division. Commanding officers 
shall forward a copy of the log and one copy of each incident report to 
the Commanding Officer of the T raining Division. 

c Die Commanding Officer of the Management Control Division will 
maintain controls that assure all unit logs are received and shall 
review completed forms to ascertain if any officer appears to be having 
problems with the use of force. If so, he/she shall notify the 
appropriate command personnel (also see DGO 3.18, Performance 
Improvement Program and Performance Improvement Program, A. 
Supervisor's Guide , DM-06). 

d. The Commanding Officer of the Training Division will maintain 
controls that assure all unit logs and reports are received, and shall 
perform a non-punitlve review of completed logs and incident reports 
to ascertain the number, types, proper application and effectiveness of 
uses of force reported fey members of this Department. Die 
information developed shall be used to identify training needs. The 
Commanding Officer of the Training Division shall report to the Chief 
of Police quarterly on the use of force by members of the Department,

USE OF FIREARMS 

This order establishes policies and reporting procedures regarding the use of firearms. 

I, POLICY 


A. GENERAL. Officers shall use their firearms in accordance with Department General 

Order 5.01, Use of Force, and this General Order. 

B. HANDLING AND DRAWING FIREARMS 

■ 1. HANDLING FIREARMS. An officer shall handle and manipulate a firearm in 
accordance with Department-approved firearms training. An officer shall not 
manually cock the hammer of the Department-issued handgun to defeat the first shot 
double-action feature. 

2. AUTHORIZED CIRCUMSTANCES. An officer may draw or exhibit a firearm in the 
liitie of duty when the officer has reasonable cause to believe it may be necessary for 
his or her own safety or for the safety of others. When an officer determines that the 
threat is over, the officer shall holster his or her firearm or hold the shoulder weapon 
in port aims position pointed or slung in a manner consistent with Department- 
approved firearms training. If an officer points a firearm at a person and the person is 
not arrested, and if the circumstances permit, the officer should tell the individual the 
reason the officer drew the firearm. 

3. DRAWING OTHERWISE PROHIBITED. An officer shall pot draw a Department- 
issued firearm except as authorized by this order, for inspection by a superior, 
maintenance, safekeeping, or Department-approved training. 

C. DISCHARGE OF FIREARMS 

1. PERMISSIBLE CIRCUMSTANCES. Except as limited by Sections C.4 and C.5., an 
officer may discharge a firearm in any of the following circum stances: 

a. In self-defense when the officer has reasonable cause to believe that he or she is 
in imminent (danger of death or serious bodily injury. 

b. In defense of another person when the officer has reasonable cause to believe that 
the person is in imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury, However, an 
officer may not discharge a firearm at a person who presents a danger only to him

or herself, and there is no reasonable canse to believe that the person poses an 
imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury to the officer or any other 
person. 

c. To apprehend a person when both of the following circumstances exist: 

(1) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that the person has committed or 
has attempted to commit a violent felony involving the use or threatened use 
of deadly force; AND 

(2) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that a substantial risk exists that 
the person will cause death or serious bodily injury to officers or others if the 
person’s apprehension is delayed. 

d. To kill a dangerous animal. To kill an animal that is so badly injured that 
humanity requires its removal from further suffering where other alternatives are 
impractical and the owner, if present, gives permission. 

e. To signal for help for an urgent purpose when no other reasonable means can be 
used. 


2. VERBAL WARNING. If feasible, and if doing so would not increase the danger to 
the officer or others, an officer shall give a verbal warning to submit to the authority 

, of the officer before discharging a firearm. 

3. REASONABLE CARE. To the extent practical, an officer shall take reasonable care 
when discharging his or her firearm so as not to jeopardize the safety of innocent 
members of the public. 

4. GENERALLY PROHIBITED CIRCUMSTANCE. As a warning. . 

5. MOVING VEHICLES. The following policies shall govern the discharge of firearms 
at or from a moving vehicle or at the operator or occupant of a moving vehicle: 

a. At a Moving Vehicle. An officer shall not discharge a firearm at a moving 
vehicle with the intent to disable the vehicle. 

b. From a Moving Vehicle. An officer shall not discharge a firearm from a moving 
vehicle unless the officer has reasonable cause to believe there is an imminent 
danger of death or serious bodily injury to the officer or to others. 

c. At the Operator or Occupant of a Moving Vehicle. Discharging a firearm at the 
operator or occupant of a moving vehicle is inherently dangerous to officers and 
the public. Disabling the operator will not necessarily eliminate an imminent 
danger of death or serious bodily injuiy. Further, a moving vehicle with a 
disabled operator may crash and cause injury to innocent members of the public 
or officers. Accordingly, it is the policy of the Department that officers are 
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prohibited from discharging their firearm at the operator or occupant of a 
moving vehicle except in the narrow circumstances set in this subsection (c). 
An officer shall not discharge a firearm at the operator or occupant of a moving 
vehicle except under the following circumstances: 

(1) If the operator or occupant of a moving vehicle is threatening the officer with 
imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury by means other than the 
vehicle itself. 

(2) If the operator of the moving vehicle is threatening the officer with imminent 
danger of death or serious bodily injury by means of the vehicle, and the 
officer has no reasonable and apparent way to retreat or otherwise move to a 
place of safety. 

(3) In defense of another person when the officer has reasonable cause to believe 
that the person is in imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury. 

(4) To apprehend a person when both of the following circumstances exist: 

(a) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that the person has committed 
or has attempted to commit a violent felony involving the use or 

thr eatened use of deadly force; AND 

(b) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that a substantial risk exists 
that the person will cause death or serious bodily injury to officers or 
others if the person’s apprehension is delayed. 

d, In reviewing incidents involving the discharge of firearms from a moving vehicle 
or at an operator or occupant of a moving vehicle, the Department will consider 
the totality of the circumstances, including but not limited to whether the officer 
or others were in imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury and whether 
the officers who were present employed tactics consistent with Department- 
approved training. 

D. REPORTING DISCHARGE OF FIREARMS. Except for firearm discharges at an . 
approved range or during lawful recreational activity, an officer who discharges a 
firearm, either on or off duty, shall report the discharge as required under Department 
General Order 8.11. This includes an intentional or unintentional discharge, either within 
or outside the City and County of San Francisco.

DEATH CASES 

This order describes the procedures for investigating death cases (e.g., homicides, 
suicides and deaths by apparent natural causes), and delineates responsibilities of the 
investigating officer and of the Medical Examiner. 

I. PROCEDURES 

A. DETERMINING DEATH. The first consideration at the scene of an apparent 
death case is to determine if the person is dead. Even if death is evident, call 
for an ambulance. Paramedics will determine whether medical care is to be 
given. If the paramedics determine that the person is dead and no medical 
care is to be given, contact the Medical Examiner's Office. 

B. SEARCHING OR MOVING A BODY 

1. PROHIBmON/EXCEPTIONS. Officers shall neither search or move a body, 
nor allow anyone to search or move a body, except in the following cases: 

a. If you believe your life or the lives of others are in danger if the body is 
not searched or removed immediately. 

b. If failure to move the body would likely result in its loss (e.g. by fire, 
ocean currents). If possible, this decision should be made by a 
supervisory officer. 

c. With the permission of the Medical Examiner's Office. 

When a homicide is not suspected and the Medical Examiner will be 
delayed over 30 minutes in responding, you may contact the Medical 
Examiner's Office by telephone and discuss the reasons the body should 
be moved (e.g., where a large crowd is gathering or the body is 
impeding traffic). 

2. DOCUMENTATION. Whenever you move or permit someone to move a 
body prior to the arrival of the Medical Examiner, indicate the reason in 
your incident report Also include the name of the person who 
authorized the search or movement. 
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C SEARCHES BY THE MEDICAL EXAMINER 

1. WITNESSING THE SEARCH. You must witness the search by the Medical 
Examiner and obtain a receipt for any property taken from the body or the 
premises. The inspector assigned the investigation may, with the consent 
of the Medical Examiner, take charge of any evidence relating to a 
suspected homicide. 

2. DESCRIPTION OF PROPERTY. Indicate the details of the search and describe 
any property taken in your incident report. Be sure to attach the Medical 
Examiner's receipt to your incident report when submitting it. 

3. SUICIDE NOTES/WILLS. In cases of apparent suicide, the Medical Examiner 
will take any suicide note or will and the instrument with which the 
suicide was effected. 

D. LEAVING THE SCENE 

1. when. You may leave the scene of a death case prior to the Medical 
Examiner's arrival only when all of the following conditions are present: 

a. The death does nQt appear to have been caused by homicide, suicide or 
accident 

b. The Medical Examiner will be delayed more than 30 minutes. 

c. There is no reason to remain at the scene (e.g., a relative is willing to 
take responsibility for the deceased). 

d. Authorization is received from a superior officer. 

2. AUTHORIZATION. If the above conditions are present, request a superior 
officer to respond and determine if you may leave the scene. If you or 
your supervisor are in doubt, call the Medical Examiner's Office and 
request an expedited response. 

3. RECORDS/RECEIPT. It is your responsibility to make arrangements to obtain 
a copy of tiie Medical Examiner'. .ecedpt. Before leaving the scene, 
provide your name, star number, unit number, and telephone number to 
the.responsible person. 
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E DEATH NOTIFICATION. Officers are not responsible for death notifications; 
this is the responsibility of the Medical Examiner's Office. 

F. SUICIDE CASES. The responsibility for investigating cases of suidde rests 
with the Medical Examiner. After completing an incident report of a suidde, 
forward a copy to the Psychiatric Liaison Unit Also refer individuals that 
may need subsequent counseling to the Psychiatric Liaison Unit. 

G. HOMICIDE CASES 

1. INVESTIGATIVE FROCEDURES/NOTIFICATION. At the scene of an obvious 
homidde, immediately take the following steps: 

a. Protect the crime scene, disturb nothing, and touch nothing! Do not 
search the body. 

b. Initiate a Crime Scene Log (SFPD 28). See DGO 6.01, Crime Scene Log. 
c Notify your field supervisor. 

d. Make the following notifications: 

(1) Homidde Section (after business hours, contact the Operations 
Center). 

(2) Crime Scene Investigations Unit (after business hours, contact the 
Operations Center). 

(3) Medical Examiner's Office (after business hours, contact the 
Operations Center). 

(4) Photo Lab. 

2. PROTECTING THE CRIME SCENE. In all cases of homidde, secure file crime 
scene and prevent anyone from entering except for necessary emergency 
personnel and the following members of the investigating team: 

• Homidde Inspectors. • Members of the jkhoto lab. 

• Members of the Crime Lab. • The Medical Examiner or Deputy. 
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3. EVIDENCE (see DGO 6.02, Physical Evidence). Never touch a weapon or 
other potential evidence unless its loss or destruction is likely. Under no 
circumstances attempt to unload a firearm. If anything must be moved, 
carefully note the position of the item in reference to the crime scene. 

4. WITNESSES AND STATEMENTS. Record the names and addresses of persons 
present, or persons who may have knowledge of the incident. Detain 
anyone whose actions, conduct, statement, declaration or testimony may 
in any way be relevant to the investigation of the case, but do not 
interview or "Mirandize" known or possible suspects. If a suspect is at the 
scene, remove him/her from the immediate area as soon as possible. 

5. REMAINING AT THE SCENE. Remain at the scene until the body is removed 
by the Medical Examiner and you are released by the Homicide Inspector. 

H. DYING DECLARATIONS 

1. WHEN. If a victim may die before the Homicide Inspector has a chance to 
interview him/her, try to get a dying declaration. 

2. WITNESSES/FORMAT. Attempt to locate a witness(es). Write the victim's 
statement on a statement form, read it to the victim for verification and, if 
possible, have both the victim and witness (es) sign it The declaration 
must be in the following format: 

a That the declaration is made under a sense of impending death. 

b. That the victim believes he/she is about to die. 

c. That the injury was inflicted by (give the name of the person causing 
the injury). 

d. The cause of circumstances that led thereto. 

e. The name, age, nativity, residence and occupation of the injured party.

EQUIPMENT 


This order specifies required and optional equipment for both uniformed and non-uniformed 
officers. 

I. POLICY 

A. GENERAL RESPONSIBILITIES OF OFFICERS 

1. SAFEKEEPING AND USE. Officers are responsible for the safekeeping and 
appropriate authorized use of their issued uniform and equipment items. Officers 
shall maintain uniform and equipment items in a clean and serviceable condition at 
their expense. Officers are also responsible for promptly reporting the loss, theft, or 
unserviceable condition of any issued uniform or equipment item. 

2. LOANING UNIFORM OR EQUIPMENT ITEMS. Unless exigent circumstances 
exist, officers shall not loan or supply another person with any uniform or 
equipment item without the permission of their commanding officer or officer-in- 
charge. 

B. DEPARTMENT-AUTHORIZED FIREARMS: Firearms authorized by the Department 
as the primary on-duty weapons for officers shall be of the type, make, model and caliber 
as recommended by the Department Rangemaster and approved by the Chief of Police. 

1. OTHER WEAPONS. In accordance with Penal Code § 12030 P.C., and subject to the 
requirements of local law, the Department Rangemaster may select weapons for use 
by officers of the Department from those booked with the Property Control Section 
that would otherwise be subject to destruction. The Rangemaster may issue such 
weapons to officers working specialized assignments with written authorization from 
their Deputy Chief. Before carrying these weapons, officers must demonstrate 
proficiency in their use as required for on-duty secondary weapons (see Section F.4.). 

2. THEFT OR LOSS OF FIREARM. An officer shall file a written report through 
his/her chain of command to the Chief immediately following the loss or theft of any 
Department-issued or approved firearm. The report shall include a complete 
description of the weapon (including the serial number) and contain all the 
surrounding facts. The officer shall send a copy of the report to the Department 
Rangemaster.

3. REPAIR OR ALTERATION OF FIREARMS. Department owned firearms shall not 
be repaired or altered except as authorized by the Department Rangemaster or 
designated range personnel. Any authorized secondary firearms shall not be altered 
without authorization of the Department Rangemaster. 

4. RANGE REQUALIFICATION. Officers must show proficiency with their 
Department issued primary firearm in accordance with criteria and frequency as 
dictated by the Department Rangemaster. 

Officers performing their re-qualification shall use their Department approved 
primary duty weapon. Weapons approved under any other provision of this order 
shall not be used during re-qualification. 

C. AMMUNITION. Ammunition used in primary on-duty firearms shall be Department- 
issued. Department-issued ammunition shall not be used in any other weapon, either on 
or off duty. 

D. MAGAZINES 

1. On-duty uniformed officers equipped with semi-automatic firearms shall carry at least 
three fully loaded magazines: one in the weapon and two in a Department-issued 
double magazine holder pouch on their equipment belt. 

2. On-duty plainclothes officers equipped with semi-automatic firearms shall carry at 
least two fully loaded magazines: one in the weapon, and one in a Department-issued 
combination handcuff/magazine case. 

E. REQUIRED EQUIPMENT 

1. ON-DUTY UNIFORMED OFFICERS. Officers of all ranks while on duty in 
uniform shall be equipped with the following equipment. 

a. Star, displayed on the outermost garment over the left breast. 

b. Department identification card. 

c. Brass nameplate. 

d. Department-issued firearm, fully loaded with Department-issued magazine and 
ammunition. 

e. Two extra Department-issued magazines (or speed loaders), fully loaded with 
Department-issued ammunition in a Department-issued double magazine (or 
speed loader) pouch. 

f. Department-issued impact weapon. 
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g. Department-issued handcuffs, case, and key. 

h. Call box key. 

i. Whistle. 

j. Flashlight in good working condition. 

k. Notebook. 

l. Citation book. 

m. Street guide. 

n. Department-issued radio. 

o. Miranda warning card. 

p. Department-issued chemical agent. 

q. Department-issued holster. 

u. Department-issued bullet-resistant vest. 

2. ON-DUTY OFFICERS/CIVILIAN DRESS. Officers of all ranks, while on duty in 
civilian dress, shall be equipped with the following equipment: 

a. Star. 

b. Department identification card. 

c. Department issued firearm fully loaded with Department-issued ammunition. 

d. One extra magazine for the Department-issued firearm, fully loaded with 
Department-issued ammunition in a Department-issued magazine pouch. 

e. Handcuffs and key. 

f. Call box key. 

g. Whistle. 

h. Miranda warning card. 

i. Combination magazine/handcuff case. 
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j. Department-issued holster. 

k. Department-issued chemical agent. 

l. Department-issued impact weapon. 

m. Department-issued radio 

3. EXCEPTION: Commissioned Officers and Officers performing investigative or non- 
investigative, non-patrol, or specialized function can be exempted from the 
requirements previously listed in E-l and E-2 with their commanding officer’s 
approval. If the amended equipment includes a firearm, the officer must comply with 
the provisions concerning secondary firearms. 

4. EXPOSING WEAPONS. Officers in civilian dress shall not knowingly expose 
weapons in public unless they conspicuously display their stars. 

F. OPTIONAL EQUIPMENT 

1. ON-DUTY OFFICERS. On-duty officers may be equipped with the following 
equipment items, which shall be purchased at the officer’s expense: 

a. Extra belt keepers. 

b. Extra handcuffs. 

c. A belt buckle displaying the SFPD star or bearing the words “San Francisco 
Police Department.” 

d. A folding knife, if sheathed in a black basket weave leather pouch on the 
equipment belt or kept in their pocket. 

e. A cord-cuff restrainer “hobble,” if encased in a black basket weave leather pouch 
on the equipment belt, for those members trained in the hobble. 

2. DEPARTMENT-ISSUED ITEMS ONLY. With the exception of the items in F. 1 
above, and F.4 below, only Department-issued items are to be worn while in uniform. 

3. BULLET-RESISTANT VESTS. All Personnel shall wear a bullet-resistant vest while 
working undercover operations, except as provides in Section E.3. 

4 SECONDARY FIREARMS. An on-duty officer may carry a concealed second 

firearm in addition to his/her primary Department issued firearm with the approval of 
his or her Deputy Chief and Rangemaster. The memorandum shall include weapon 
and ammunition information. The secondary firearm must either be a double action 
revolver or a semi-automatic firearm equipped with a first round double action 
trigger. Single action revolvers, single action and safe action semi-automatic firearms, 
and derringers of any caliber are prohibited. No reloaded ammunition shall be used. 
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a. REGISTRATION. An officer who intends to carry a secondary firearm must 
comply with the following instructions: 

(1) Officers must register the secondary firearm by written memorandum to their 
respective Deputy Chief. The memo must be approved by the Deputy 
Chief and then routed to the Department Rangemaster. The memorandum 
must contain a statement of the officer’s intention to carry the weapon 
along with the make, model, caliber, serial number, and barrel length. 

(2) All concealable secondary firearms shall be inspected annually by the 
Department Rangemaster or his/her designee to determine that minimum 
operational safety and functionality standards have been met. Secondary 
handguns that do not meet these minimum standards shall not be 
registered for use and shall not be carried. 

b. PROFICIENCY. Before carrying the secondary weapon, the officer must 
satisfactorily demonstrate proficiency to the Department Rangemaster or his/her 
designee and demonstrate proficiency annually during any scheduled firearm 
practice. When demonstrating proficiency, the officer will be required to present a 
copy of the most recently approved memorandum that registers the weapon with 
the Department Rangemaster or his/her designee. 

c. RECORDS. The Department Rangemaster will ensure that a written 
certification of proficiency is prepared and forwarded to the Personnel 
Division for inclusion in the officer’s personnel file. A copy shall be retained 
at the Lake Merced Range. 

5. JEWELRY AND ORNAMENTS (also see DGO 11.08, Grooming Standards). On- 

duty officers shall not wear jewelry or personal ornaments that are visible except: 

a. A wristwatch. 

b. A total of 2 rings that are consistent with officer safety. An engagement and 
wedding ring set will be considered as one ring. 

c. A conservative tie bar or tie tack. 

d Female officers may, in addition, wear the following: 

1. Flair clips or pins that match the color of the hair. 

2. One ear post in each ear. The post must lie flush with the ear 
and be plain metal, gold or silver colored. The face of the 
post is not to have a diameter of more than three-eighths (3/8) 
inch. Nothing shall hang from the post. 
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G. OFF-DUTY OFFICERS 

1. OPTIONAL EQUIPMENT. Officers of all ranks while off duty may be equipped with 
the following: 

a. Star. 

b. Department identification card, 
c Loaded handgun, 
d Department approved handcuffs 
e. Callbox key. 

2. STAR AND ID/OFF DUTY. An officer opting to carry a handgun off duty shall 
be equipped with his/her star and Department identification card. 

H. EQUIPMENT USED IN SECONDARY EMPLOYMENT. See DGO 11.02, Secondary 
Employment. 

I. STAR OR BADGE 

1. ASSIGNED STARS AND NUMBERS. Officers appointed to the rank of police 
officer (Q-2) will be issued a Department-owned star with an identifying number. 

The star and number will remain assigned to the officer throughout his/her 
employment unless administratively changed. 

2. NON-SWORN EMPLOYEES. Certain non-swom employees may be issued a shield 
badge with an identifying number. 

3. AUTHORIZATION. A member shall not possess any star or badge of the kind or 
design used by the Department without written authorization by the Chief of Police. 

4. OTHER RANKS. Officers appointed to a civil service or exempt rank, other than 
police officer, must purchase a star with a proper identification number at their 
expense after obtaining written authorization from the Chief of Police. 


f. Whistle. 

g. Miranda warning card. 

h. Chemical agent canister. 

i. Bullet-resistant vest. 


J. FLAT STAR. A Member who wishes to purchase a “flat star” may do so, (1) with the 
written approval of the Chief of Police, and (2) at their own expense. Members shall 
submit a memo through their chain of command requesting pel-mission to purchase a flat 
star. 
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Members are responsible for all costs incurred in the purchase of their flat star. Other 
requirements are: 

1. The flat star shall not be worn as a replacement for the official Department star. 

2. Members will be solely responsible for repair or replacement of a flat star. Any 
lost or stolen flat star shall be reported by the member via incident report and 
SFPD memo. 

3. Members shall own or posses only one flat star. 
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Documenting Use of Force 

Members shall adhere to the following when documenting a use of force in an incident report or 
witness statement: 

1. Establish the core transaction: * 

a A core transaction is when a police officer makes a lawful detention or an arrest, 
o Describe the reasonable suspicion or probable cause that preceded the lawful detention or 
arrest. 

2. Establish why force was used. Penal Code 835 (a) allows officers to use force to: 

o effect an arrest, 
o prevent escape, 
e overcome resistance, 

© defend oneself, and/or 
« defend another 

Members should articulate die suspect’s action causing the member to use force. Was the 
suspect actively resisting? Was the suspect trying to escape? Was someone in immediate 
danger? 

3. When determining whether the level of force used was reasonable and appropriate, the 

courts look at; 

a the seriousness of die crime 

o whether die suspect was actively dying to escape or resist 
O' the immediate danger to anyone 

4. Describe the type and amount of force used: 

o use plain English and avoid using jargon, 

9 be specific about the type of force used (palm strike, fist strike, baton strike, bent wrist 
control, carotid restraint, etc.), 

o be specific about the amount of force used (number of strikes, length of time force 
applied, etc.), 

a be specific about die location where the force was applied to subject (face, chest, thigh, 

. etc.), and 

o document die affect the force had on the subj ect. 

5. Documenting member’s use of personal body weapons: 

° describe the specific personal body weapon used (hands, fist, feet, knees, etc.), 
o document the location where the force was applied on the subject’s body, and 
« do not use the terms “Zone 1” or “Zone 2” when documenting the use of personal body 
weapons. 
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6, Documenting member’s use of impact weapons; 

• describe, the specific impact weapon used (26” baton, collapsible baton, etc.) 

* use the terms Zone 1 and Zone 2 to describe the intended impact weapon strike zone(s) to 
a subject(s) 

0 additionally, include the actual body part, struck with the impact weapon, if known. 

The terms Zone i and Zone 2 shall not be used to describe force options applications other 

than impact weapon strikes. 

7. Clarifications on Use of Force Terminology: 

° The terms “distraction strike” and “distraction blow” are not acceptable language 
when describing a use of force incident. 

• An example of an inappropriate description of an officer’s use of force designed to 
distract a suspect: “1 delivered two distraction strikes to zone one of (B) Jones.” In this 
case the officer did not describe the suspect’s actions or articulate the reason for using the 
force, did not articulate whether the officer used a personal body weapon and type or an 
impact weapon and type, and did not articulate the specific part of the suspect’s body that 
was hit. Additionally, if the officer used a personal body weapon, the officer should not 
use the term “zone one.” 

♦ An example of an appropriate description of an officer’s use of force designed to 
distract a suspect: “I used a left palm strike to the suspect’s forehead to distract him 
from strangling the victim. I then lunged forward and wrapped my arms around the 
suspect’s waist, while simultaneously driving with my legs, tackling him to the ground.” 
In this case, the officer used the palm strike to stop the suspect from injuring another 
person. The officer also used the strike to set up the use of another technique. 

Members should refer to DGO 5.01, Use of Force, for procedures on reporting, notifying and 
investigating use. of force incidents. Sergeants and Lieutenants shall not approve any 
incident report/writ ten statement involving a use of force that does not comply with the 
above procedures.

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Obtaining a Public Safety Statement 


SFPD Form 544 is a blue, pocket-sized card that provides guidelines for field supervisors in the 
collection of a Public Safety Statement at the scene of an Officer-Involved Shooting (OIS), In- 
Custody Death (ICD), or Officer-Involved Discharge (OID). 

A Public Safety Statement is information obtained at an officer-involved incident by questioning 
the officer to determine existing threats to public safety and identify transitory evidence that 
must be preserved. The scope of this statement is limited only to the collection of such critical, 
fleeting information in the immediate aftermath of these critical incidents. When conditions 
permit, the field supervisor should separately obtain Public Safety Statements from each 
involved officer. 

In order to collect such information, the field supervisor may ask the involved officer questions 
of an exigent nature, including, but not limited: 

* Have you been involved in an Officer-Involved Shooting? 

® Is anyone injured? Where are they? 

® Are there any outstanding suspects? If so, can you provide a description, direction, mode 
of flight? How long ago did the outstanding suspect(s) flee? What weapons are they 
armed with? 

® Did the suspect(s) fire at you? Where was the suspect? Where were you? 

® Where were you when you fired at the suspect? Where was the suspect? 

® Did you move during the encounter? From where to where? 

® Are you aware of weapons or evidence that needs to be secured or protected? 

® Are you aware of any witnesses? Where are they? 

Every officer-involved incident is unique, and there may be other appropriate and necessary 
public safety statement questions that you need to ask that are not listed above or on the SFPD 
544 form. 

It is not the responsibility of the field supervisor to conduct a comprehensive interview of the 
involved officer. The field supervisor obtaining the public safety statement shall not ask why the 
involved officer reacted to the incident.' Criminal investigators assigned to the case shall conduct 
a complete interview of involved officers, as well as any witness officers, at a later time. 
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The field supervisor that obtains a public safety statement should remain on-scene until released 
by the lead criminal investigator or Lieutenant of the Homicide Detail. This supervisor will brief 
arriving investigators and should be available to answer questions as they arise. If practical, the 
supervisor should notify Dispatch that he or she obtained the Public Safety Statement. Once 
released, the field supervisor shall prepare a statement, attached to the initial incident report, 
memorializing the public safety statement. 

Once a Public Safety Statement has been satisfactorily obtained, the involved officer shall not be 
asked further questions about the incident until he or she has conferred with his or her 
representative. Each involved officer should be transported to an SFPD facility and monitored 
by a designated officer. The field supervisor may need to remind the involved officer not to 
discuss the incident further until the involved officer has consulted with his or her representative. 
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• Supervisors should not ask why the involved officer(s) reacted 
to the incident. Once the supervisor determines which officers) 
were involved, they should separate them and arrange transport to a 
Department facility. 

• Involved officers) should not be prevented from contacting family 
members to inform them of the situation. However, direct involved 
officer(s) not to discuss details of the incident until they have legal 
representation. 

• Ensure that C.I.R.T. is notified to respond. 

• Absent exigent circumstances, the supervisor should remain at 
scene to provide answers to the public safely questions to 
responding investigators. 


Public Safety Questions 
Is anyone injured? Where are they? 

Are there any outstanding suspects? If so, what is their description, 
direction, and mode of travel? How long have they been gone? 
Were they armed with weapons? What crimes are they waiited for? 
Are you aware of any witnesses and their location? 

In what direction did you or anyone else shoot? With which 
firearm(s)? 

Can you identify the crime scene and prospective evidence? [Treat 
as Major Crime Scene.] 

Every OIS is unique. There may be other public safety questions 
you may ask that are not covered above.
